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The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. 
This request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in 
the House of Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of: 


Part I — The Government Expense Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes the key elements of 
the Main Estimates. 


Part II —- The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve 
these votes to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled 
concurrently on or before March 1. 


Part II] —- Departmental Expenditure Plans, which is divided into two components: 


1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency 
(excluding Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail over a three-year period on an 
organisation’s main priorities by strategic outcome(s), program activity(s) and planned/expected results, including 
links to related resource requirements. The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major 
capital projects, grants and contributions, and net program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of 
the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in 
Schedules I, I.1 and I of the Financial Administration Act. These documents are usually tabled on or before 
March 31 and referred to committees, which may then report to the House of Commons pursuant to 
Standing Order 81(4). 


2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of results achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover 
the most recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board 
on behalf of the ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and I of 
the Financial Administration Act. 


Supplementary Estimates directly support an Appropriation Act. The Supplementary Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in the subsequent appropriation bill. Parliamentary approval is required to 
enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Supplementary Estimates are normally tabled twice a year, 
the first document in early November and a final document in early March. Each Supplementary Estimates document is 
identified alphabetically A, B, C, etc. Under special circumstances, more than two Supplementary Estimates documents 
can be published in any given year. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments 
achieved in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for 

the allocation and management of public funds. 
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Minister’s message

Within hours of the December 26, 2004 Indian Ocean earthquake and tsunami, Canadians 
from coast to coast to coast began mobilizing the largest and most generous disaster 
response in our history. Government officials staffed emergency services twenty-four 
hours a day, searching for missing Canadians and organizing delivery of aid money and 
relief supplies. Volunteer groups and aid organizations set up pledge hotlines and set 
disaster relief programs in motion. The news media sent reporters to the region and 
provided around-the-clock coverage of the tsunami and its aftermath. Ordinary Canadians 
of all ages and all walks of life responded in an unprecedented manner, raising more than 
$200 million in less than three weeks. 


This extraordinary event had a major impact on our humanitarian assistance operations in 
the latter part of 2004-2005, and our ongoing response to it will be an important part of 
the Canadian International Development Agency’s (CIDA) work in 2005—2006. In 
January 2005, the Prime Minister committed $425 million over five years for 
humanitarian and reconstruction assistance, and CIDA is now working closely with the 
affected communities, their governments, and the donor community, including Canadian 
organizations, to plan and implement this assistance in 2005-2006 and beyond. 


Canada will continue to focus and intensify its support in 2005—2006 for the international 
effort to achieve the Millennium Development Goals (MDGs). The MDGs are targeted 
for achievement by 2015, and indications are that many of them will not be met. The 
United Nations Secretary-General, in his most recent report on the progress towards the 
MDGs, has warned the world that the window of opportunity for meeting our 
commitments is closing rapidly, and that we must accelerate our efforts now. 


Canada shares this sense of urgency. We will build on our initiatives to date, continuing 
to increase our aid budget by 8% a year to the year 2010 and strategically focusing our 
resources where the need is most profound, particularly in Africa. We will also further 
concentrate our efforts in sectors where Canada can make the greatest difference, through 
our program priorities of health (including HIV/AIDS), basic education, private sector 
development and governance. 


Minister's Message 1 


Improved governance was identified as absolutely necessary to the scaling-up effort 
required to achieve the MDGs, as cited in the newly released UN Millennium Project 
plan of action for both developing countries and donors. It is generally recognized that 
governments must have both the commitment to meet the goals and the technical and 
institutional capacity to plan and deliver the programs that will help them to do so. In 
2005-2006, CIDA will build on its already strong record in helping developing and 
transition countries to strengthen their governance capacity by mobilizing the expertise, 
creativity and energy of a wide range of Canadian institutions and individuals through its 
signature program, the Canada Corps. 


Canada Corps seeks to address one of the chief underlying causes of instability and 
poverty in the world—weak governance. Canadians can make a real contribution in 
developing countries which have a need for governance-related programming, especially 
in failed and failing states, and the lessons they learn will be shared widely through 

public outreach programs. Personnel will be deployed in close coordination with those of 
other government departments to ensure maximum impact in our governance 
programming. 


Broad-based economic growth provides opportunities for the poor to lift themselves out 
of poverty. It also generates the resources for educational, health and other key social 
programs that underpin achievement of the MDGs. Based on the work of the United 
Nations Development Programme (UNDP) Commission on the Private Sector and 
Development, programming will focus on unleashing the potential of the private sector to 
strengthen local capacity for poverty-reducing economic growth. Over the coming years, 
CIDA will increase its support to private sector development where Canadians can make 
a difference. 


Getting the developing world on track involves more than development assistance. A 
whole-of-government approach is necessary to harness powerful instruments that 
complement the aid program, such as market access, debt relief, private investment, and 
intellectual property rights. CIDA will strengthen its efforts to work with its partners in 
diplomacy, trade and defence, among others, to ensure that all Government of Canada 
policies complement one another and that developing country needs and priorities are 
taken into account in interdepartmental policy discussions. 


CIDA will continue to implement its policy statement, Strengthening Aid Effectiveness, 
in 2005-2006. The Agency will seek out more opportunities to use new programming 
approaches, collaborating closely with developing country governments to align 
administrative practices to their systems and procedures, and to harmonize our support to 
the needs and priorities they have identified. CIDA will also work more closely with 
other donor countries and organizations to harmonize aid practices and policies for 
maximum impact and effectiveness, and will work with the entire development 
community to make the multilateral development system more effective. 
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The Agency will sharpen and refine its strategic planning and financial management 
systems, and will regularly review program results and expenditure forecasts. In addition, 
within the government-wide program for expenditure reallocation, CIDA will use 
reallocated resources from lower priority areas to tsunami reconstruction. 


And finally, CIDA will also reach out more to Canadians, whose outpouring of concern 
and support for tsunami victims is a testimony to their compassion and caring for others. 
In 2005-2006, the Agency will step up its public engagement program, especially for 
young people, both to increase their knowledge and awareness of development issues and 
to inspire them to become more involved in the aid program. 


This 2005-2006 Report on Plans and Priorities outlines in greater detail CIDA’s work in 
support of the MDGs and the principles of aid effectiveness in Canada and abroad. It 
outlines our priorities and program of work and the results we expect to achieve. I 
encourage all Canadians to read it, and I respectfully submit it for the consideration of the 


Parliament of Canada.

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Section I: Overview 


The 2005-2006 Report on Plans and Priorities (RPP) provides the highlights of CIDA’s 
plans, priorities, expected results, and resources for the next planning cycle. Based on the 
Agency’s new Program Activity Architecture (PAA), it corresponds to the new Treasury 
Board of Canada, Secretariat (TBS) Guide for the Preparation of 2005—2006 Part III of 

the Estimates: Reports on Plans and Priorities and Departmental Performance Reports’, 
as well as the new TBS Management, Resources, and Results Structure (MRRS).” 


In Section I, the RPP outlines five priorities: health (including HIV/AIDS); basic 
education; governance (including Canada Corps); private sector development; and 
CIDA’s contribution to relief and reconstruction, following the Indian Ocean tsunami. It 
also provides the overall context for CIDA’s programming decisions. In Section II, the 
RPP reports on planned activities under each of these priorities by the following PAA- 
structure program activities: Geographic Programs, Partnership Programs, Multilateral 
Programs, Policy Coherence, and Engaging Canadians. A drill-down profile of a program 
specific to each of Geographic, Partnership and Multilateral Programs is featured as well. 
Section III presents the financial tables; and Section IV, Other Items of Interest, provides 
details on the planned activities in CIDA’s Corporate Services function. 


A. Summary Information 


Mandate: To support sustainable development in developing countries in order to reduce 
poverty and contribute to a more secure, equitable and prosperous world; to support 
democratic development and economic liberalization in the countries of Central and 
Eastern Europe and Central Asia; and to support international efforts to reduce threats to 
international and Canadian security. 

Strategic Outcome: Sustainable development to reduce poverty in the poorest countries, 
measured through progress on the development goals of economic well-being, social 
development, environmental sustainability, and governance.

CIDA has sharpened its performance management and accountability to Canadians over 
the past few years, linking resources and results through its Key Agency Results (KARs). 
Developed in 2001, CIDA’s key development results are economic well-being, social 
development, environmental sustainability, and governance with gender equality as a 
crosscutting issue. The Key Agency Results formed the basis for CIDA’s Report on 
Plans and Priorities 2002-2003 and for subsequent years. The indicators and targets for

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the KARs were refined and introduced in CIDA ’s Sustainable Development Strategy 
2004-2006. 


In late 2003, CIDA introduced costed work planning as an internal planning tool. This 
tool attributes costs to all activities undertaken as part of projects, programs, operations, 
and maintenance, and then sums up the total cost of achieving program results according 
to the KARs. This tool completes the chain of accountability, linking resources to results, 
from activities to programs to the Key Agency Results, and finally to CIDA’s overall 
mandate. CIDA is now building on this experience, integrating its results and indicators 
into TBS’ new MRSS, as indicated in the Agency’s partial PAA below.

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B. Introduction 


““We have the opportunity in the coming decade to cut world poverty by 
half.... The practical solutions exist. The political framework is 
established. And, for the first time, the cost is utterly affordable. Whatever 
one’s motivation for attacking the crisis of extreme poverty—human 
rights, religious values, security, fiscal prudence, ideology—the solutions 
are the same. All that is needed is action.”

Since the founding of the United Nations and its specialized agencies, following World 
War II, Canada has been supporting the development efforts of its partner countries and 
organizations around the world. In 1968, CIDA was formed to administer the bulk of 
Canada’s Official Development Assistance (ODA) program in Africa and the Middle 
East, the Americas, and Asia.° In 1995, CIDA took on the responsibility of administering 
Canada’s official assistance programs in the countries of Central and Eastern Europe and 
the former Soviet Union—countries in transition—by supporting democratic 
development and economic liberalization. 


CIDA’s focus is reducing poverty in the world’s poorest countries. The Agency 
collaborates with a wide range of partners to deliver its aid programs, beginning with the 
government, civil society [non-governmental organizations (NGOs), community groups, 
institutions, and associations], and the private sector of its developing country partners. 
CIDA also works with the Canadian counterparts to these groups, such as governments at 
all levels, churches, unions, professional associations, youth, academic organizations, 
volunteer-sending agencies, businesses, and industrial organizations. Internationally, 
CIDA cooperates with United Nations agencies such as the United Nations Children’s 
Fund (UNICEF) and the UNDP, with international financial institutions such as the 
World Bank and the regional development banks, with research organizations like the 
Consultative Group on International Agricultural Research, and with other donor 
agencies, such as the Department for International Development, in the United Kingdom.

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The Agency supports the following types of activities: 


e strengthening the capacity of partner countries to address their own development 
challenges and meet their international commitments; 

e providing technical assistance in a wide variety of fields, from HIV/AIDS 
prevention and treatment, to basic education, and to private sector development; 
responding to humanitarian emergencies; 
generating and disseminating knowledge on all aspects of development; 

e engaging in policy dialogue with international partners to promote issues of 
interest to Canadians; and 

e strengthening aid effectiveness and aid organizations. 


In Budget 2005 as regards international development, the Government of Canada 
renewed its commitment to doubling the International Assistance Envelope (IAE). Over 
the next five years, increases will follow a predictable schedule, facilitating better 
program planning. The Budget confirms the importance of development cooperation. 


The Budget also maps out a new management framework for the IAE (See Section III:3 
Financial Information), which will now be subdivided into five funding “pools”: 
Development, International Financial Institutions (IFIs), Peace and Security, Crisis, and 
Development Research. The new framework should provide greater predictability for 
each of the pools, with the Crisis Pool serving to provide a separate source of funds to 
address large, unforeseen crises. 


The Budget also allocates new resources for 2004—2005 for the Global Alliance for 
Vaccines and Immunization, the Global Polio Eradication Initiative and the Global Fund 
to Fight AIDS, Tuberculosis and Malaria. It is anticipated that the Government’s 
upcoming International Policy Statement will provide further direction for the aid 
program. 
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C. CIDA’s Operating Environment 


1. The Development Challenge 


Since 1970, the developing countries of the world as a group have achieved tremendous 
progress, cutting infant mortality rates by 50 percent, increasing life expectancy by eight 
years, halving the illiteracy rate, and reducing poverty. Progress has been especially 
notable in East Asia and the Pacific, where the number of people living on less than 
US$1 a day has dropped by almost half. In the past decade alone, the developing world’s 
population increased from 4 billion to 5 billion, while average per capita incomes rose by 
more than 21 percent, and the proportion of people living on less than US$1 a day 
declined by 7 percent. The under-five mortality rate dropped from 103 to 88 deaths per 
1,000 births, and life expectancy rose from 63 years to nearly 65. Eight percent more 
people had access to safe water, and 15 percent more had access to basic sanitation. 
Worldwide, there has been a clear trend toward democratically elected governments, 
increased attention to human rights, public participation in decision-making, and open, 
free-market economies. 


All of these achievements were gained mainly through the efforts of the developing 
countries themselves, but the support and assistance of the international donor 
community has played an important role in helping them achieve their objectives. Over 
its more than 55 years of involvement in development cooperation, Canada has built an 
enviable reputation as a leader in several key areas of importance to Canadians. These 
include promoting human rights, gender equality, and child protection; pioneering the 
involvement of the voluntary and private sectors in development programs; and 
strengthening the effectiveness of aid programming. 


Through their participation in the aid program, Canadians have made concrete 
contributions to the standard of living and quality of life of individuals and communities 
in some of the world’s poorest countries. Over the years, Canada has won many awards, 
including most recently the United Nations Foundation Award for Leadership in Global 
Polio Eradication, which was awarded in January 2005. This award recognized both the 
Government of Canada and a number of private individuals for their contributions to 
mobilizing financial resources and heightening public awareness. Canada has been a 
world leader in Vitamin A supplementation, which has saved the lives of an estimated 
1.5 million children between 1998 and 2001. CIDA support to HIV/AIDS prevention 
programs has led to a drop in the infection rate in Cambodia and Uganda. In concert with 
other donors, CIDA has helped increase enrolment in primary education in a wide range 
of countries, including Bangladesh, Senegal, and Tanzania. Canada’s support to 
elections, such as those in Ukraine in December 2004, has helped ensure that the process 
was fair and democratic. CIDA support to small business and microcredit, especially for 
women, has increased incomes and status for women in many countries, including Sri 
Lanka, Cameroon, Egypt, and Ecuador. 
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Canada has also contributed to sharing knowledge and understanding of the challenges of 
development through its participation in the landmark analysis published by the 
Organisation for Economic Co-operation and Development (OECD), entitled Shaping the 
21st Century.’ This document played an important role in achieving the international 
consensus that led to the Millennium Declaration and the MDGs, a set of time-bound, 
measurable objectives to lift millions of people out of extreme poverty by 2015 (see 
Appendix II for details). Adopted by the UN General Assembly in 2000, the Millennium 
Declaration affirms the importance of human rights, gender equality, and protection of 
the vulnerable, particularly children. The declaration and the MDGs that are derived from 
it are now the foundation for development cooperation efforts by developing countries, 
international aid organizations, and donor countries such as Canada.

The UN Secretary-General reports annually on the progress being made toward the 
MDGs. The 2004 report clearly shows that, despite the remarkable progress the world 
has made in health, education, water supply, sanitation, income generation, and many 
other areas, much remains to be done if the MDGs are to be reached by 201 ee

All regions of the developing world show progress in access to primary education, 
including greater parity between girls and boys, although sub-Saharan Africa is not 
expected to reach its goals by 2015. Progress on child mortality is proceeding well 
everywhere except Western Asia, sub-Saharan Africa, and Oceania. Save for sub-Saharan 
Africa and some parts of Latin America, most countries are expected to reach the goal of 
halving extreme poverty by 2015. However, the world is far short of realizing success in 
gender equality, especially in terms of maternal health and equality in terms of income 
and political representation. The threat of HIV/AIDS continues to spread in almost every 
country on earth, and there is no substantial progress in the fight against malaria or 
tuberculosis. All regions have improved access to safe drinking water, especially in urban 
areas, but 2.6 billion people worldwide still have no access to improved sanitation. 
Progress toward the goal of environmental sustainability is slow, with forest cover 
diminishing and carbon dioxide emissions increasing. Moreover, the implementation of 
major accords, such as the Kyoto Protocol and the UN Convention to Combat 
Desertification, is compromised by a lack of resources and by conflicting perspectives on 
implementation. 


The new global partnership for development—the eighth MDG—plays an essential role 
in achieving the other seven MDGs. Struck at the International Conference on Financing 
for Development in 2002, this partnership is a compact between developing countries and 
the donor community, involving mutual obligations and mutual commitments. Known as 
the Monterrey Consensus, it is grounded in the understanding that developing countries 
bear the primary responsibility for their own development, while industrialized countries 
should provide effective and predictable aid, and remove inconsistencies in their broader 
economic and trade policies that affect developing countries. The developing countries 
have committed to improving governance and instituting policy reforms, and the donor 
countries have agreed to dismantle trade barriers, widen debt relief, and augment 
development assistance. 


There has been progress made toward this goal, the eighth MDG. Total aid flows 

increased to roughly $68.5 billion in 2003, representing 0.25 percent of donor countries’ 
gross national income, up from 0.23 percent the year before. However, contributions are 
still far short of the objective of 0.7 percent.’ The UN Millennium Project estimates that

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donor countries will need to double the share of their national income devoted to foreign 
aid in order to achieve the MDGs.'° There has been some progress in trade talks. World 
Trade Organization (WTO) members have agreed in principle to abolish all forms of 
agricultural export subsidies and to reduce trade-distorting domestic support for 
agriculture. These actions have the potential to improve global welfare by about 

$120 billion; however, overall agreement in the Doha Trade Round of 2001 remains to be 
achieved. Debt relief has benefited 13 of the 37 poorest countries; they have invested 
their debt-relief savings in areas related to the MDGs. Finally, the UN Millennium 
Project, commissioned by the UN Secretary-General in 2002 to develop a concrete action 
plan for achieving the MDGs, has submitted its report, which contains 10 key 
recommendations and scores of specific, cost-effective measures to meet the targets by 
2015. 


MDG Number 8: Canada and the New Global Partnership for Development 


At the International Conference on Financing for Development, Canada committed to doubling its aid budget 
from its 2001—2002 level by 2010, a process that began with the following federal budget. Canada has 
already forgiven most of its ODA-related debt and opened its market to duty-free and quota-free imports of 
most goods and services from the least-developed countries. Legislation has also been passed to make much- 
needed generic HIV/AIDS drugs and other medicines more accessible to those who need them most in 
developing countries. Canada is also gradually untying its aid program to enable developing countries to 


access goods and services from the least expensive source, and eventually to develop their own capacity to 
provide goods and services.

The Regional Perspective 


Development challenges are most acute in Africa. Despite a return to economic growth 
in 2003 in many countries, in sub-Saharan A frica the absolute number of people living in 
poverty is increasing, and one in two people continues to survive on less than US$1 a 
day. One in five people is affected by conflict; between 42 million and 52 million African 
children are not in school; 25.4 million Africans are HIV-positive, 60 percent of whom 
are women; and 12.3 million African children have lost one or both parents to 
HIV/AIDS." The world’s highest rate of population growth is in sub-Saharan Africa, 
followed closely by North Africa and the Middle East. To meet these challenges African 
leaders have launched the New Partnership for Africa’s Development (NEPAD),

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redefining development in their own terms and committing to take action. Canada is 
committed to helping African countries develop institutions to foster development at the 
continental, regional, and national levels, through the Pan-Africa Program, the Canada 
Fund for Africa, as well as through country-specific programs. Attempts to resolve these 
problems are often hampered by insufficient human and financial resources, inadequate 
government capacity, corruption, fragile democratic institutions, periodic drought, and 
environmental deterioration. 


In the Middle East and Northern Africa, average income is double that of Sub-Saharan 
Africa; however, a demographic explosion and political conservatism are limiting 
economic progress and social stability. In the Middle East, conflict is likely to continue to 
affect the region and there will be a continuing need for humanitarian assistance and 
postwar reconstruction. In Iraq, particularly, CIDA has moved quickly to address the 
problems of post-conflict destabilization through humanitarian relief, peacebuilding and 
meeting security needs. For most countries of the region, poverty is not as severe as in the 
Sub-Saharan region; however, governance problems, including corruption, weak public 
institutions, and varying levels of commitment to human rights, will continue to hamper 
economic and social development. 


Despite its economic progress and continuing dynamism, Asia still accounts for some 

60 percent of the world’s poor. The region has made significant progress in reducing 
poverty, particularly in China and India—the two most populous countries in the world. 
Nonetheless, there is growing income inequality; more than 2 billion people in Asia, one 
third of humanity, earn less than US$2 a day. The destabilizing effects of international 
terrorism, which tend to exacerbate existing conflicts and intercommunal violence; the 
possible re-emergence of trans-border health risks, such as AIDS, Severe Acute 
Respiratory Syndrome (SARS), and avian flu; and natural disasters like the December 26, 
2004 tsunami, all affect the region’s stability and economic prospects. 


The region of Latin America and the Caribbean has the highest levels of social and 
economic inequality in the world. Economic recovery is still fragile; 44 percent of the 
population lives below national poverty lines, and a fifth of the region’s people live in 
extreme poverty. Increasing crime and violence, exacerbated by trade in drugs and 
weapons and by societal acceptance of gender-based violence, threaten personal security. 
Environmental deterioration and vulnerability to extreme weather limit economic growth. 
All governments — except for Cuba’s — are democratically elected. However, many still 
need to improve accountability, attack corruption and organized crime, eliminate abuses 
of power, and address growing public dissatisfaction with democracy’s inability to 
deliver economic growth with equity. Latin America is a region of strategic importance to 
Canada, given its proximity, with growing trade and civil society links, as well as 
Canada’s participation in regional entities such as the Organization of American States 
and in free trade negotiations. 

Although many countries of Central and Eastern Europe have successfully made the 
transition to democratic governance, and from centrally planned to market economies, 
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there is a continuing need to build strong social safety nets to protect the poor and 
vulnerable in all countries. Gross domestic product has fallen, absolute poverty has 
increased fivefold, and employment and wages have plummeted. Mortality rates have 
increased sharply, while fertility rates have dropped. Almost half the rural population in 
this region lives in poverty, particularly in the countries of Southeastern Europe and the 
Commonwealth of Independent States (former Soviet Union). More than 70 percent of 
those living in poverty are elderly women. There remain states whose governments and 
institutions are ineffective. Corruption and crime reduce the resources that can be 
invested in development, while factors such as undemocratic political systems, human 
rights abuses, and environmental degradation create formidable barriers to sustainable 
development. 


Each geographic region contains its own unique challenges within the global context of 
the MDGs. CIDA, in collaboration with its partners, selects those areas where Canada 
can have the greatest impact. CIDA’s cooperation program operates at both the global 
and regional/national levels. For example, working through its multilateral partners like 
the World Health Organization (WHO), CIDA supports such initiatives as the Global 
Fund to Fight AIDS, Tuberculosis and Malaria. Working directly with its partner country 
governments, CIDA supports country-specific programs, based on national development 
plans, such as the Mozambique Common Fund of Support to the National AIDS Council. 


2. Other Factors Affecting Decision Making 


CIDA and its partners work in some of the world’s most dangerous environments. These 
are characterized by armed conflict; poor governance, including lack of respect for 
human rights and the rule of law; and extreme poverty and social marginalization. Not 
only is international development cooperation inherently risky, its achievements are also 
mitigated by cataclysmic events: economic dislocations, such as the Asian financial crisis 
in 1997; extreme weather, such as the 2003 and 2004 droughts in Eastern and Southern 
Africa; political crises, such as the collapse of the Haitian government in early 2004; or 
natural disasters, such as the destruction in Grenada, Jamaica, Cuba, and Cayman Islands 
caused by Hurricane Ivan in September 2004, and the Indian Ocean tsunami in December 
2004. 


CIDA is refining an integrated risk assessment framework that includes risks and 
mitigating strategies that can be applied to its country program strategies, projects and 
other activities, and external environment, as well as be implemented by its partners to 
assess their financial, institutional, and management practices. The framework will be 
continually updated to meet changing conditions. 


Internal trends and changes also affect decision-making. Government-wide policies and 
priorities invariably influence CIDA’s planning. Consistent with CIDA’s strategy to 
focus spending on programming that will ensure the highest possible development 
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impact, CIDA regularly re-allocates resources from less effective programming to higher 
priorities. This includes CIDA’s participation in the work of the Expenditure Review 
Committee, which re-allocates government resources from lower to higher priorities. A 
number of proposals were developed to reflect CIDA’s strategic direction of 
concentrating on a limited number of activities in key sectors where Canada has a niche 
and can have greater impact toward the achievement of the MDGs. Overall, Canada’s 
assistance budget continues to grow. 


Over the past year, the federal government has also carried out a wide-ranging review of 
all aspects of its international policy, including defence, diplomacy, development, and 
trade. The review is expected to make a major contribution to the government’s efforts to 
improve policy coherence between aid and non-aid policies. It will also provide a 
framework for CIDA to take new steps toward greater strategic focus, as established in 
the policy statement on strengthening aid effectiveness, '” and to make further progress in 
streamlining administrative processes and harmonizing them with those of our partners in 
Canada, developing countries, and the donor community.

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D. Plans for Achieving the Priorities 


1. The Agency’s Priorities and the MDGs 


CIDA’s strategic outcome is sustainable development to reduce poverty in the poorest 
countries, measured through progress against the development results of economic well- 
being, social development, environmental sustainability, and governance. Within these 
development results, which constitute part of CIDA’s Key Agency Results, CIDA has 
chosen four main ongoing priorities: health (particularly the fight against HIV/AIDS), 
basic education, governance including Canada Corps, and private sector development. 
Cutting across and integrated into these priorities are two major themes: gender equality 
and environmental sustainability. These priorities were chosen on the basis of several 
factors. First, in accordance with the principle of local ownership, which is so critical to 
aid effectiveness, Canada’s long-term developing country partners have identified them 
as being their highest priorities for assistance. Second, they are consistent with Canada’s 
objective of reducing poverty, and are critical to the achievement of several of the MDGs. 
Third, they also reflect the values and interests of Canadians, as well as being areas in 
which Canada has the experience and expertise to make a difference. A particular CIDA 
priority for 2005—2006 is to continue providing relief and reconstruction to the Asian 
nations that were affected by the devastating tsunami of December 2004. 


Canada’s objective is to contribute to the achievement of the MDGs through these 
priorities, as demonstrated in the following chart.

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2. Plans for Achieving the Priorities 
Social Development: Basic Education and Health (including HIV/AIDS) 


CIDA’s social development priorities, established in 2000, committed the Agency to 
more than double its spending over a five-year period in health and nutrition, and to 
quadruple its investments in basic education, child protection, and HIV/AIDS—all areas 
critical to the achievement of the MDGs. At the G8 Summit in Kananaskis, Canada 
committed to increasing its annual investments in basic education in Africa to 

$100 million by 2005, and to maintaining that annual level thereafter. The initial 
commitment of $100 million by 2005 has been met, and CIDA is on-track for 
maintaining this annual level. 


The Government of Canada also announced $270 million in additional funding this year 
and next to combat HIV/AIDS in particular, as well as tuberculosis and malaria, through 
the World Health Organization’s “3 by 5” Initiative ($100 million); the Global Fund to 
Fight HIV/AIDS, Tuberculosis and Malaria (an amount of $70 million previously 
announced, plus Budget 2005 commitments totalling $70 million); as well as additional 
funds for the United Nations Population Fund (UNFPA, $15 million) and the 
International Partnerships for Microbicides ($15 million). Budget 2005 also announced 
$160 million for the Global Alliance for Vaccines and Immunization (GAVI). 


On January 17, 2005, the Government announced $42 million in funding to support the 
Global Polio Eradication Initiative (GPEI). Eighty-six per cent of the world’s polio cases 
are in Africa, and Canada’s timely funding put the eradication initiative back on track 
toward its goal of eliminating polio, worldwide, by the end of this year. In response to the 
Canadian announcement, Dr. Bruce Aylward, program director of the WHO polio 
eradication program, said: “The prospects [for eradicating polio] in Africa are much more 
positive given this contribution from Canada.” On January 27, 2005, the United Nations 
Foundation presented an award to Canada in recognition of its long-established role in 
the fight against polio and Canadian donations that are among the highest from 
contributing countries. 


CIDA intends to sharpen the focus of social development programming by concentrating 
on basic education and health, including combatting HIV/AIDS. Canadian expertise and 
established leadership in these areas are important considerations in making this choice. 
Also important is the fact that education and health are inextricably linked to, and have an 
impact on, the achievement of other MDGs. Support in these areas thus has important 
multiplier effects. Better nourished, healthier, and more literate people can earn more and 
generate greater economic growth. Poor health, in contrast, is a major constraint on 
educational progress; HIV/AIDS, for example, can devastate education systems, affecting 
teachers and students alike. Education, particularly girls’ education, can lead to marked 
improvements in health and nutritional outcomes, and to reductions in infant and child 
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mortality rates as well as fertility rates. Universal access to quality primary education is 
also a critical factor in reducing income inequality, achieving gender equality, and 
supporting fuller and more meaningful participation in decision-making and policy 
processes. 


CIDA’s efforts to address health will focus on prevention and control of high-burden, 
communicable, poverty-linked diseases, including HIV/AIDS, malaria and tuberculosis 
(TB); strengthening the capacity of health systems and health policy to meet the needs of 
women, men, girls and boys; improving human resource capacity; surveillance and public 
health capacity to address new and emerging issues; health promotion and applied 
research. Efforts will also focus on water and sanitation, reliable medical supplies and 
sustainable health systems financing. It will also involve improving infant and child 
health in areas related to diarrhea, immunization, development of new vaccines, acute 
respiratory infections, and nutrition-related illnesses. Finally, it will include reducing 
maternal mortality and strengthening sexual and reproductive health through access to 
quality services in family planning, skilled birth attendants and emergency obstetric care, 
Sexually-Transmitted Infection (STI) surveillance and treatment, adolescent sexual and 
reproductive health. 


The Agency’s efforts to address the HIV/AIDS epidemic will focus on issues such as 
strengthening health systems by promoting primary health care and effective community- 
based responses, developing human resources, building capacity, and enhancing research 
capacities in areas of particular relevance and urgency to our developing country 
partners. Programming that is sensitive to the human nights and gender equality 
dimensions of the epidemic will address the full spectrum of needs, ranging from 
prevention, care, treatment, and research, to strengthening the capacity of families and 
communities to care for orphaned and vulnerable children. These efforts will be 
particularly important in sub-Saharan Africa, where 60 percent of those with HIV/AIDS 
and 82 percent of AIDS orphans live. CIDA intends to focus special attention on ensuring 
that developing countries are aware of and benefit from Canada’s new generic drug 
legislation, the Jean Chrétien Pledge to Africa Act. CIDA will also encourage other 
countries to follow Canada’s lead by adopting similar legislation. 


In basic education, Canada will assist countries to accelerate progress towards ensuring 
that every girl and boy is able to access and complete free, compulsory, quality basic 
education through a focus on improving the quality, safety and relevance of basic 
education, removing the barriers that prevent closing the gender gap in education, 
providing education for prevention of HIV/AIDS, and providing education for boys and 
girls in conflict, post-conflict and/or emergency situations. 


CIDA will support the development of the education sector in selected countries that are 
committed to sound education reform and universal primary education, and will work to 
surmount barriers such as conflict, child labour, and human trafficking. CIDA’s expertise 
in learner-centred educational approaches, early childhood education, teacher training, 
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curriculum development, and the creation of child-friendly, girl-friendly schools is well 
established. CIDA also has experience in using distance education and information 
technology for the professional development of educators, as well as to expand access to 
educational information and resources. By building on the strength of its programming in 
girls’ education and on its commitment to gender equality, CIDA will continue to play a 
leadership role in closing the gender gap in primary education. 


Good Governance and Canada Corps 


Poverty reduction and security rest on the existence of sound governance structures. 
Democratic, pluralistic societies based on the rule of law are not only essential for 
fostering respect for human rights, they also encourage governments as well as local men, 
women, girls, and boys to take ownership of their country’s development—a critical 
factor for both economic growth and social development. Moreover, good governance is 
essential to the enabling environment for private sector investment and economic growth. 


Canada Corps is an initiative that promises to further Canadian excellence in governance. 
CIDA is recognized for its governance programming and is increasingly sought-after for 
international cooperation in the governance field. Canada’s commitment to tolerance and 
multiculturalism, the promotion and protection of human rights, a federal system that 
accommodates diversity, strong public institutions, and a vibrant civil society makes 
CIDA well suited to supporting developing countries’ efforts to improve their 
governance. CIDA’s comparative advantage in good governance lies with our 
constitutional federalism, judicial systems, and our nationally legislated commitments to 
bilingualism, multiculturalism, tolerance, and Aboriginal self-government. Our system of 
governing among three levels of government, our strong public institutions, vibrant civil 
society, and peaceful resolution of conflict have also evolved into an approach to 
governance that appeals to others. 


Advancing this agenda, a whole of government agenda, would require four supporting 
pillars: 


e effectively mobilizing more Canadians, both youth and experts, to become 
involved in governance programming abroad; 


e engaging the Canadian public in a greater awareness of the governance issue and 
increasing the visibility of Canada’s efforts to address better governance abroad; 


e bringing a greater degree of coherence to the myriad and dispersed governance 
activities currently operating, particularly among federal government 
departments; and 


e pursuing knowledge management in the governance field so that lessons learned 
could be assembled to provide for better briefing of outbound Canadians. 
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Through the Canada Corps and existing programming channels, CIDA will assist 
countries to reduce poverty and build the conditions for secure, equitable development by 
promoting democratization, human rights, the rule of law (including conflict prevention, 
peacebuilding and security sector reform), and public sector institution and capacity 
building. CIDA will support democratization by strengthening democratic institutions 
and practices, including electoral and legislative systems, parliamentary effectiveness, 
citizen engagement (particularly women) and the role of civil society in policy-making 
and the political process. Support for greater respect for human rights will include the 
promotion, protection, monitoring and implementation of human nights, including the 
rights of women and children, particularly those affected by conflict, gender-based 
violence and natural disasters or vulnerable to abuse, exploitation and discrimination. 
CIDA will foster the rule of law by supporting legal and judicial reform with a focus on 
institutions, including strengthening of the bar and legal aid systems, support for security- 
sector reform, peacebuilding and conflict prevention. Finally, CIDA will support public 
sector institution and capacity building by emphasizing building core institutions and 
technical and managerial competencies, in such areas as coordination, oversight, 
transparency and accountability, and anti-corruption measures. 


To date, human rights approaches to development have been applied primarily to 
working with children. Canada is recognized internationally as a leader in targeting and 
focusing programs to reach marginalized children, who often cannot be reached through 
regular development programming. CIDA will build on and integrate child protection 
experience, research, and tools developed in recent years. The focus will be to integrate 
child protection issues into programming across priority sectors. 


CIDA will continue to tailor all governance programming to the country’s particular 
circumstances. For instance, in low-income countries with conditions conducive to 
addressing the MDGs, programming will typically focus on legislative and regulatory 
reforms in the public sector, parliamentary accountability and the role of civil society in 
policy-making, and human rights institutions and institutional capacity building to 
facilitate the delivery of public services. In crisis states, programming will address 
conflict prevention, child protection, and human rights monitoring (as an early warning 
indicator). It will also provide support to regional and multilateral peacebuilding efforts. 


Low-income countries may have the political will to reform, but not the institutional 
capacity to move forward. In these countries, activities to address constitutional reform 
and improve public participation in decision-making can be effective. These countries 
can also benefit from public sector training, anti-corruption measures, democratic 
electoral systems, and a stronger role for the media. This contrasts with middle-income 
countries, where governance programming will typically focus on strengthening systems 
of public accounts, improving the administration of justice, and increasing civilian 
oversight of policing. 
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Canada Corps will share Canadian excellence in governance with others who are 
determined to improve how they govern. Canadian leadership in pursuing governance 
excellence will be the catalyst that drives new generations, new ideas, and new programs 
to meet the needs and desires of our partner countries. It is an initiative that seeks to 
develop collaborative partnerships across government, NGOs, the private sector, and 
Canadian citizens to bring greater engagement, expertise, coherence, and recognition to 
governance interventions abroad. Canada Corps will operate across the full range of 
developing countries where CIDA is active, including in failed, failing and crisis states. 


Canada Corps in Action 


In December 2004, Canada Corps programming was launched with a preliminary set of undertakings to 
mobilize Canadians. Nearly 1,000 Canadians went to Ukraine as election observers, and half of them were 
affiliated with Canada Corps. Canada Corps is working with the Association of Universities and Colleges 
of Canada to identify at least one student intern on every university campus across the country, and select 
10 faculty/student projects through a competitive process. The UNDP’s UN Volunteers program will 
recruit 30 Canadians to work on governance themes recommended for attention in the recent UN Report of 
the Secretary-General’s High-level Panel on Threats, Challenges and Change. The NetCorps coalition of 


eight Canadian organizations will recruit 40 young Canadians to pursue information and communications 
technologies in governance abroad, building on the strengths of their efforts to date, and working with more 
grass-roots organizations. Finally, Solidarité Haiti brought together another consortium dedicated to 
governance reform in Haiti, which will mobilize as many as 250 Canadians, including members of the 
Haitian Canadian diaspora, over the next few years. 


Canada Corps must work effectively across all sectors—public, voluntary, and private—and must be 
accessible to all Canadians. To ensure rapid implementation, a task force is operating at CIDA with staff 
from various government departments. 


Economic Growth: Private Sector Development 


Private sector development will be a priority, consistent with the international consensus 
on the private sector’s role in helping to achieve the MDGs and, ultimately, to reduce 
poverty. No country has been able to meet the material needs of its citizens or to finance 
social and other key roles of government on an ongoing basis without a dynamic private 
sector to create new wealth and generate tax revenues. Consistent with the 
recommendations of the Martin-Zedillo report, Unleashing Entrepreneurship: Making 
Business Work for the Poor,'* Canada will assist countries to strengthen their private 
sectors as the main engine of economic growth. 


Among the areas CIDA will support are creating the strongest enabling environment, 
including reducing the costs of setting up a formal business and reforming laws and 
regulations related to contracts, property and taxes. It will also involve promoting

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entrepreneurship by facilitating access to financing options, especially for women, 
promoting private-sector linkages and assisting in skills and knowledge development. 
Finally, CIDA will facilitate the connection to markets by developing the capacity of 
developing countries to participate in the international trading system, and helping 
entrepreneurs reach local, regional and international markets. 


Private sector development resources will be targeted in countries and through delivery 
channels that make the best use of Canadian expertise (including Canadian business 
people with proven track records), that are consistent with the priorities set by our 
development partners, and that have the potential to achieve a critical mass to ensure a 
meaningful impact on poverty reduction. Private sector development assistance will be 
concentrated in countries that have identified it as a priority sector, using geographic, 
multilateral, and partnership channels. 


Crosscutting Themes 


Gender Equality 

CIDA recognizes the central role that gender equality and women’s empowerment play in 
achieving sustainable development. Gender equality and environmental sustainability 
will continue to be supported as essential crosscutting goals integrated into all areas of 
programming. These two themes providing an additional lens through which CIDA will 
focus on its priority programming sectors and determine which policies will be 
implemented and which priorities set. 


The emphasis on gender equality is based on Canadian values of equality, human rights, 
and social justice. It also reflects the Government of Canada’s international commitments 
made at a series of UN conferences and in other joint international declarations. Gender 
equality and women’s empowerment represent the third MDG, internationally recognized 
as fundamental to achieving all MDGs. Because gender inequalities intensify poverty and 
perpetuate it from one generation to the next, empowering women and girls to participate 
in their communities’ political and economic activities is essential to achieving 
international development goals. 


As a crosscutting priority, gender equality programming that is specific and integrated 
will be undertaken within the departmental priority sectors. CIDA will strive to achieve 
gender equality results in the following areas: equal participation of women and men as 
decision-makers; full human rights of women and girls; and equal benefit to, and control 
over, the resources and assets of development for women. 


Environmental Sustainability 

Healthy ecosystems are essential to long-term, lasting development. They underpin all 
aspects of human health, economic livelihood, security, science, and culture. This 
includes the provision and purification of water, air, and food; the assimilation of wastes; 
the supply of fuel and materials; and the mitigation of droughts and floods. The poorest 
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of the poor are often the most vulnerable to environmental damage or loss. For these 
reasons, ensuring environmental sustainability, by integrating the principles of 
maintaining healthy ecosystems into decision-making, and halting environmental 
resource loss, is a key MDG and is factored into all of CIDA’s development cooperation 
programming. CIDA will put particular emphasis on sustainable use and management of 
land and other natural resources and the importance of water and sanitation, both for 
basic health and for sustainable livelihoods. 


Strategic analyses and program risk assessments will be key to ensuring that 
environmental sustainability is integrated into decision-making and to promoting sound 
environmental management. CIDA has a number of tools to achieve environmental and 
complementary social and economic objectives, including mandated environmental 
assessments for physical projects and a requirement for strategic policy and program 
assessments. Canada’s multilateral efforts, such as those undertaken through the Global 
Environment Facility, reinforce bilateral work with priority developing countries, and 
support Canada’s part in addressing global environmental challenges. 


Relief and Reconstruction: The Indian Ocean Tsunami 


Humanitarian assistance will remain a key part of Canada’s international engagement, 
recognizing that urgent relief and stabilization are preconditions for any kind of 
development, and human or national security. This commitment is also a reflection of 
deeply held Canadian values, expressed so tangibly in the recent outpouring of 
contributions from Canadian individuals, organizations, communities, and businesses for 
tsunami disaster relief in the Indian Ocean region. 


In view of the immense impact of the tsunami—which took more than 300,000 lives; 
injured half a million people or more; displaced at least a million; and threatened the food 
security of 2 million, with children making up about 40 percent of the affected population 
(UNICEF)—CIDA has identified tsunami relief and reconstruction as a special program 
priority for 2005—2006. On January 10, 2005, the Prime Minister announced a 
commitment of up to $425 million over five years for this purpose (for details on the 
2005-2006 program, see Section II). 


Events such as the tsunami are nearly impossible to predict. Nevertheless, CIDA has 
developed the capacity to respond immediately, even before the full impact of the event 
is felt. As soon as humanitarian assistance experts have assessed the situation, the 
Agency is in a position to make major, long-term commitments, working in close 
collaboration with other donor organizations and countries (see box entitled “Chronology 
of Canada’s Response to the Indian Ocean Tsunami”). 


CIDA is also working with the affected countries, international organizations and other 
donors to assess the longer-term reconstruction needs. Reconstruction will address the 
structures and systems required to help people in the affected areas rebuild their lives and 
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reduce their vulnerability to future disaster. CIDA funds for reconstruction will come 
from reinvestments in the IAE over the next four years, as part of the government-wide 
program for expenditure review. Given the scale of the damage and the reconstruction 
costs, CIDA will focus its assistance primarily on Indonesia and Sn Lanka. 


Chronology of Canada’s Response to the Indian Ocean Tsunami 


When an earthquake off Sumatra measuring 9.0 on the Richter scale and an ensuing tsunami swept through the 
Indian Ocean on December 25 (Ottawa time), 2004, Canada was among the first donor countries to respond. 


December 25 CIDA and DFAIT-Foreign Affairs employees are at work gathering information and preparing 
first response. 

December 26 CIDA announces immediate humanitarian assistance and relief of $1 million. 

December 27 CIDA earmarks an additional $3 million in emergency assistance. 

December 29 Prime Minister Paul Martin announces that $40 million has been set aside for the tsunami. 

December 31 Humanitarian relief in the form of 800 rolls of plastic sheeting, 5,000 jerry-cans and 35,000 
water purification tablets arrive in Sri Lanka. 
Canada establishes a debt moratorium for affected countries. 
The government announces it will match donations made by Canadian individuals. 
Plastic sheeting, jerry-cans and water purification tablets are on their way to Indonesia. 
The government doubles its contribution to $80 million for relief, recovery, and reconstruction. 
The government allows Canadians to claim contributions to tsunami relief until January 11, 
2005, on their 2004 tax returns. 
All Canadian flags on federal buildings are lowered to half staff until the national memorial 
service on January 8, 2005. 
The Public Health Agency of Canada makes available a portion of the National Emergency 
Stockpile System for most affected areas. 
The RCMP deploys a team of 10 forensic specialists to Thailand to help identify human 
remains. 
Permanent resident visas for affected family members of Canadian citizens and permanent 
residents are facilitated. 
An interdepartmental reconnaissance team leaves for the region to assess the situation and 
recommend further assistance. 
The government begins a series of conference calls and meetings with the provinces and 
territories to discuss their contribution to Canada’s response to the Indian Ocean tsunami. 
The RCMP establishes a Tsunami Missing Person Task Force to assist family members and 
friends of missing Canadian citizens.. 
Ministers Pettigrew and Carroll attend the Special Association of Southeast Asian Nations 
Leaders’ Meeting on the Aftermath of the Earthquake and Tsunami in Jakarta, Indonesia. 
The Disaster Assistance Response Team (DART) leaves for Sri Lanka. 
Minister of Foreign Affairs Pierre Pettigrew travels to Phuket, Thailand, to visit tsunami- 
affected sites, including the Disaster Victim Identification Centre. 
Minister of International Cooperation Aileen Carroll visits Aceh, the worst-hit area on the 
island of Sumatra, Indonesia. 

January 8 Canada holds a national memorial service in Ottawa for the victims of the tsunami. 

January 10 Prime Minister Martin announces a commitment of up to $425 million over five years for a 
comprehensive package of disaster relief measures and rehabilitation assistance. 

January 14 Generators and collapsible rubber tanks are on their way to Indonesia. 
Medicine from the National Stockpile and privately donated drugs from pharmaceutical 
companies are sent to Sri Lanka. 

January 15 to 18 Prime Minister Paul Martin visits tsunami-affected countries Thailand, Sri Lanka, and India.

Section II: Analysis of Program Activities by Strategic 
Outcome 


A. Geographic Programs 


Description: The geographic programs are the government-to-government programs of assistance between 
Canada and the developing countries of Africa, the Middle East, Asia, Latin America and the Caribbean, and 
the countries of Central and Eastern Europe. 


Results statement: Canada’s global development assistance efforts have an impact on achieving the MDGs, 
as part of a worldwide effort of donors and partner countries working together. 


Indicators: CIDA’s contribution to the MDGs are to be measured by a variety of indicators, including 


increases in school enrolment; decreases in infant, child, or maternal mortality; population with sustainable 
access to an improved water source and improved sanitation; and population below minimum level of dietary 
energy consumption.

Geographic programs are based on country-to-country agreements between Canada and 
its developing country partners. Projects, programs, and activities are undertaken at the 
request of the partner country, and are grounded in that country’s national development 
plan or poverty reduction strategy as well as in CIDA’s own priorities of health, basic

CIDA is shifting its approach from supporting a range of traditional stand-alone projects 
to funding comprehensive programs designed and initiated by partner countries and 
financed by many donors working together. This not only reduces duplication and 
administrative workload for the developing country partner, it also helps donors and 
countries to coordinate policies, harmonize practices and procedures, and increase their 
effectiveness and impact. In 2005—2006, the Agency will continue to seek out new 
opportunities for program-based approaches. Among the possibilities now under 
consideration are health, and water and sanitation in Bolivia; basic education in Burkina 
Faso, Nicaragua, and Honduras; labour-intensive rural development in Rwanda; and 
environment and disaster management in the Caribbean. 


Program-Based Approaches: the Case of Iraq 


In order to make program-based approaches (such as sector-wide approach to programming and direct 
budget support) work, all partners must collaborate closely in planning, budgeting, monitoring, and 
evaluating the activity. Increasing transparency and accountability in the use of their funds is important for 
all partners. About one third of Canada’s assistance to Iraq ($100 million) goes to the International 


Reconstruction Fund Facility for Iraq, which is managed by the World Bank and the UN, in close 
collaboration with donors and the Iraqi authorities. Donors and multilateral agencies have drawn lessons 
from other postconflict responses in designing this single facility to coordinate a significant share of 
international assistance to the reconstruction of Iraq. As chair of the donor committee, Canada will continue 
to advocate for a more strategic use of funds, monitoring results and lobbying for a multidonor evaluation of 
the progress made. Our contributions and active participation are helping to strengthen the multilateral 
institutions working in Iraq. 


1. Key Programs 
(a) Health: Four of the Eight MDGs ($231.6 million in 2005-2006) 


CIDA will be funding a number of new programs and activities in the health sector 
during 2005-2006. For example, the Bolivia program will operationalize its new 
Comprehensive Health Program ($20 million), which will improve access to and quality 
of primary health care, especially with respect to infant and maternal care. Also in 
Bolivia, a more programmatic approach will be taken to the water and sanitation sector, 
where Canadian investment ($12 million) will help enhance national and local 
management capacities. This will complement a water resources information 
management system funded by CIDA, which will soon be taken over by the Government 
of Bolivia.

The geographic programs will continue to support a wide range of activities to fight the 
AIDS pandemic, including vaccine research in Africa, prevention programs for transport 
workers in Southeast Asia, and capacity development in the Caribbean and Haiti. The 
South African program will target 50 percent of its resources to HIV/AIDS. New projects 
developed over the coming years will aim at improving service delivery through 
strengthening human resource and institutional capacities and supporting research and 
information sharing. In Tanzania, an approximately $50-million program is being 
developed with the Government of Tanzania and other donors in 2005-2006. This will 
complement the $5 million already invested to purchase antiretroviral drugs for 33,000 
people living with AIDS, and should stimulate other donor funding and contribute to the 
consolidation of the management and delivery structure of the government’s Multi- 
Sectoral Strategic Framework on HIV/AIDS. 


(b) Basic Education: Two of the Eight MDGs ($252.2 million in 2005-2006) 


Ongoing basic education programs in Mali, Burkina Faso, Niger, Zambia, Tanzania, 
Mozambique, Senegal, Kenya, Uganda, Malawi, Iraq, Gaza and the West Bank , Egypt, 
Morocco, and Jordan are all paying increasing attention to eliminating gender disparities 
in access and promoting gender equality in education systems. The programs are also 
addressing barriers to access to education, in cases when services are biased toward 
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middle- and upper-income classes, including in urban areas. In addition, the programs 
emphasize better integration of health, nutrition and early education to help ensure that 
cognitive capacity is not destroyed through hunger or lack of micronutrients. In 2005— 
2006, CIDA will disburse $100 million in basic education in Africa, with almost 

80 percent going to initiatives in Mozambique, Tanzania (see box entitled “Primary 
Education in Tanzania: Some Outputs for 2005—2006”), Senegal, and Mali. Basic 
education is the most important sector of CIDA’s program in Senegal, accounting for 60 
percent of the geographic program budget. The Agency’s expected results are increased 
access to basic education, literacy, and professional training, primarily for girls and 
women. In 2005—2006, CIDA will support curriculum reform, improved management, 
and the evaluation of a number of national-level programs in Senegal.

In 2005-2006, CIDA 
will also develop a more detailed comprehensive education program for Haiti, and will 
continue to support the Ministry of Education in its national strategy development 
process, in order to meet the objectives defined in the Education for All framework. 


In Bangladesh, CIDA will continue to support its non-formal education programs through 
the Bangladesh Rural Advancement Committee ($20 million over three years). CIDA 
will also provide $67 million over five years to a ten-donor formal primary education 
sector-wide approach (SWAp) (with a total value of some $2.5 billion). CIDA is the chair 
of the Donor Education Coordination Committee in Dhaka. In Vietnam, CIDA will 
continue to contribute to that country's basic education trust fund ($8 million over 

8 years), strengthening the Ministry of Education and Training's ability to plan and 
manage education initiatives including the implementation of the National Education for 
All Plan. CIDA will continue to invest in a primary education for disadvantaged children 
program ($15 million over 6 years) and will study the feasibility of contributing to a 
Targeted Budget Support initiative designed to enhance basic education quality in the 
poorest regions. Within La Francophonie, CIDA will engage in policy dialogue to ensure 
the following: that basic education and training receive a fair share of the national 
education budget; that programs are well adapted to local realities; and that cultural 
diversity and local knowledge are valued and promoted within the context of gender 
equality. 


(c) Governance: The Foundation for Achieving All the MDGs ($438.5 million in 2005- 
2006) 


CIDA supports developing country efforts to strengthen governance across the full 
spectrum of its geographic programs, working with governments, NGOs and non- 
governmental institutions, public sector entities, and community-based organizations. 
These efforts will often be carried out under the new Canada Corps initiative described 
earlier. During 2005—2006, CIDA will continue to fund reforms in public sector 
organizations. In Bolivia, a new strategic governance mechanism ($15 million) will 
enable CIDA to respond quickly to diverse Bolivian requests for public sector support, 
while at the same time providing core institutional funding to a select number of Bolivian 
institutions carrying out strategic policy reforms and innovations. In Mali, CIDA will 
contribute $10 million for the creation of an Office of the Auditor General and the

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establishment of a permanent electoral office. In Senegal, CIDA will support the 
decentralization of government functions by strengthening local institutions and fostering 
greater citizen participation in decision making. In Ghana, CIDA will contribute 
$725,000 to strengthen the role of parliament in overseeing the implementation of 
Ghana’s poverty reduction strategy. The integrated rule of law program in Bosnia and 
Herzegovina, and Serbia and Montenegro ($33.3 million over 2004-2010) will deliver a 
range of programming in judicial reform, both at the institutional level (strategic planning 
and capacity development) and at the level of the day-to-day functioning of courts, 
complemented by parliamentary and police reform. 


Governance Support for Countries in Crisis: Afghanistan, Haiti, and Iraq 


CIDA is working in collaboration with its partners to assist countries in crisis in developing the foundations for 
conflict resolution and prevention, representative institutions, active participation of civil society, fair laws, an 
open judicial system, and human rights law enforcement. 


In Afghanistan, CIDA is supporting the World Bank’s Afghan Stabilization Program through the Afghanistan 
Reconstruction Trust Fund. CIDA is contributing to two UNDP initiatives: the Law and Order Trust Fund and 
the Disarmament, Demobilization and Reintegration (DDR) program. In addition, the Agency is supporting the 
UN Assistance Mission to Afghanistan’s Mine Action Program and a project to support justice and the rule of 
law with Afghanistan’s Ministry of Interior. Two new programs in community renewal and girls’ education are 
expected to begin in 2005—2006. 


In Haiti, CIDA is contributing to the UN Mission for Stabilization in Haiti through the deployment of 100 police 
officers ($15 million); supporting the Ministry of Justice for public security to develop and implement a strategic 
plan for the national police ($244,000); providing support to ensure that quality information related to the 
upcoming elections is provided to citizens by the press ($2 million); proceeding with the evaluation of the 
Consolidation of the Rule of Law project to improve the administration of the penal system and enhance the 
effectiveness of the Office of the Protection of the Citizen, and studying the feasibility of continuing support in 
this area ($1.5 million); and providing support to reinforce the independence of the judiciary vis-a-vis the 
executive and to enhance its ability to render justice that is timely, equitable, and accessible to all ($3 million). 


CIDA is providing $7 million to Elections Canada for technical assistance and seed funding for the secretariat of 
the International Mission for Iraqi Elections (IMIE). From its assessment of the January 30, 2005 elections, the 
IMIE will provide advice and help build the capacities of the Independent Electoral Commission of Iraq. Over 
the course of the next year, the Electoral Commission will be charged with organizing the constitutional 
referendum and a subsequent national-level election under the terms of the new constitution. The IMIE is led by 
a steering committee, chaired by Elections Canada, and comprising members of independent elections 
commissions and electoral experts from around the world. 


Canada has deployed 20 Canadian police officers to help train Iraqi police in Amman, Jordan, and is providing 
technical assistance in democratic policing ($10 million). Approximately 18,000 police recruits are expected to 
graduate in 2005-2006. Meanwhile, Canadian police advisors deployed in Baghdad will continue to contribute 
to the capacity of Ministry of Interior officials in planning and structuring the security sector in Iraq and 
integrating new management methodologies and human rights, including gender equality, into their work. 


In 2005-2006, CIDA will provide $7 million to support the implementation of Mali’s 
judicial reform program, which includes developing a courthouse model and 
strengthening the capacities of the Ministry of Justice and various other judicial 
authorities across the country. Through the Agency’s Inter-American Program, a 
$350,000 contribution will help countries improve their legislation, institutions, and 
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systems to better combat corruption. CIDA supports human rights organizations in a wide 
range of countries, from Afghanistan to Bolivia. A new project in Zimbabwe, valued at 
$2 million over three years ($600,000 in 2005-2006), will support the Legal Resources 
Foundation to promote constitutional and human rights, legal education and local 
capacity building for good governance and accountability in the legal sector. 


Election support, now part of the Canada Corps initiative, in the form of provision of 
equipment, training, reinforcement of a free press, and awareness raising for voters, is a 
priority for CIDA. Elections projects will continue to be supported in a number of 
countries, including Iraq, Haiti, and Afghanistan. In Haiti, the Agency will have provided 
$17 million in support of Haiti’s electoral process, which will cost US$45.5 million in 
total. These contributions will enable the Provisional Electoral Council to fulfill its 
mandate of organizing transparent and credible elections. In Africa and the Middle East, 
election support will be provided in a number of countries, including Ethiopia ($1 million 
in 2005-2006 to support elections, and particularly targeting civil society, including 
women); Tanzania ($1.9 million to support the development of a Permanent National 
Voters Register for the 2005 elections); and the Democratic Republic of Congo 

($2.25 million in 2005—2006 to support a citizenship participation project). 


(d) Private Sector Development: MDG Number 1, and CIDA’s Long-Term Objective— 
Poverty Reduction ($159.9 million in 2005-2006) 


In Africa, the emphasis for private sector development assistance is on rural economic 
development. CIDA’s support is often provided as a mix of institution building for 
government ministries and funding for specific grass-roots initiatives. For example, in 
Mozambique, the Agency is investing $10 million in 2005—2006 to support the following 
initiatives: pooled funding with other donors to support the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Rural Development in its capacity to implement programs in smallholder agriculture, 
commercial agriculture, and natural resource management; and initiatives by community- 
based organizations in microcredit, rural water, and coastal rural livelihoods. 


Supporting the Private Sector in Haiti 


As the poorest country in the Americas, Haiti has average per capita income of US$440 per year. However, most 
of its 8.3 million people struggle to survive on less than US$1 a day. The transitional Haitian government and 
the international donor community have agreed on an Interim Framework for Cooperation (2004-2006) which 
has four priorities: political governance; economic governance and institutional development; economic 
recovery; and basic social services. CIDA is supporting economic recovery through the following initiatives: 


- the mobilization of savings and credit by consolidating the network of savings and credit unions to increase 
access to credit for individuals and small businesses ($1 million); and 

- support to the local development process across the following activities: agro-forestry, development of 
agricultural markets, and support to local entrepreneurship. 

In 2005-2006, CIDA will disburse approximately $18 million in support of these initiatives, which represents 

about 20 percent of the budget for the geographic program in Haiti. 
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In Central America, the emphasis is on building the ability of vulnerable groups to 
increase agricultural production, processing, and marketing, especially in the rural areas 
and among indigenous populations. In the Caribbean, CIDA’s portfolio of private sector 
development projects is valued at $50 million, and includes support for human resource 
development, strengthening the enabling environment, microfinance, and the incubation 
of new enterprises. In Costa Rica, the Costa Rican Competitiveness Development Fund 
($3 million) engages Canadian government partners to work with the Costa Rican 
government to eliminate technical barriers to trade and competitiveness. For example, 
activities include simplifying procedures to promote business activity and efficiency; 
assisting small and medium-sized enterprises (SMEs) to access resources and markets; and 
developing cost-effective export promotion strategies for targeted products. In Brazil, 
CIDA is providing $1.4 million for technical assistance to the Sao Paulo Secretariat for 
Employment and Labour Relations. The assistance will improve skills and materials for 
the delivery of employment development and training services in two or three specific 
areas (workplace-level adjustment/training; career guidance, counselling, and training 
needs assessment). 


In Asia, SMEs will be developed, particularly in Indonesia, Bangladesh, and the 
Philippines, through increased access to financing and business development services that 
will enhance competitiveness and performance. In Pakistan, CIDA will foster economic 
growth through an increased contribution to the oil and gas sector and help the 
Government of Pakistan to set appropriate policies, as well as regulate and sustainably 
manage this sector. 


Facilitating Local Ownership: A New Life for the “Fondo” of Ecuador 


Since its founding in 1991, the Canada-Ecuador Development Fund, or the Fondo, as it is known locally, 
has implemented 133 projects, benefiting 55,426 of Ecuador’s poorest rural families. During the past two 
and a half years, these projects have increased participants’ incomes by more than 53 percent (against a 
backdrop of economic crisis, decreasing salaries, and an inflation index of 32 percent). At the same time, 
participants’ production has grown by 48 percent, with a corresponding rise of 49 percent in goods sent to 
market. 


Financed through the sale of Canadian telecommunications and oil and gas equipment and other 
commodities, the Fondo has received more than $53 million over the years, and has generated income 
through investments and other activities totalling $24 million. It has proven to be an excellent tool for the 
delivery of CIDA’s bilateral program in Ecuador because of its professional management and its 


achievement of concrete results. 


Today, the Fondo has the capacity to deliver more programming than CIDA is able to fund. Over the next 
three years, CIDA will support the Fondo’s transition from a Canadian bilateral aid project to a legally 
constituted not-for-profit institution, newly named and dedicated to poverty alleviation work in Ecuador. 
This new Ecuadorian organization will build on the success of the Fondo. It will be able to attract and 
program additional funds from other donors and extend its reach and impact. 


In the five-year development strategy for the Fondo, the stated mission is to reduce poverty of the most 
vulnerable groups in Ecuador. Its long-term goal is to strengthen the capacity of local organizations to 
manage their own development, making the Fondo a powerful agent of change for the poor. With its 
impressive track record and strong reputation among donors and the Government of Ecuador, the future for 
the Fondo—and for the communities with whom it works—looks very promising. 
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CIDA supports a large number of microcredit projects to build the capacities of financial 
institutions that serve the poor. These projects are being carried out in countries as 
diverse as Bangladesh, Paraguay, and the Democratic Republic of Congo, where services 
are specifically targeted for women. In Senegal, a new program in the region of Niayes 
will boost agricultural production and increase access by the poor, especially women, to 
financial services. In Tanzania, a new $17.5-million contribution to a pooled fund will 
support increased access to microfinance services for the poor. The specific goals are to 
provide access to financial services for an additional 200,000 poor households, 100,000 
microenterprises, and 10,000 SMEs; an increase of at least three financial institutions 
providing financial services to the poor; a 100-percent increase in the volume of credit 
provided to poorer households, microenterprises, and SMEs; and a 100-percent increase 
in the volume of deposits mobilized from poorer households, microenterprises, and 
SMEs. 


CIDA is also supporting increased foreign direct investment in Africa. In response to 
specific African requests for increased investment in commercial ventures that contribute 
to development, the government will launch the Canada Investment Fund for Africa 
(CIFA) in 2005. CIFA will have a minimum targeted aggregate capital of $200 million, 
half of which will be provided by the Canada Fund for Africa, with the remainder to be 
raised by third-party investors. CIFA will provide risk capital for investments in Africa 
that generate economic growth. 


Finally, the Agency is supporting the efforts of developing countries to integrate into the 
multilateral trading system through technical assistance in negotiating and implementing 
trade agreements. In Central America, trade-related technical assistance will help build 
the trade capacities in customs, trade policy development and negotiations, and public 
consultation and consensus building ($5 million). Increased capacity in trade negotiations 
is also being supported in the Caribbean, Asia, and Africa. 


(e) Crosscutting Issues: Three of the Eight MDGs 


CIDA integrates environmental and gender equality considerations into all its 
programming, planning, and evaluation activities, and takes a leadership role in the donor 
community to urge its Canadian and international partners do the same. The Agency also 
funds specific programs and projects in developing countries to build the capacity of 
local organizations to engage in advocacy and dialogue with governments, as well as to 
plan and implement programs in environmental conservation and gender equality. 


Environment 

CIDA helps developing country partners at the community, business, and government 
levels to sustainably manage their resources in projects that specifically address 
environmental issues. In Indonesia, a recent environment sector review confirmed the 
need to address multiple dimensions in natural resource programming. As a result, the 
largest single program level intervention that is being explored under the Indonesian 
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Country Development Programming Framework (CDPF) is an estimated $50 million 
multi-year Environment Governance Program that will focus on renewable natural 
resource management in selected watershed areas. This initiative is intended to assist 
Indonesia with the protection and creation of sustainable livelihoods through equitable 
access to, and sustainable management of, natural resources. In Afghanistan, a new 
$5-million project to manage water resources in the Hari Rud Basin will begin in 
2005-2006. In Ghana, two new projects worth $23 million will improve food security by 
strengthening local capacity to reverse land degradation and desertification, implement 
water and land management systems, and promote environmentally sound agricultural 
development. The Canada Fund for Africa will build African technical and managerial 
capacity to enhance integrated water management at the national and regional levels, and 
support the provision of water and sanitation services, especially for the poor, in a series 
of projects totalling $50 million. In Latin America, CIDA is supporting a region-wide 
project that will help the private sector to develop and implement environmental 
protection technologies, especially in emissions reduction, social impact, and health and 
safety. Another project helps governments to improve their environmental and regulatory 


practices in the energy sector. 


Gender Equality 


CIDA supports specific initiatives to promote gender equality through funds established 
in a number of countries to respond to requests for support from local governments and 
civil society organizations. For example, these funds are supporting gender equality in 


Ethiopia, Zimbabwe, Cameroon, Mali, 
Morocco, Egypt, Rwanda, Kenya, Malawi, 
Pakistan, Bangladesh, Haiti, the Caribbean, 
and the Andes. These funds support 
strategic activities to promote women’s 
rights, including election support, 
legislative change, and public awareness 
raising. They also support institution 
building and the delivery of services that 
specifically address women’s needs, 
including legal aid, health care, basic 
education, and education on human rights. 
In Sri Lanka, CIDA will focus on 
improving the participation of women as 
decision-makers and participants in peace 
and development activities; and, in the 
Andes, CIDA continues to foster the 
increased participation of women as 
decision-makers in governance at both the 


Gender and Strategic Impact: A Choice for 
the Tajikistan Program 


Women play key roles in agriculture and water 
resource management in Tajikistan, creating a 
close link between poverty and gender. This link, 
and the other gender-related inequalities that 
exist in all aspects of life in Tajikistan, makes 
gender equality a priority in CIDA’s 
programming in agriculture and water resource 


management. In fact, part of the rationale for the 
focus on water and agriculture is based on an 
assessment of how to mobilize women in their 


communities toward poverty reduction. 


CIDA will develop a gender equality strategy to 
guide the program, and, where possible, 
indicators for program performance will be 
collected according to gender to capture the 
project’s impact on poverty and gender equality. 


local and national levels. In addition, CIDA is working with the international 
development agencies of Sweden, the Netherlands, and Denmark to provide joint 
financing to Bolivia’s Vice-Ministry of Gender to help it implement its 2004-2007 
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national plan for the full realization of women's rights. All donors working on gender in 
Bolivia take part in this innovative gender equality pooled-funding initiative. CIDA also 
helps its Canadian and international partners to mainstream gender equality 
considerations into their own programming, through training and technical assistance. 


(f) Reconstruction in Tsunami-affected Countries 


On January 10, 2005, the Prime Minister announced a commitment of $425 million over 
the next five years towards a comprehensive package of disaster relief, rehabilitation and 
reconstruction assistance for the tsunami-affected countries in Asia. Much of the region’s 
short-term relief needs have been met but longer-term relief and rehabilitation efforts 
may well continue for most of 2005—2006. While early support to the UN’s Flash Appeal 
and NGO efforts was managed by CIDA’s humanitarian assistance division, it is 
anticipated that the funds matching the unprecedented contributions by Canadians to 
eligible organizations, currently estimated at approximately $200 million, will allow 
CIDA and Canada to assume an significant role in the ongoing international relief and 
reconstruction effort. 


CIDA has been working closely with the governments of tsunami-affected countries, 
particularly the two hardest hit, Indonesia and Sri Lanka, as well as with the World Bank, 
the Asian Development Bank, the UN system and the donor community to develop 
CIDA’s longer-term reconstruction strategies for the region. These strategies, which 
should be finalized in the near future, will see up to $160 million spent over four years. 
They will serve as the framework for both bilateral reconstruction efforts and 
complementary programming from the matching fund-eligible organizations. 
Coordination between the governments of affected countries and donors will be critical to 
the effective reconstruction of the region affected by the tsunami. 


(g) “Graduating” From the Aid Program 


A number of countries have progressed well along their development paths and are ready 
for a more mature relationship with Canada. By April 1, 2005, graduation and 
termination of programming will occur in the Czech Republic, Estonia, Hungary, Latvia, 
Lithuania, Poland, Slovakia, and Slovenia, since these countries have already joined the 
European Union. CIDA will support their new status as donors, helping them to develop 
co-funding arrangements for projects in Eastern and Southern Europe, Asia, and Africa. 


In Asia, the India'’ and Thailand programs will be phased out in 2005-2006. CIDA will 
be working more closely with Thailand, Malaysia, Singapore, and Brunei as fellow 
donors.

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2. Country Program Profile: Mozambique 


Mozambique has become an increasingly important partner for Canada since it was 
identified in December 2002 as a “country of focus” for Canadian development 
cooperation. Consistent with Mozambique’s poverty reduction strategy, Canada’s 
development programming objective is to contribute to the substantial reduction of the 
levels of poverty in Mozambique through measures to improve the capacities of, and 
opportunities available to, Mozambique, especially women, men, girls, and boys living in 
poverty. 


CIDA’s current programming, as outlined in the Country Development Programming 
Framework 2003-2008, is focused on four priority areas: education, HIV/AIDS, 
agriculture and rural development, and governance. Two crosscutting themes that 
permeate all aspects of development in Mozambique (gender equality and the 
environment) are aggressively pursued. CIDA’s programming in these sectors places 
Canada squarely within the highly harmonized context of Mozambique-led and donor- 
subscribed, sector-wide programs targeting the highest priorities of the poverty reduction 
strategy. Mozambique is one of the most advanced countries in Africa in terms of donor 
harmonization, with strong national government guidance toward the preferred common 
approach. This promotes efficiency and reinforces the national capacity for poverty 
reduction. 


Background 


Once described as the poorest country on earth, Mozambique has emerged from years of 
conflict and made tremendous progress over the past 12 years, particularly in the areas of 
stability, economic reform, and performance. The economic progress of the 1990s, 
though dramatic, was not fully inclusive of the most vulnerable. Mozambique remains a 
poor country, ranking 171 out of 177 on the UNDP’s Human Development Index (2004). 
There are pronounced gender, income, and regional disparities; HIV/AIDS is a 
significant and growing constraint to development; and this largely rural country is 
vulnerable to alternating floods and droughts, which regularly threaten livelihoods. 


Canada—Mozambique Cooperation 


By 2005-2006, CIDA will have increased its annual budget for the Mozambique bilateral 
program to $42.3 million, significantly enhancing Canada’s visibility and strategic 
influence in Mozambique. A comprehensive package of initiatives that responds to and 
supports Mozambican-led strategies, systems, and mechanisms will be funded by CIDA. 
This support is channelled through country-led pooled fund mechanisms at the sectoral 
level, through macro-level budgetary support, and through traditional project initiatives 
that target those most in need. By pursuing this balanced approach to programming, 
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CIDA is focusing on development effectiveness and operational results, and addressing 
considerations such as risk management. 


CIDA will soon be a member of the group of donors (the ““G15”) providing direct 
budgetary support in Mozambique. The Agency’s interventions will rely heavily on a 
strengthened partnership with Mozambique which will be facilitated by the establishment 
of a full Canadian High Commission in Maputo, and through the planned renewal of the 
Program Support Unit. This unit hosts a complement of highly skilled, locally recruited, 
Portuguese-speaking professionals who support the CIDA program. 


The Harmonization Context 


Mozambique has shown a strong commitment to development. A full poverty reduction 
strategy is in place and a joint government—donor review of its implementation indicated 
a significant reduction in extreme poverty from 69.4 percent in 1996-1997 to 

54.1 percent in 2002-2003.'8 The level of donor confidence and commitment to the 
poverty reduction strategy in Mozambique is reasonably high, with donors pledging 
US$790 million to support Mozambique in 2004. 


Budget support coordination started in the mid-1990s in Mozambique, and was 
formalized in 2000 with the establishment of the Joint Program for Macro-Financial 
Support. The number of donors contributing to this program has grown rapidly, from an 
original four agencies in 1998 to 15 agencies in 2004. A significant proportion of 
development assistance to Mozambique is now being provided in the form of direct 
budget support. 


Next year’s review of Mozambique’s 2006-2010 poverty reduction strategy will involve 
substantive policy discussions with the Government of Mozambique on future directions 
for poverty reduction in the country. CIDA will be well placed to advocate for the pursuit 
of strategic priorities in the areas of education, rural development, and governance, as 
well as the mainstreaming of HIV/AIDS and gender equality. 


Over the next year, CIDA will work to promote harmonization by piloting Canadian 
involvement in the direct budgetary support arrangement and by contributing to the new 
performance assessment framework of development partners involved in this 
arrangement. Similarly, Canada will complete its tenure as focal donor of the gender 
coordination group (the joint government, donor and civil society arrangement following 


18. The joint government—donor performance assessment framework of the implementation of the poverty 
reduction strategy will further streamline procedures and establish a number of measures, such as regular 
and formalized donor meetings, focal donor agreements on a rotating basis, annual joint assessments, sets 
of agreed performance indicators, work on future joint programming, and policy coordination. These 
harmonization measures all contribute to develop government accountability and capacity, as well as 
increased predictability. 
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gender equality in Mozambique), and assume the role of Focal Donor of the HIV/AIDS 
Partners Forum (the joint government, donor, and civil society mechanism involved in 
the National AIDS Council). 


Harmonization will remain a critical factor of success in a country with so many donors. 
Considering Mozambique’s good record on donor coordination and harmonization, CIDA 
is working hard to fulfil its commitments for greater alignment of support on the 
Mozambique-led poverty reduction strategy. Although problem areas remain, donor 
harmonization measures have fostered an environment of mutual accountability and a 
culture of dialogue, optimizing the predictability and transparency of aid, two crucial 
elements of efficiency. 
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B. Canadian Partnership 


Description: Canadian partnership programming uses responsive and core-funding delivery models in support 
of partnerships between voluntary and private sector organizations, in Canada and developing countries, that 
align to CIDA’s mandate and objectives. 


Results statement: Canada’s development assistance, through voluntary and private sector partnerships, 
contributes to the achievement of CIDA’s Key Agency Results and the MDGs as part of the worldwide effort by 
donors and partner countries working together. 


Indicators: CIDA’s contribution to the MDGs are to be measured by a variety of indicators, including improved 
instruments to assess and affirm the development effectiveness of partnerships, and numbers of volunteers.

These programs account for approximately 10.5 percent of CIDA’s budget. 


Canadian Partnership Branch manages CIDA’s overall relationship with Canadian private 
and voluntary sector partners on a responsive basis. In keeping with CIDA’s policy 
statement on strengthening aid effectiveness, the Agency is strengthening its relationship 
with non-government partners toward one that is strategically focused and supportive of 
the roles Canadian and local non-government partners can play in achieving the MDGs 
and addressing the needs of the world’s poorest countries. CIDA’s non-governmental 
partnerships contribute to sustainable and equitable development by promoting 
democratic governance and fostering social and economic development. 


Canadian partnership programming supports the Government of Canada’s priorities as 
they relate to Canada’s role in the world, including the mobilization of Canadians in 
support of international development, Canada Corps, the voluntary sector initiative, the 
role of the private sector, and showcasing Canadian creativity and knowledge abroad. 
During 2005-2006, CIDA will continue to reinforce its relationship with non-government 
partners to achieve these objectives and strengthen its ability to support a whole-of- 
agency approach to development assistance. This will be accomplished by: 


e developing and implementing the voluntary sector program management 
framework and a public engagement strategy; 

e enhancing CIDA’s strategic focus; 

e contributing to a whole-of-agency approach to geographic and sectoral 
concentration, and to the best application of CIDA’s delivery channels (bilateral, 
multilateral, and partnership); 

e reinvigorating the policy dialogue with non-government partners in order to share 
knowledge and influence international development policy and practice; and 

e improving the transparency and effectiveness of CIDA’s responsive funding 
mechanisms. 
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1. Key Programs 
Health and Basic Education ($84.3 million in 2005-2006) 


Social development is a focus for Canadian partnership support, averaging about 

30 percent of all allocations annually. Canadian partnership will continue to focus on 
development of the institutional capacities of local civil society organizations and 
governments to promote a human rights approach to basic education, health, HIV/AIDS, 
and gender equality, including special measures to realize the rights of marginalized 
children. It will also support partners that advance practical policy recommendations on 
effective ways to reach the MDGs. As in previous years, the Canadian partnership 
program expects to fund partner-based initiatives in such areas as maternal and child 
health, HIV/AIDS prevention and care, basic education and literacy, provision of safe 
water and sanitation, and integrated community development. 


Governance ($53.8 million in 2005-2006) 


The Agency will support activities that strengthen many facets of civil society and 
encourage members of society to actively engage in the promotion of democratic 
institutions. It will increase the capacity of civil society groups to stimulate grassroots 
demand for more participation in how they are governed and for the provision of 
government services, and will continue to send election observers to ensure fair, safe, and 
transparent elections. 


CIDA will support its partners in promoting civil society engagement in national and 
global policy dialogue by building the policy capacity of global organizations that give 
voice to the poor, the disabled, women, children, and other marginalized groups in 
society. In addition, CIDA will enhance the enabling environment for civil society’s 
engagement in policy dialogue. In collaboration with the private sector, the Agency will 
support firms and institutions that endorse corporate social responsibility, business ethics, 
and good governance through investment facilitation and institutional development 
activities. It will also examine the use of public-private partnerships in promoting these 
values and working together to solve social and community issues. 


Consistent with the creation and evolution of Canada Corps, the Agency will be working 
closely with others to find effective and innovative ways to deliver government projects 
with and through Canada Corps. 


Private Sector Development ($51.2 million in 2005-2006) 


CIDA will continue to implement its private sector development strategy through 
cooperation between Canadian and developing-country private sector companies and 
organizations. The Agency will create sustainable long-term relationships in Canada and 
in developing countries by raising the productivity of local firms and economies through 
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technology and knowledge transfer. CIDA will also facilitate investment and support 
enterprises to enhance competitiveness and international linkages. 


CIDA manages several private sector development programs and will continue to explore 
ways to enhance the effectiveness and development impact of its support to private sector 
partners. Increased emphasis will be put on building the capacities of small and medium- 
sized enterprises through the creation of joint ventures. Programming with the private 
sector helps meet the MDGs through job creation to reduce poverty, through technology 
transfer, through direct investment in key social infrastructure such as water supply, and 
through management training. 


The Agency will also support its partners’ knowledge-sharing in economic and trade 
policies to benefit the poor, advance the interests of developing countries in trade 
negotiations, and promote social responsibility. In addition, it will support the institution 
building and/or institution strengthening of local private sector organizations that provide 
essential services that drive private sector development—which is essential in making 
private sector development sustainable over the long term. 


2. Partnership Profile: Volunteer Cooperation Program 


CIDA’s volunteer cooperation program (VCP) supports initiatives with volunteer 
cooperation agencies (VCAs) such as CUSO and Canada World Youth. The VCP 
disburses about $40 million annually, with 37 percent targeted toward economic well- 
being, 41 percent toward social development, 5 percent toward environmental 
sustainability, and 17 percent toward governance. 


VCAs support CIDA’s mandate and objectives in meeting the MDGs. They work in a 
manner consistent with the principles of effective development assistance by building the 
capacity of developing country partners to improve economic and social well-being. 
Through the placement of qualified Canadian volunteers, and through volunteer exchange 
programs, VCAs look to define and meet local needs in a sustainable manner. By 
engaging a large and diverse spectrum of Canadian volunteers, VCAs promote a better 
understanding of international development issues to the Canadian public at large. 


CIDA and the VCAs have had a productive relationship since the creation of Canada’s 
aid program. Through their strong connection to communities in developing countries, 
VCAs have been well placed to identify emerging priorities and offer innovative 
programming. CIDA has played a dual role by being their primary funding body and 
encouraging innovative policies and programs. 


The thousands of Canadian volunteers who have served abroad have returned with a 
deeper understanding of Canada’s place in the world, the need for greater international 
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cooperation, and the importance of civic values. The VCAs have engaged Canadians 
directly by offering them opportunities to become involved in programming, providing 
them with information on development issues, debating international cooperation issues 
with them, and offering people from the developing world an opportunity to speak with 
Canadians directly about matters of mutual concern. The work of the VCAs has helped 
build Canada’s capacity to undertake effective international cooperation, and, thus, 
support sustainable development and the reduction of poverty. 


Management of the VCP is unique for a number of reasons: 
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Considerable effort has been made to bring about a more systematic and 
coordinated approach to voluntary action in partnership with CIDA. This is 
particularly evident through the continuing dialogue process between CIDA and 
the VCAs as a group, where issues are discussed openly. This dialogue has 
resulted in a greater degree of transparency and cooperation. 


The VCAs have developed a framework of principles for the work of volunteer 
cooperation agencies in relation to CIDA’s Canada Making a Difference in the 
World: A Policy Statement on Strengthening Aid Effectiveness, which illustrates 
how volunteer cooperation supports some of the central themes and practices of 
effective development assistance, including poverty reduction, good governance, 
engaging civil society, public engagement, local ownership, and strengthening 
capacity. 


The assessment of program proposals for the 2004—2009 VCP was made within 
the context of the above-noted framework, and, particularly according to their 

degree of compatibility with the principles of strengthening aid effectiveness, thus 
allowing decisions to be made on budget allocations. 
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C. Multilateral Programs 


Description: Multilateral programs involve managing substantial core contributions to, and high-level 
participation in, multilateral development and humanitarian institutions, especially to strengthen the latter’s 
development effectiveness. They include: programming against hunger, malnutrition, and disease; 
humanitarian assistance, peace, and security; and international financial institutions, UN, Commonwealth, 
and La Francophonie programs. 


Results statement: Canada’s development and humanitarian assistance through multilateral institutions and 
other partners contributes to the achievement of CIDA’s Key Agency Results and the MDGs, as part of the 
worldwide efforts by donors and partner countries working together. 


Indicators: CIDA’s contribution to the MDGs are to be measured by a variety of indicators, including 
delivery of appropriate emergency aid, use of performance measurement, HIV prevalence, and infant 
mortality. 


Human resource requirements, 2005-2006 Financial requirements, 2005—2006

These programs account for approximately 34.5 percent of CIDA’s budget. 


Canada’s reputation is that of a committed multilateralist. This stems from the belief in 
effective multilateralism as the preferred method of global governance, providing an 
inclusive process to set the rules of international conduct; and a forum to promote values 
important to Canada, including democracy, human development, social justice, and 
respect for human rights. Multilateral organizations deliver more than 40 percent of 
Canada’s aid program. They are essential in supporting states in crisis, and in responding 
to emergencies and disasters of both human and natural causes. Because of the significant 
resources they can mobilize, multilateral institutions also enable Canada to extend its 
reach in support of the MDGs beyond what would be possible through country-to-country 
programs alone. 


CIDA will work to fortify the multilateral system in 2005—2006, through support for 
ongoing UN reform and work on multilateral effectiveness; replenishment of 
development bank funds and resources; and preparation for major multilateral events, 
such as the September 2005 UN Millennium +5 Summit. CIDA will also pursue a more 
strategic approach, providing support for institutions that achieve the most effective 
developmental results, particularly with reference to progress toward the MDGs. 
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1. Key Programs 
Health and Basic Education: Six Out of Eight MDGs ($394.4 million in 2005-2006) 


CIDA will continue to contribute to the ongoing health programs of a number of partners 
annually, including UNICEF, UNFPA, the Global Alliance for Vaccines and 
Immunization, and the Global Polio Eradication Initiative. CIDA will also support 
several partners specifically for work in HIV/AIDS: the Joint UN Programme on 
HIV/AIDS; the Global Fund to Fight AIDS, Tuberculosis and Malaria (GFATM); and the 
WHO’s “3 by 5” initiative, an ambitious effort aimed at providing treatment to 3 million 
people suffering from AIDS in developing countries by the end of 2005. These vertically 
oriented activities will be buttressed by CIDA’s ongoing support for the extensive 
programming of the international financial institutions (IFIs) in health and AIDS— 
particularly, their work to strengthen health care systems. 


CIDA Support Saves Lives 


Through better nutrition: Since 1998, CIDA has invested about $175 million in partnerships with the 
Micronutrient Initiative, UNICEF, and others (including World Vision Canada and CARE Canada) to 
increase Vitamin-A coverage in countries most affected by Vitamin-A deficiency. UNICEF has credited 
CIDA with saving 1.5 million children’s lives between 1998 and 2001 as a result of this funding. From 
2002-2004, CIDA estimates that 500,000 deaths were averted per year because of the program. In 2005— 
2006, CIDA-funded programming will deliver about 552 million capsules and avert an estimated 650,000 
deaths. CIDA’s contributions are expected to range from $40—$55 million in 2005—2006. 


Through immunization: Since 2002, CIDA has worked with UNICEF to provide about $40 million to 
support measles immunization in 16 countries, reaching some 128 million children and preventing more 
than 180,000 child deaths per year over an estimated three-year period. For every new dollar provided in 
2005S, an additional child will be immunized. It is estimated that a measles death will be prevented with 
every additional $250—$400 invested, depending on the epidemiological environments in the countries 
funded. CIDA’s contributions are estimated up to $15 million in 2005-2006. 


By fighting TB: CIDA was a leader in establishing the GFATM, a public—private partnership to which 
Canada has committed some $170 million. The fund complements other initiatives, including the Global 
Drug Facility (GDF) for TB, the Stop TB Partnership, and initiatives of the WHO, as well as activities by 
numerous NGOs, including World Vision Canada and CARE Canada. These initiatives will result in more 
than 3 million people in more than 40 countries being successfully treated for TB. In 2005-2006, CIDA will 
contribute up to $55 million to fight TB, including through new funding of up to $25 million for the GDF. 


Efforts are also being deployed in the education sector, with partners such as the 
Commonwealth of Learning and UNICEF, supporting distance education, girls’ 
education, and returning war-affected children back to school. CIDA will also continue to 
provide significant amounts of food and non-food humanitarian assistance. 
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Governance: The Foundation for Achieving All the MDGs ($72.7 million in 2005- 
2006) 


Promoting participation, accountability, and effectiveness in governance continues to be a 
focus for CIDA in all its multilateral cooperation programs, including with IFls, UN 
agencies, the Commonwealth, and La Francophonie. The Agency also places priority on 
promoting effective, democratic public sector management for equitable, sustainable 
social and economic development. Work will continue in conflict prevention, 
peacebuilding, and postconflict reconciliation; and mine actions. CIDA will also support 
the UN Study on Violence Against Children, which will provide an in-depth global 
picture of violence against children, and will propose clear recommendations for 
improving legislation, policy, and programs. Providing support for placing Canadian 
policing capacity at the disposal of UN postconflict programming is an emerging area of 
CIDA expertise. The Agency will also continue to promote systemic inclusion of 
stakeholders and civil society in the formulation of national poverty-reduction strategies, 
the country program strategies of multilateral organizations, and postconflict 
programming. Some of these efforts with and through multilateral organizations will be 
undertaken as part of the Canada Corps initiative. 


Private Sector Development: MDG Number 1, and CIDA’s Long-Term Objective— 
Poverty Reduction ($125.6 million in 2005-2006) 


CIDA will work with its multilateral partners to develop policies, programs, and enabling 
environments that support pro-poor economic growth. It will support microfinancing and 
the development of small and medium-sized enterprises; private sector lending— 
particularly, through the International Finance Corporation;’® rural development, with 
special reference to the International Fund for Agricultural Development; and the UN 
Capital Development Fund, a member of the UNDP group, which pilots small-scale 
investments in local governance and microfinance. Through the IFIs, in particular, CIDA 
will continue to support the development of essential infrastructure in developing partner 
countries. CIDA will also continue to promote trade-related technical assistance to help 
developing countries become full partners in the global trading system, and will establish 
a trade facilitation mechanism. 


Crosscutting Issues 


To support poverty reduction and human health and well-being, CIDA will continue to 
actively support the integration of environmental considerations in its Multilateral 
Program-related decision-making and activities. The approach will emphasize the 
environmental assessments (EA) required by the Canadian Environmental Assessment 


19. The International Finance Corporation is the private sector lending arm of the World Bank and the 
largest multilateral source of loan and equity financing for private sector projects in the developing world. 
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Act and CIDA’s Policy for Environmental Sustainability; and emphasize strategic 
environmental assessments (SEAs) of policies, plans, and programs. The Agency will 
seek opportunities to encourage multilateral organizations to adopt their own EA and 
SEA processes and will promote harmonization where feasible. Special emphasis will be 
placed on the completion of SEA reports for CIDA’s Multilateral Program, and 
consideration of disaster-risk reduction through these assessments. 


CIDA will continue to provide financial support through contributions to the Global 
Environment Facility (GEF) and IFI trust funds, as part of Canada’s response to its 
commitments under multilateral environmental agreements dealing with, for example, 
persistent organic pollutants, ozone-depleting substances, climate change, biodiversity, 
and land degradation. CIDA will explore synergies between the GEF and its 
implementing agencies—the UNDP, the UN Environment Program, the World Bank, and 
the Regional Development Banks—building on the GEF’s catalytic role in encouraging 
these agencies to integrate the environment into their broader mandates. 


CIDA supports such organizations as the UN Development Fund for Women and the 
UNFPA, which work directly on gender equality, a key crosscutting priority for CIDA in 
all its Multilateral Programs. As a result of CIDA funding for a full-time gender-equality 
expert to Jeffrey Sachs’ Millennium Project, the Sachs Report reaffirmed the critical 
importance of gender equality for reaching all of the MDGs. CIDA has made important 
intellectual and financial contributions to the ongoing gender assessments of the UNDP 
and other institutions, and will contribute to the ongoing efforts to develop a performance 
assessment framework for CIDA’s 1999 Policy on Gender Equality, with a specific focus 
on the assessment of multilateral institutions and the implementation of their 
commitments to achieve gender-equality results. CIDA will also develop a strategy to 
facilitate the encouragement and monitoring of progress on gender-equality 
mainstreaming by major partners, and on specific thematic programming supported by 
CIDA. 


Humanitarian Assistance

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In 2005—2006, CIDA will continue to provide assistance to populations affected by 
conflicts and natural disasters in developing countries, by helping them meet their basic 
needs, including health, shelter, nutrition, water and sanitation, food security, education, 
and protection. The nature of humanitarian assistance often requires action in response to 
events that occur unexpectedly. Among the populations that CIDA will continue to help 
are those that were victims of the December 2004 Indian Ocean tsunami (see the 
“Canada’s Assistance to Indian Ocean Tsunami Victims” box below). During 2005— 
2006, ongoing rehabilitation efforts, particularly through the matching-funds program, 
will focus on the worst-affected countries, Sri Lanka and Indonesia, as well as on 
providing some assistance to India. Initial priorities will be addressing basic needs such 
as ensured access to safe water systems, health, and child protection; and helping people 
establish livelihoods and rebuild basic services. The actual activities carried out will 
depend on the proposals received by eligible NGOs. Longer-term development assistance 
will be determined in collaboration with the affected countries, other donor countries and 
organizations, and Canadian partners. 


Canada’s Assistance to Indian Ocean Tsunami Victims 


The Government of Canada has committed up to $425 million over five years to the international relief 
effort for humanitarian, rehabilitation, and reconstruction assistance for tsunami victims; funds matching 
the generous contributions of individual Canadians to eligible charitable organizations; and ongoing 
rehabilitation assistance to the affected region from 2005 to 2009. Canada has already pledged up to $265 
million in immediate humanitarian and recovery assistance. 


Contributions made to international organizations include the following: 


e The International Federation of Red Cross and Red Crescent Societies ($4.5 million), for the 
immediate needs of those affected—shelter, food and non-food relief items, health care, water, and 
sanitation—and to strengthen the operational capacities of national societies in the affected countries. 


UNICEF ($3.5 million) to provide health care, nutrition, water and sanitation, and protection and 
education for children throughout the affected region. 


World Food Programme (WFP) ($2 million), to purchase and distribute food in Sri Lanka, Indonesia, 
and Thailand. 


UN High Commissioner for Refugees (UNHCR) ($1 million), to provide non-food relief items in Sn 
Lanka, including in the rebel-controlled area. In Indonesia, the UNHCR will provide emergency 
shelter and other non-food items for up to 50,000 displaced persons. In Malaysia, it will help to reunite 
families on behalf of the 9,000 Acehnese refugees under UNHCR protection. 


An additional $29.5 million in contributions against the UN flash appeal has been disbursed, with the 
exception of $10 million for UNICEF. 


Contributions made to Canadian NGOs include the following: 


e OXFAM Canada ($700,000), to improve potable water and sanitation systems, and to enhance access 
to shelter and household items for up to 56,000 households in Indonesia and Sri Lanka. OXFAM 
Canada is also working to improve interagency coordination. 
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World Vision Canada ($600,000), to provide emergency non-food items—amats, blankets, clothing, 
kitchen utensils, plastic water tanks, and roofing materials—in severely affected areas of Sri Lanka and 
India. It is anticipated that 15,000 households (75,000 people) will benefit. 


e CARE Canada ($500,000), to distribute safe-water systems and other emergency relief items— 
including oral rehydration salts, plastic sheets, blankets, and water bladders—to up to 100,000 
individuals in Indonesia and India. 


Save the Children Canada ($400,000), to provide food, shelter, household items, and water purification 
material to up to 40,000 families, and to reunify children and infants separated from their families in 
Sri Lanka and Indonesia. 


Canada has deployed emergency relief items on commercial and Canadian Forces planes to: 


e Sri Lanka: approximately $600,000 worth of supplies included 35,000 20-litre water purification 
sachets, 4,290 20-litre jerry cans, and 840 rolls of plastic sheeting (arrived in Colombo on December 
31, 2004). 


e Indonesia: approximately $200,000 worth of supplies included 35,000 20-litre water purification 
sachets, 3 water pumps, 5,760 20-litre jerry cans, 12,702 12-litre buckets, 160 rolls of plastic sheeting, 
200 axes, 252 shovels, and 2 temporary warehouses (arrived in Jakarta on January 2, 2005). 


e The Maldives: approximately $200,000 worth of supplies included 5,040 blankets, 1,390 batteries, 
3,000 garbage bags, 1,600 flashlights, 2 10,000-litre water bladders, and 1 temporary warehouse 
(arrived in Male on January 6, 2005). 


e Indonesia: approximately $750,000 worth of generators and collapsible water tanks (arrived January 
17, 2005). 


e Sri Lanka: approximately $300,000 worth of medicine from the national stockpile and privately 
donated drugs for the WHO (arrived on January 16,2005). 


Funds have been made available through Canadian embassies and high commissions in the affected 
countries for initiatives proposed by the following local organizations, to procure and distribute relief 
supplies: 


The Indonesian Red Cross ($650,000); 


e The Indonesia Canada Fund for Local Initiatives ($500,000); 
e The Sri Lanka Canada Fund for Local Initiatives ($316,000); 
e The India Canada Fund for Local Initiatives ($200,000); and 
The Maldives Canada Fund for Local Initiatives ($50,000). 


As reiterated in Budget 2005, on December 30, 2004, in the aftermath of the Asian tsunami, Canada was 
the first country to announce an immediate moratorium on debt payments owed by those countries affected 
by the disaster. Since then, Group of Seven (G-7) members have agreed to defer debt payments up to the 
end of 2005, and to promote this in the Paris Club. If all eligible countries participate, up to $100 million in 
debt payments owing to Canada could be deferred in 2005. 


CIDA will ensure that attention to the tsunami crisis does not divert resources from 
equally devastating, but less visible crises, particularly in Africa. The Democratic 
Republic of Congo, Sudan (including Darfur), Northern Uganda, and West Africa will 
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continue to remain key geographic areas of concern. Within this context, gender, 
including sexual and gender-based violence, and protection, particularly of women, girls, 
and boys, will be key thematic concerns. Support for the voluntary repatriation of 
refugees will also be an important priority. CIDA’s key humanitarian partners will 
remain the International Committee of the Red Cross, the UN High Commissioner for 
Refugees and the UN Office for the Coordination of Humanitarian Affairs (UNHCR). 


As follow-up to the Nairobi Summit on a Mine-Free World in November 2004, CIDA 
will be developing a mine action strategy for 2005—2009. CIDA will also develop a 
mainstreaming framework and operational guidelines, initiating an international 
consultation as well as an evaluation of the Canadian Landmine Fund. 


CIDA is also working with UN partners to ensure a smoother transition between 
peacekeeping, relief, and long-term development operations. 


Institutional Strengthening 


One of Canada’s foreign policy priorities is strengthening the multilateral development 
and humanitarian system, which includes a diversity of organizations, including: the 
multilateral development banks, the UN and its agencies, global funds and partnerships, 
and international NGOs. Through its participation on the governing boards of multilateral 
organizations, CIDA will continue to promote good governance in these organizations, 
including greater openness and accountability, and the development of anti-corruption 
policies. 


To enable multilateral institutions to support programs to improve health and education, 
develop the private sector, strengthen governance, and provide humanitarian assistance, 
CIDA will continue to work to strengthen the institutional effectiveness of multilateral 
institutions, as well as to improve the multilateral system as a whole, with special 
emphasis on reform of the UN system. One key instrument in this is the Utstein Group, 
through which CIDA supports UN reform and effectiveness—particularly, increased 
harmonization and Poverty Reduction Strategy alignment at the country level; enhanced 
governance of the UN development system, in support of effective program delivery at 
the country level; and financing for UN development agencies appropriate to the tasks 
assigned them by the international community. CIDA also participates in several 
multidonor assessment processes. Through field surveys via MOPAN, CIDA monitors 
UN performance at the country level. 


In 2005, CIDA is working with DFAIT — Foreign Affairs and other government 
departments to incorporate key objectives regarding multilateral institutional and 
development effectiveness into the Government of Canada’s messaging on the Sachs 
Report, the upcoming Secretary-General’s Report, and the 2005 G8 Gleneagles Summit, 
and at the UN Millennium +5 Summit in September 2005. The latter summit is expected 
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to confirm a UN structure suited to its roles in achieving the MDGs and enhancing global 
security. 


2. Institutional Program Profile: Asian Development Bank 


The Asian Development Bank (AsDB) operates in a region that occupies a critical place 
on the world’s economic, social, and political agenda. The region is home to the world’s 
most populous countries and most dynamic economies, alongside some of the world’s 
poorest countries. Poverty has diminished, but the region still has two thirds of the 
world’s poor. Major challenges remain regarding non-income MDGs. 


The AsDB’s role has evolved from that of an institution aimed primarily at fostering 
economic growth—notably, infrastructure development—and cooperation, to one whose 
overarching goal is poverty reduction. The Poverty Reduction Strategy has become the 
Bank’s key program planning and management tool. It has three pillars (pro-poor 
economic growth, social inclusion, and good governance) and five thematic priorities 
(regional cooperation, private sector development, gender equality, the environment, and 
capacity development). The AsDB invests in transport and communications, social 
infrastructure, energy, finance, agriculture, and natural resources as well as industry. It 
also funds equity investments and technical assistance, providing borrowers with the 
expertise necessary to undertake sector policy and governance reforms, among other 
things. 


The AsDB is well placed to assume a leading role in the fight against poverty in the 
region, and in the march toward the MDGs. It has endorsed the achievement of the 
MDGs as a central objective of international development and a major focus of its 
Poverty Reduction Strategy. It has launched an ambitious and wide-ranging reform 
agenda, including more rigorous evaluation, stronger country focus, and country-driven 
development. Managing for development results has become the central component of 
the Bank’s development effectiveness strategy. The ASDB’s new human resources 
strategy sets the stage for improved personnel management and performance. Full 
implementation of the AsDB’s reform agenda is critical for improving development 
effectiveness. 


Canada and the Asian Development Bank 


Canada is the seventh-largest shareholder of the AsDB, which approved approximately 
US$5.5 billion in new funding in 2004. Canada will provide 4.66 percent (nearly 

$207 million) of the resources of the Asian Development Fund (AsDF) for 2005—2008. 
The AsDF is the AsDB’s concessionary window, providing loans at very favourable 
terms for the poorest countries with limited debt-repayment capacity. Canada is the head 
of a like-minded constituency of donors that includes The Netherlands, Denmark, 
Norway, Sweden, and Finland (the second-largest non-regional voting block, with 8.2 
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percent of the votes). This constituency is a very active, constructive, and well respected 
member of the AsDB Board of Directors. There were 46 Canadians (6.1 percent) working 
as professional staff at the AsDB as of June 30, 2004. 


Canada has very good credibility with the AsDB Board, and a high profile in Board 
deliberations, focusing on institutional policy issues and development effectiveness. It 
has been a constant voice in favour of pro-poor development, and for essential 
crosscutting issues such as the environment and gender equality. Canada has provided 
input and guidance on human resource management issues, and has been at the forefront 
of successful efforts to introduce results-based management at the AsDB. 


There has been little recent bilateral co-financing between CIDA and the AsDB. The one 
notable exception is a $30-million education sector program in Bangladesh, approved in 
December 2003, as part of a major AsDB-led education-sector loan. CIDA is more 
intensively examining the scope for further potential collaboration with the AsDB. For its 
part, the AsDB is engaging more significantly in donor harmonization, and has made 
overtures in various countries toward working more closely with CIDA. 


CIDA is preparing a pilot institutional policy framework (IPF) for the ASDB. CIDA’s 
greater emphasis on results, development effectiveness, and enhanced due diligence 
feature prominently in the IPF. CIDA will use the IPF to further its reform agenda at the 
ASDB in five key areas: 


e Improving strategic focus by increasing selectivity and synergy in country 
strategies and programs, and supporting a middle-income country strategy 
integrating new approaches to middle-income country lending into the Bank’s 
overall poverty focus. 


e Improving capacity through diligent implementation of the human resources 
strategy, addressing shortages in human and operational resources; improving 
gender balance/equality. 


¢ Improving quality through improved institutional mechanisms to track quality, 
and giving greater attention to actual implementation and risk management. 


¢ Improving efficiency and effectiveness by executing the AsDB’s Action Plan 
for Managing for Development Results (results-based country strategies and 
programs) and recommendations from an independent assessment of the 2002 
reorganization; and calling for the adoption of SEAs. 


¢ Improving Canada’s support to the AsDB through quality input on ASDB 
policies and programming, improved collaboration and co-financing, and 
exploring possible joint analysis of policies and programs by constituency- 
member countries. 
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D. Policy Coherence 


Description: In addition to developing and implementing policies on all aspects of international 
development, CIDA fosters increased policy coherence between aid and non-aid policies that affect 
developing countries; ensures that all its internal policies are consistent; and works toward consistency 
between its own policies and that of its Canadian and international partners. 


Results Statement: Improved policy-based programming and increased policy coherence between CIDA 
and its partners, as part of a worldwide effort to achieve the MDGs. 


Indicators: CIDA’s policy coherence can be measured through increases in the official development 
assistance / gross national income ratio; progress toward the MDGs in countries of focus; and securing 
agreement on priority issues.

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1. Key Programs 


In terms of policy development, the following issues will be central to CIDA’s efforts 
over the next two years: development of tools to help implement the Agency’s policy on 
strengthening aid effectiveness, in key areas including conflict prevention and 
peacebuilding, human rights, democracy, good governance and the environment. 


Canada Corps, an initiative to further Canadian excellence in governance, has the 
enhancement of overall coherence and coordination as one of its major objectives. Over 
time, there will be efforts to encompass the public, private, and voluntary sectors in the 
initiative. Significant efforts will be made within CIDA to ensure that governance is well 
organized and more effective. 


CIDA will continue to break down the internal “stovepipes” in order to foster intra- 
Agency cooperation. The Agency’s Knowledge Management Initiative fosters and 
supports collaborative processes in order to develop an integrated vision of the 
organization. Policy units will continue to actively engage with programming branches to 
ensure the relevance of policy documents, strategies, and action plans, and to ensure that 
knowledge products and tools are widely available throughout the Agency. Individual 
programs are consciously creating linkages, such as hiring a full-time coordinator for 
Canadian partnership programs at the field office in Vietnam to more closely align 
programs there with the geographic program. Collaboration across Canadian partnership, 
multilateral, and geographic programs will continue to increase (see the “Seeking 
Coherence at the Working Level” box on this page). All of CIDA’s programs are 
working toward a whole-of-Agency approach in their programming, agreeing on program 
priorities and choosing the best delivery mechanisms when planning country-program 
strategies and individual programs and activities. 


Seeking Coherence at the Working Level: the Caribbean Program 


CIDA’s geographic program in the Caribbean has been achieving a strengthened collaboration with partners 
within and outside the Agency. For example, CIDA has been consulting regularly with the Department of 
Finance and the Canadian Executive Directors of the International Monetary Fund and the World Bank to 
exchange views on specific country issues such as debt in Jamaica, macro-economic stability in Dominica, 
reconstruction in Grenada, or governance in Guyana, with a view to presenting a coherent and consistent 
Canadian position. 


CIDA also participates in interdepartmental forums on the WTO, the Free Trade Agreement of the 
Americas, and Canada-CARICOM Free Trade, to ensure the needs and interests of small island developing 
states are being considered. CIDA is also continuing its participation in interdepartmental forums on 
security, financial-sector standards, and disaster management and mitigation, to ensure that Caribbean needs 
for training and institution strengthening are promoted. For example, CIDA has recently received the report 
of a commissioned study on Caribbean justice and security-sector needs, and has shared this with other 
interested Canadian government departments. 
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With most federal, and many provincial and municipal, governments now contributing to 
international cooperation programs, interdepartmental and intergovernmental 
collaboration is increasingly common across all CIDA programs. For example, CIDA’s 
Technical Assistance Project Trade Negotiation Readiness program for Central America 
requires collaboration with seven federal departments. In addition, an interdepartmental 
committee reviews project applications for support through CIDA’s private sector 
development program. 


Perhaps the best illustration of interdepartmental collaboration and policy coherence is 
the “3-D” approach—diplomacy, defence, and development—in countries in crisis. This 
approach ensures a coordinated and integrated program across the Government of 
Canada. For example, the Afghanistan program involves regular contact between three 
departments to ensure a regular exchange of information, both in Ottawa and at the 
embassy. A similar whole-of-government approach is being taken in other postconflict 
countries, including the Democratic Republic of Congo, Iraq, and Haiti. 


Since the time of the Haitian political crisis and the departure of then-President Aristide 
in early 2004, CIDA has worked closely and collaboratively with DFAIT - Foreign 
Affairs on development assistance programming in Haiti, a hold-over from the wider 
interdepartmental collaboration that brought together not only DFAIT-Foreign Affairs 
but also Citizenship and Immigration Canada, the RCMP, DND and the Privy Council 
Office in articulating Canada's response to the crisis. The Haiti program has, in past, 
necessitated a systematic interdepartmental approach to CIDA's strategic planning and 
program implementation, a process that will continue into the foreseeable future. Clearly, 
in times of crisis, such as the aftermath of Hurricane Jeanne in the autumn of 2004, this 
collaboration becomes even more intense. 


Collaboration and coherence is especially important in the aftermath of complex 
emergencies. Canada, like most donors, relies mostly on UN development institutions to 
support fragile peace, especially where the UN Security Council plays a major role. 
Major funding initially moves through multilateral programs via humanitarian assistance 
and emergency food aid, peacebuilding, mine actions, and policing programming. 


Multilateral programs will help in contributing to the development of a 
policy/programming framework for countries at risk or in transition from conflict, 
building on the peace and conflict work already being done. The solutions to these issues 
will, in part, require using multilateral organizations for guidance and delivery. 
Generally, CIDA’s geographic and partnership programming comes into play later in the 
process. CIDA’s Policy Branch takes the lead on peace and conflict policy. 


CIDA will continue to carry out regular due diligence investigations of multilateral 
institutions prior to further investment, and will continue to support institutional 
evaluations. Among these are a pilot evaluation system in the UNDP, as well as several 
reviews and assessments, including of UNICEF, the WHO, and the UN Food and 
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Agriculture Organization. The Agency will also enhance the capacity of the multilateral 
system to program, measure, and report on results. 


Canada will continue to chair the Good Humanitarian Donorship (GHD) initiative, which 
seeks further harmonization among key multilateral humanitarian institutions, in 
reporting and others areas. This will include ensuring follow-up to the GHD 
implementation plan, and outreach and advocacy on the Principles and Good Practice of 
Humanitarian Donorship agreed to in Stockholm in June 2003. CIDA will also begin to 
implement its own domestic strategy for fulfilling GHD principles and good practice, 
including providing more flexible and timely funding for its key humanitarian partners. 


CIDA has a long history of collaboration in multidonor groups, including at the country 
level. These groups perform a variety of functions: they promote greater harmonization in 
aid practices, reducing duplication and oversight; allow donors to share knowledge, 
experience and analysis; and provide a forum for policy discussion. In Central America, 
CIDA plays a leadership role in harmonizing several efforts among donors. For example, 
in Honduras, CIDA chairs the donor coordination committee for education; co-chairs the 
donor coordination committee for health, chairs the subsector committee for Chagas; is 
Vice-President of the Global Fund country coordination mechanism for Honduras; chairs 
the national sector table for agro-forestry; chairs the Poverty Reduction Strategy Paper 
follow-up committee; and represents the donor community in civil-society committee 
follow-up. These efforts are geared toward implementing common monitoring 
procedures; sharing information and indicators, joint assessments and evaluations; and 
providing training on harmonization, coordination, and strengthening aid effectiveness. 


In 2005-2006, CIDA will continue to implement its harmonization action plan. In the 
Balkans, all new contribution agreements and contracts will include donor coordination 
and harmonization work as a reportable activity. In the Development Aid Coordination 
Unit of the Ministry of International Economic Relations in Serbia, CIDA will deploy a 
planner to develop draft action plans on harmonization and sector-wide approaches, and 
to mentor local planners to do the same. More generally, through participation in direct 
budgetary support and sector-wide pooled-fund arrangements, CIDA is working across 
its programs to reinforce national capacity in a variety of areas, ranging from financial 
management and procurement, to HIV/AIDS and gender-equality mainstreaming, to 
human resource development and monitoring and evaluation.

Tanzania’s Joint Assistance Strategy 


In the United Republic of Tanzania, CIDA is an active and leading member of the Development Partners 
Group donor-coordination body; a member of the like-minded donor group that often leads intellectually on 
coordination and harmonization efforts; and a member of several thematic working groups. In the first 
quarter of 2005—2006, CIDA will work closely with the Government of Tanzania, civil-society 
organizations, and other development partners to define a joint assistance strategy (common programming 
framework) for coordinated, harmonized external support for the implementation of the new Tanzania 
Poverty Reduction Strategy (the national strategy for growth and the reduction of poverty). 


Through its core budget, and both sector and pooled funding to Government of Tanzania programs, CIDA is 
a member of several joint technical and supervisory committees. CIDA will serve as development-partner 
coordinator for one or two of these groups. In 2005—2006 CIDA will make a special effort to improve 
coordination and support government leadership in the HIV/AIDS program, and expects to fund two or 
three public sector reform programs, contribute to the Poverty Monitoring System, and consider options for 
supporting the budgetary process through parliamentary and civil-society participation. 


The heavy reliance of CIDA’s Tanzania Program on program-based mechanisms is not without risks. In 
supporting such approaches, CIDA is forgoing a degree of direct control over the management of its 
projects and their immediate results, in favour of greater local ownership, reduced transaction costs, and 
greater sustainable impact. CIDA recently completed a full analysis of the risks inherent in budget support 
to Tanzania, and will be incorporating the results of that study into its program management strategy. The 
main risks lie in the areas of political risk, local institutional capacity (both for implementation and for 
fiduciary management), transparency, corruption, and results monitoring and reporting. Based on its risk 
assessment, CIDA deemed these risks to be manageable. 


The significant measures undertaken by the government of Tanzania in democratic reforms, public 
accountability, governance, macroeconomic stability and growth, and poverty reduction, provides a solid 
basis for CIDA to participate in pooled funding and budget support arrangements. 
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E. Engaging Canadians 


Description: CIDA fosters Canadian support for, and the participation of Canadians in, the aid program by 
soliciting public participation in policy dialogue and other consultations; inviting Canadian producers of 
goods and services to participate in the aid program; informing stakeholders and the general public about 
plans, policies, and programs; and collaborating with partners in awareness-raising efforts about 
development issues and Canada’s contribution to international development. 


Results Statement: Improved understanding and support of international development and cooperation 
issues; improved perception of the value, efficiency and effectiveness of the ODA and OA programs and 


increased strategic collaboration between CIDA and partners to engage the Canadian public in development. 


Indicators: CIDA’s contribution to the MDGs are to be measured by a variety of indicators, including 
media coverage of development and international cooperation issues, the number of internships approved; 
and the reach of publications.

Canadians have consistently supported their development assistance program over the 
years, and a growing number of Canadian businesses, institutions, organizations, and 
individuals are actively contributing by working on aid projects, joining volunteer aid 
organizations, and advocating on behalf of developing countries. The participation of 
Canadians is essential to the success of the aid program. Through a variety of 
communications and engagement approaches, CIDA will continue to raise awareness of 
development issues and encourage Canadians to participate in activities to help 
developing countries. 


Public engagement is one of the main objectives of CIDA’s current business plan 
(CIDA’s Sustainable Development Strategy 2004-2006). In 2005-2006, the Agency will 
be renewing its long-term Public Engagement Strategy in order to strengthen public 
knowledge of, and support for, Canada’s development assistance program. 


The key priorities in CIDA’s public engagement program are collaboration with partners 
in pursuit of common public-engagement goals; public education programs and activities 
targeting government and non-government stakeholders and decision-makers; 
development and delivery of educational programs and youth outreach activities; and 
proactive media relations. 
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In 2005—2006, CIDA will continue to solicit input into its policies, plans and programs, 
through methods similar to the consultations held in Ottawa, Toronto, and Vancouver in 
2004 for the country development programming framework for Bangladesh. The Agency 
will also continue to invite public participation in policy dialogue through its website and 
other means, and will enhance policy dialogue internally and externally. 


Outreach in the regions will continue through CIDA’s regional and satellite offices 
(based in British Columbia, the Prairies, and Atlantic Canada). The Agency will continue 
to strengthen its partnerships with CIDA stakeholders, provincial government 
counterparts, and other federal departments located in the regions, in order to facilitate 
partnerships in development cooperation and to contribute to the overall coherence of 
Canadian government programs. Further, CIDA will continue to encourage participation 
by Canadian suppliers of goods and services in the aid program. For example, CIDA will 
foster the increased participation of Canadian individuals and businesses in its 
programming in Central and Eastern Europe, through the civilian development program 
and the TurnAround Management Program. 


Canada Corps 


The newly created Canada Corps mobilizes citizens, NGOs, and expertise at all levels of government to 
help promote good governance and institution building in developing countries and fragile states. Canada 
Corps has been created to enhance Canadian excellence in governance in order to strengthen aid 
effectiveness. It draws on the experience of a wide variety of experts, and the knowledge and enthusiasm of 
younger Canadians, to implement its programs. In addition, it gathers Canada’s governance activities under 
one umbrella program with many organizations across several sectors (public, private, and voluntary), all 
undertaking governance programming. 


One of the major objectives of the Canada Corps initiative is to enhance and expand the engagement of 
Canadians. This engagement ranges, from achieving simple understanding by Canadians of the merits of 
development and governance work, to mobilizing Canadians to take up the challenge and work abroad. 


The program will respond to the requests of partner countries. Among the activities it will support are 
elections, parliamentary strengthening, and mechanisms to protect human rights. It will also support systems 
and structures to foster an effective and transparent public sector, and a fair and impartial judiciary that 
works to resolve conflict fairly and peacefully. Canada Corps will also share knowledge and best practices 
on governance around the world to raise public awareness, inform policy debates, and guide and influence 
reform programs. 


Canada Corps is responding to the requirements of partner countries through and with a broad range of 
partners and agencies. Examples include working through the Association of Universities and Colleges of 
Canada to draw on the strengths of overseas work-study internship placements; establishing a trust fund for 
peacebuilding at the UN Volunteers program that will send about 40 mid-career volunteers on postconflict 
transitions programs; and incorporating the help of the NetCorps Canada International coalition to provide 
up to 50 young Canadians with six-month internships in e-government and information/communication 
technologies-related projects in developing countries.

Guided by its renewed corporate communications strategy, CIDA will step up its efforts 
in public engagement in 2005—2006, through a wide range of partners. The Agency will 
continue to dedicate a portion of its program funding to public engagement in all 
activities implemented by volunteer-sending agencies. It will also seek out new public 
engagement partners in Canada and among international partners; and will continue its 
collaboration with other federal government departments, such as DND and DFAIT — 
Foreign Affairs, to promote knowledge and understanding of Canada’s roles in complex 
environments like Haiti, Afghanistan, Iraq, and the countries affected by the Indian 
Ocean tsunami. 


In keeping with its focus on youth, CIDA will continue to fund programs aimed at young 
people, including Butterfly 208, an annual art, writing, and multimedia contest. CIDA 
will expand its reach into Canadian high schools to attract more students and teachers and 
to mobilize school resources. The Agency will also facilitate additional speaking 
engagements for its Speakers Program and Youth Speakers Program. The Youth 
Speakers Program includes a pool of young people who have international experience 
and are willing to share their experiences with others. Distribution of the new CIDA— 
Canadian Geographic Enterprises international development map, A Developing World, 
will reach every school in Canada, and the number of teachers using the map will grow as 
new lesson plans are made available on-line. 


In 2005—2006, a new program, the global Youth Ambassadors initiative, will recruit 
youth leaders returning from overseas internships to mentor and encourage other 
Canadian youth to take concrete action toward positive global change. The Agency will 
also support the development and delivery of a new Global Citizenship Award for 
Canadian youth, as well as other partner-driven youth engagement activities. In addition, 
CIDA will actively promote the Youth Zone on the Agency’s website, as well as 
promoting its new “Tribute to Canadian Aid Workers” website. CIDA will also actively 
market its Global Classroom Initiative, which provides resources to teachers to help them 
incorporate international development themes into their education programs. 


CIDA will also continue to inform and engage Canadians through other approaches, such 
as regional events with members of Parliament; media relations; and thematic weeks, 
such as International Development Week. In addition to its regular media relations 
activities, CIDA will increase its efforts in 2005—2006 to encourage media organizations 
to inform the Canadian public about development issues. In 2005—2006, CIDA will 
support a larger number of educational activities and stimulate the production and airing 
of a greater number of high-quality programs on international development, by 
encouraging journalists, teachers, and Canadian television broadcasters to participate in 
greater numbers in development issues. The Agency will also increase its number of new 
agreements with journalist and professional associations to promote greater 
understanding of issues and more in-depth reporting.

The six business lines are as follows: 


Geographic Programs: Four geographic branches, responsible for country-to-country programs in 
Africa, Asia, the Americas, Europe, the Middle East and the Maghreb enable the Government of 
Canada to plan and execute international cooperation activities through direct links with 
governments and organizations in developing countries. 
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Multilateral Programs: Multilateral Programs Branch is responsible for managing Canada’s global 
development programs through substantial core contributions to and high-level participation in 
multilateral development institutions. It also undertakes targeted programming through multilateral 
organizations, and international and local NGOs in CIDA’s priority areas, including health and 
nutrition, agriculture, peacebuilding and mine action. The Branch is also responsible for managing 
the International Humanitarian Assistance Program. 


Canadian Partnership: The Canadian Partnership Branch manages a responsive program which is 
aligned with CIDA’s mandate and strategic objectives, through cost-sharing partnerships with civil ~ 
society and private sector organizations in Canada and developing countries. The Branch provides 
multi-year funding on the basis of merit to Canadian and international NGOs and volunteer-sending 
organizations. The Canadian Partnership Branch also provides project funding through competitive 
mechanisms within the context of either time-bound or open-ended competitions. The Branch 
manages CIDA’s national network of regional and satellite offices; a consultations unit for 
discussing new policy directions with partners and the Canadian public; a conference secretariat to 
support the participation of developing-country delegates at international conferences, internships, 
and exchanges for Canadian youth; and public engagement initiatives to engage Canadians in 
international development. 


Policy: Policy Branch leads policy research, analysis, and development to support and guide the 
Agency’s plans and priorities and Canada’s broader international assistance objectives and 
commitments. Policy Branch sets the strategic vision and priorities for the Agency, and leads the 
transformation into a knowledge-based and more effective international cooperation Agency. This 
policy role also includes positioning CIDA on the international cooperation agenda and on the 
Canadian government policy agenda, as well as representing CIDA in related forums. The Branch 
takes the lead in managing Canada’s IAE and maintaining coherence among corporate policy 
documents, including aligning them with broader international priorities and commitments. 


Communications: Communications Branch responds to the communication needs of the Minister of 
International Cooperation and of the Agency as a whole. The Branch also seeks to improve public 
awareness of, and support for, the work of CIDA and its development partners. 


Corporate Services: Corporate Services ensures that the Agency has the necessary support services 
for the efficient and effective achievement of international assistance program objectives, through 
the Agency Executive (the President’s Office, Senior Vice-President’s Office, Corporate Secretariat, 
Legal Services and Corporate Planning and Analysis Group) and the Human Resources and 
Corporate Services Branch, the Performance and Knowledge Management Branch, and the 
Information Management and Technology Branch. 
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C. Financial Information 


International Assistance Envelope 


The IAE was introduced in the February 1991 Budget. It funds Canada's ODA” and OA”? 
initiatives. Budget 2005 established a new management framework for the IAE to provide greater 
predictability in budgeting and stability in programming while enabling Canada to respond to 
unforeseen crisis events. This new management framework is designed to provide a coordinated and 
flexible approach to Canada’s international assistance and introduces a transparent process for the 
allocation of new resources. The framework restructures the IAE into five distinct pools, devoted to 
development, international financial institutions, peace and security, crises, and development 
research.

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Accounting Change to International Financial Institutions (IF) 


Starting in 1998-99, the Government initiated a change in how it accounts for its payments to IFIs. 
As a consequence, the full value of the notes is considered expended in the fiscal year in which they 
are issued rather than when the actual cash is drawn by the recipient institutions. 


As a result of this change, information on IFI expenditures is provided on an encashment basis in 
Part II of the Main Estimates, whereas in Table 4 of this Report on Plans and Priorities, information 
is presented on the basis of planned note issuance.

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Section IV: Other Items of Interest 


1. Corporate Services 


Corporate services are the management functions that support delivery and improve 
performance of the Canadian aid program, including communications; people 
management; knowledge and information management/information technology (IM/IT), 
strategic planning and resource allocation; and management processes, approaches, and 
support activities. These are CIDA’s performance management priorities. Both financial 
and human resource requirements for 2005—2006 have been incorporated as part of the 
requirements of the other program activities. In the broader context of integrated modern 
management and the Management and Accountability Framework (MAF), CIDA 
continues to improve its performance-management practices. 


2. Key Programs and Services 


CIDA’s objective is to create a motivating work environment that promotes a citizen 
focus, sound public service values, a focus on achieving results for Canadians; and 
discipline, due diligence, and value for money in the use of public funds. In 2004, the 
Agency launched an initiative to align its human resources management (HRM) with 
CIDA’s future business direction and the Public Service Modernization Act; strengthen 
HRM systemic integrity and business effectiveness; and secure CIDA’s HRM function. 
CIDA will also be undertaking a horizontal review of the policy function in the Agency 
during 2005—2006. The Agency’s Executive Committee has adopted a new leadership 
code that defines key leadership behaviours for all CIDA leaders and serves as a 
commitment to improving leadership in the Agency. It has also established a Corporate 
Planning and Analysis Group to provide for more effective integrated planning. 


CIDA will continue to align itself with the vision of a modern Public Service and the 
legislative requirements of the Public Service Modernization Act. In 2005—2006, the 
Agency plans to continue the work started in the context of the HRM initiative to better 
position CIDA for the implementation of the Act. 
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Strengthening Canadian International Development Agency’s Presence in the Field 


Strengthened field presence is essential in enhancing aid effectiveness on the ground. It is especially 
important as countries increase their use of program approaches that place a premium on country 
knowledge, being involved at the table as sectoral strategies are developed, and having access to in-country 
networks where influence and input can be provided through policy dialogue. Field presence also helps 
donor agencies develop a better sense of what local ownership means in a given country, and can help to 
improve in-field coordination of the development efforts of both the developing country and its donor 
partners. 


In 2005-2006, CIDA will continue to work proactively to enhance the Agency’s presence in the field. For 


example, the Agency will actively participate in the Field Operations committee, negotiating a new CIDA— 
DFAIT-Foreign Affairs memorandum of understanding to ensure that adequate resources and services are 
available to aid sections in missions abroad. CIDA will participate in follow-up from the interdepartmental 
field representative review of human and financial costs of field operations; work closely with DFAIT- 
Foreign Affairs to strengthen security and reduce physical risks to CIDA field personnel, particularly in 
Haiti, Guatemala, Honduras, Bolivia, Colombia, and Guyana; reduce staff positions in selected graduating 
countries, and transfer these positions to countries of focus; and support temporary duty assignments for 
missions experiencing extraordinary workload (such as preparations for the upcoming Organization of 
American States Summit, and the responses to the crisis in Haiti and the Indian Ocean tsunami). 


Corporate communications—comprising communications advice and planning, issues 
management, media relations, public opinion research, internal communications, events 
and exhibits, website management and publications—is an important tool in supporting 
CIDA’s mandate. CIDA will continue to inform staff and encourage a dialogue between 
managers and staff through a number of internal communications activities. 


With more than 1.5 million visitors a year, CIDA’s website is a critical tool in providing 
information about Canada’s aid programs. In 2005—2006, an evaluation of the site will be 
conducted to identify areas for improvement. Public opinion research will also be 
conducted to better understand the views of Canadians on Canada’s aid programs, and to 
improve communications activities and products. 


In terms of knowledge management, CIDA will step up its efforts to support and reward 
employees who systematically create, share, and apply new knowledge in their work, and 
will develop tools to stimulate a culture change toward greater knowledge sharing, 
collaboration, teamwork, and learning. The Agency will also continue to facilitate a two- 
way flow of development and programming information with its partners. For example, 
CIDA has developed the China InfoNet to share key program information and 
documentation with both program staff and external partners. In 2005-2006, the Agency 
will introduce a similar tool for the Afghanistan program. A number of Agency programs 
are developing similar information sites with a wide range of information holdings and 
links to other resources. 
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Performance management is CIDA’s overarching discipline for achieving results and 
improving the Agency’s effectiveness, accountability, and transparency. It includes 
planning for development results; managing risks; undertaking evaluations, internal 
audits, and ongoing monitoring; and focusing on knowledge management related to 
decision-making. A number of factors will have an impact on this area. By implementing 
new approaches in line with aid effectiveness principles, the agency will face new risks. 
Risk management is addressed corporately through the development of CIDA’s 
integrated risk-management framework; and, at the investment level, increasingly by 
producing Risk and Results-based Management Accountability Frameworks (RRMAFs). 
The internal audit and evaluation functions will contribute to the Agency’s risk- 
management efforts by focusing on audits and evaluations of significance, using such 
risk-based considerations as the level of investment (materiality), coverage of Agency 
programs, areas of heightened risk, and new approaches, et cetera. 


Greater use of direct budgetary support, pooled funding for sector programs, and other 
program-based approaches will lead to more joint evaluations with international partners. 
Ongoing support for the development of performance-measurement and evaluation 
strategies for all new programs and activities will be provided for program planners and 
managers across the Agency. Implementation of action plans related to reviews of the 
Agency’s internal audit division will continue. CIDA will also undertake policy and 
procedure changes to align these with the requirements of the new Comptroller General 
of Canada. In 2005-2006, the Agency will focus on three major areas: corporate and 
program-led evaluations; evaluation training and mentoring for staff; and continued 
strengthening of the internal audit function. 


The Agency is focusing its IM/IT agenda on quality, integrity, and accessibility of 
information resources, in response to the business requirements of the Agency and 
emerging government-wide initiatives such as Common Infrastructure and Service 
Delivery. CIDA is building on the frameworks introduced in its IM accountability 
framework by continuing with the development and implementation of foundation pieces, 
including taxonomies, architecture and standards, policies and procedures, and training 
material and tools. At the core of its technology agenda is the maintenance of a healthy, 
stable infrastructure supported by process improvements based on standards and best 
practices. CIDA will be implementing IT infrastructure library service-management 
processes, long-term capital planning for IT assets, sharing of appropriate Government of 
Canada services, security policies, and compliance practices. 


In 2005-2006, CIDA will continue to improve its corporate planning processes, refining 
its performance-measurement framework and following up on recommendations related 
to the MAF. It will design and maintain an integrated corporate planning system that 
better allocates resources to priorities; will develop and apply forecasting tools, including 
benchmarks and standard costs; will coordinate expenditure-reduction and resource- 
reallocation efforts; and will maintain the continuous monitoring and assessment of 
trends and issues that could have an impact on the Agency’s resource base. 
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In 2005—2006, CIDA will continue to simplify its business processes, including by 
streamlining and simplifying its contribution agreements to reduce the amount of time 
and money devoted to agreement preparation and monitoring by partners and Agency 
staff. The Agency will also assess the merits of outsourcing some administrative tasks, 
such as the logistical parts of some proposal calls and selection processes. In addition, 
CIDA plans to undertake a review of its contracting functions. The Agency will also 
continue to develop and refine its working tools, standards, and guidelines, such as the 
Business Process RoadMap and the new Risk and Results-based Management and 
Accountability Framework.~*

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Appendix 1: Principles of Aid Effectiveness 


The principles of effective development are best articulated in a document published in 
1996 by the OECD-DAC, Shaping the 21st Century: The Contribution of Development 
Assistance. These priorities are summarized below: 


Local ownership, which means that development strategies, if they are to be 
sustainable, must be developed by recipient countries—their government and 
people—and they must reflect their priorities, rather than the priorities of donors; 


Improved donor coordination, with recipient countries bearing the main responsibility 
for coordinating their development cooperation with other countries and institutions; 


Stronger partnerships, through the development of compacts that would identify the 
responsibilities of developing countries and their external partners, as well as those 
shared by all; 


A results-based approach, with improved monitoring and evaluation of the 
development process; and 


Greater coherence in the non-aid policies of industrialized countries that can have 
profound effects on the developing world. 


In addition to these principles, three other factors are of central importance to the 
effective use of aid investments. 


Governance provides the broad setting for development, and its quality has a profound 
effect on development success and aid effectiveness. 


Enhanced capacity—in public and private sectors—is also critical to sustainable 
development. It is necessary for developing countries to engage effectively in 
international trade and in the development of multilateral environmental agreements. 


Participatory processes, particularly those that engage civil society and the people who 
are expected to benefit, are essential to establishing clear, locally owned priorities for 
development cooperation. 
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Appendix 2: The Millennium Development Goals 


In September 2001, the countries of the world met in a special session at the UN General 
Assembly and endorsed the MDGs. Canada is a strong supporter of these goals, and our 
contributions to achieve them form the core of our development assistance program. The 
eight goals are as follows: 


Eradicate extreme poverty and hunger: Halve, between 1990 and 2015, the proportion 
of people whose income is less than one dollar a day. Halve, between 1990 and 2015, the 
proportion of people who suffer from hunger. 


Achieve universal primary education: Ensure that, by 2015, children everywhere, boys 
and girls alike, will be able to complete a full course of primary schooling. 


Promote gender equality and empower women: Eliminate gender disparity in primary 
and secondary education, preferably by 2005, and at all levels of education by 2015. 


Reduce child mortality: Reduce by two thirds, between 1990 and 2015, the mortality 
rate among children under five. 


Improve maternal health: Reduce by three quarters, between 1990 and 2015, the 
maternal mortality ratio. 


Combat HIV/AIDS, malaria and other diseases: Halt, by 2015, and begin to reverse 
the spread of HIV/AIDS. Halt, by 2015, and begin to reverse the incidence of malaria and 
other major diseases. 


Ensure environmental sustainability: Integrate the principles of sustainable 
development into country policies and programs, and reverse the loss of environmental 
resources. Halve, by 2015, the proportion of people without sustainable access to safe 
drinking water. Achieve a significant improvement in the lives of at least 100 million 
slum dwellers by 2020. 


Develop a global partnership for development: Develop further an open, rule-based, 
predictable, non-discriminatory trading and financial system. Address the special needs 
of the least-developed countries. Address the special needs of landlocked countries and 
small island developing states. Deal comprehensively with the debt problems of 
developing countries through national and international measure in order to make debt 
sustainable in the long term. In cooperation with developing countries, design and 
implement strategies to create decent and productive work for youth. In cooperation with 
pharmaceutical companies, provide access to affordable, essential drugs in developing 
countries. In cooperation with the private sector, make available the benefits of new 
technologies, especially information and communications technologies.

Part Ill - Report on Plans and Priorities 


The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. 
This request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in 
the House of Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of: 


Part I - The Government Expense Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes the key elements of 
the Main Estimates. 


Part II —- The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve 
these votes to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled 
concurrently on or before March 1. 


Part III — Departmental Expenditure Plans, which is divided into two components: 


1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency 
(excluding Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail over a three-year period on an 
organisation’s main priorities by strategic outecome(s), program activity(s) and planned/expected results, including 
links to related resource requirements. The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major 
capital projects, grants and contributions, and net program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of 
the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in 
Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents are usually tabled on or before 
March 31 and referred to committees, which may then report to the House of Commons pursuant to 
Standing Order 81(4). 


2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of results achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover 
the most recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board 
on behalf of the ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of 
the Financial Administration Act. 


Supplementary Estimates directly support an Appropriation Act. The Supplementary Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in the subsequent appropriation bill. Parliamentary approval is required to 
enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Supplementary Estimates are normally tabled twice a year, 
the first document in early November and a final document in early March. Each Supplementary Estimates document is

SECTION I—OVERVIEW 
Chairperson’s Message 


I am pleased to present the Report on Plans and Priorities (RPP) of the Canadian International Trade 
Tribunal (the Tribunal) for 2005-2006. 


One of the Tribunal’s principal objectives is to ensure that Canada’s business community has access 
to a fair and transparent process to settle trade disputes. In so doing, the Tribunal contributes to Canada’s 
competitiveness in the global trade environment. The Tribunal conducts inquiries into cases relating to 
unfair trade (i.e. dumping and subsidizing) and complaints regarding federal government procurement, and 
hears appeals from decisions of the Canada Revenue Agency (CRA) and the Canada Border Services 
Agency (CBSA). In its advisory role, the Tribunal undertakes general economic inquiries and tariff 
references for the Minister of Finance or the Governor in Council. 


The Tribunal’s workload is, for the most part, externally generated. One of the Tribunal’s main 
challenges continues to be the allocation of limited resources to an ever-increasing caseload in such a 
manner as to ensure that statutory deadlines are met and that the quality of its findings, determinations and 
recommendations is not compromised. The Tribunal must also ensure the continuity and renewal of its 
highly specialized workforce. Sufficient ttme must be provided for new staff to develop the required 
experience and competencies, which can take a number of years. 


The Tribunal has been moving ahead with a range of technological improvements, with a view to 
_ making case-related information available to parties and their counsel in real time, while still protecting 
confidential information. Other service improvements include the automation of the hearing rooms, 
electronic filing, electronic questionnaires, and greater use of the Tribunal’s Web site for external 
communications and the provision of information to the public. 


The Tribunal will also continue to improve its management practices, placing its focus on learning 
entation of the Public Service Modernization Act (PSMA). 
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Legislative Context 


The Tribunal acts as an independent, quasi-judicial, decision-making body that is accountable to 
Parliament through the Minister of Finance for administrative purposes only. The Tribunal may be 
composed of up to 9 (currently 7) full-time members, including a chairperson and two vice-chairpersons, 
and is supported by a permanent staff of 87 people, who are responsible for court registry functions, the 
research and investigation of cases, legal services to the Members and staff, and corporate services. The 
Tribunal derives its authority from the Canadian International Trade Tribunal Act (CITT Act), which 
received Royal Assent on September 13, 1988, the Special Import Measures Act (SIMA), the Customs Act 
and the Excise Tax Act. The Tribunal’s objective is to provide a fair and efficient trade remedies system to 
the Canadian public and the private sector and to offer the government, through the Tribunal’s fact-finding 
inquiries and standing reference, the best advice available so that it can formulate strategies for making the 
Canadian business sector better able to provide jobs and growth in today’s globalized commercial 
environment. 


Under the CITT Act, the Tribunal is empowered, on complaint by an interested party or as directed 
by the Government, to carry out import safeguard inquiries into rapid increases in foreign imports (including 
through special procedures for imports specifically from the People’s Republic of China [China]) and to 
formulate recommendations to the Government for dealing with them. Under SJMA, the Tribunal conducts 
inquiries into whether dumped and/or subsidized imports have injured Canadian manufacturers. Pursuant to 
the Customs Act, the Excise Tax Act and SIMA, the Tribunal is empowered to deal with appeals from 
decisions of the CRA and the CBSA on various customs and excise matters. With the implementation of the 
North American Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA), the Tribunal’s mandate was expanded to include 
reviewing bid challenges on federal government procurement matters. The Tribunal has also been 
designated as the bid challenge authority under the Agreement on Internal Trade (AIT) and the World Trade 
Organization (WTO) Agreement on Government Procurement (AGP). 


Tribunal’s Mission 


The Tribunal’s main objective is to provide the public with easy access to its services so that it can 
efficiently and effectively adjudicate, within tight statutory deadlines, the cases referred to it. In its quasi- 
judicial role, the Tribunal’s caseload is comprised of the following: 


e Unfair trade cases—inquiries under SJMA into whether dumped and/or subsidized imports have 
caused or are threatening to cause material injury to a Canadian industry; 


e Safeguard cases—inquiries into whether the rapid buildup of imports from China, or from 
around the world, is causing serious injury to a Canadian industry; 


e Appeals of decisions of the CBSA made under the Customs Act and SIMA, and decisions of the 
CRA under the Excise Tax Act; and 


e Bid challenges—inquinies into complaints by potential suppliers concerning federal 
government procurement under NAFTA, the AIT and the AGP. 


The Tribunal also plays an advisory role for the Government by conducting general economic 
inquiries and references, in particular,: 


e Safeguard cases—where the Tribunal finds serious injury to a Canadian industry, the Governor 
in Council may request it to recommend appropriate measures for dealing with the buildup of 
imports; 
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Tariff and general economic inquiries referred by the Government— inquiries and advice on 
such economic, trade and tariff issues as are referred to the Tribunal by the Governor in Council 
or the Minister of Finance; and 


Standing tariff reference referred by the Minister of Finance—investigations into requests from 
Canadian producers for tariff relief on imported textile inputs that they use in their production. 


The Tribunal obtains its operating budget through the Main Estimates process. It does not receive 
funds through grants and contributions or through cost recovery of its operational expenditures.

Benefits to Canadians 


Canadians benefit from the Tribunal through the enjoyment of: 


Access to fair and efficient processes for investigating complaints of economic injury from 
unfairly traded imports; 
Protection of Canadian businesses against unfair and injurious competition; 


Access to a fair and efficient process for investigating complaints of unfair government 
procurement decisions; 


Compliance with Canada’s obligations under the WTO, and NAFTA and other trade 
agreements; 

Reliable economic and trade analysis and advice for the Government’s policy-making function; 
and 


Ultimately, a fair and open trading system for individual Canadians and the Canadian business 
sector. 


Challenges and Risks 


Overall, the Tribunal delivers an indispensable trade adjudication service in the face of an 
increasingly heavy caseload and a complex environment. Specific challenges and risks include: 


Impact of economic factors. Rapid changes in the economic climate can lead to a deterioration 
of markets or to increased competition for the remaining business. Canadian producers can 
become increasingly sensitive to competition from foreign imports and more likely to seek 
protection against them. This may result in a larger number of inquiries in response to dumping 
and/or subsidizing complaints under SJMA. 


Prevalence of electronic communications in courts and tribunals. Increasingly, parties and 
their counsel appearing before the Tribunal expect to be able to interface with it electronically, 
as they now do with the courts and other tribunals. This includes the ability to submit 
applications and supporting documentation electronically, to access case information 
electronically and to be able to communicate with the Tribunal and the other parties 
electronically and securely. This is all the more relevant for the Tribunal, given the vast amount 
of records, files and background information associated with each case, and the fact that 
respondents to research questionnaires are often located outside Canada. Members and staff of 
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the Tribunal, as well as parties and their counsel, all need rapid access to supporting case 
information in the Tribunal’s official record. Respondents to the Tribunal’s research-oriented 
questionnaires also expect to be able to complete and file the questionnaires electronically. 
However, electronic communications raise specific issues in terms of protecting confidential 
business information. This puts ongoing pressure on the Tribunal to continue to stay abreast of 
the latest technology to be able to support efficient case management while still protecting 
confidential information. 


e Ensuring the continuity of expertise of the Tribunal. The Tribunal’s workforce is highly 
specialized, having developed its competencies through a number of years. The Tribunal is in a 
challenging period, since a number of senior and knowledgeable personnel have retired or will 
be retiring over the next few years. The learning curve for most positions is long, as there are 
few equivalents in the public service. This has required the Tribunal to put a major effort into 
training, recruitment and human resource planning. 


e Increasing caseload and complexity of cases. The Tribunal is facing its largest workload ever 
on dumping and subsidizing inquiries. Further, the workload associated with procurement 
complaints (though now stabilized) has tripled since 1994, and the complaints have become 
much more complex, requiring the Tribunal to develop specific expertise in this area. At the 
same time, as discussed further below, the Tribunal has been faced with a reduction in its 
resources. 


e Responding to unexpected surges in caseload. The Tribunal’s caseload is externally 
generated, and it has no ability to predict or affect the volume of its intake of cases. This 
challenge is further exacerbated by the fact that, for key areas of its mandate (dumping and 
subsidizing, government procurement, safeguards and government references), the Tnbunal’s 
findings and determinations are subject to tight statutory or government-mandated deadlines. 
Consequently, the Tribunal must possess sufficient human and financial resources to dispose of 
its cases in a fair and timely manner. Inasmuch as its workload is quite difficult to predict, the 
Tribunal tries, whenever possible, to maintain a funding reserve to meet unexpected financial 
requests. Risk management for the Tribunal involves establishing the nght balance in the 
allocation of limited resources to allow statutory deadlines to be met and concurrent operational 
requirements associated with the various areas of its mandate to be considered in a timely 
manner. The Tribunal also has well-established processes for shifting resources between cases 
and case teams and is constantly reviewing the allocation of resources to specific cases. Risk 
management also involves having on strength the appropriate mix of competencies to deal 
effectively with the demands of an evolving mandate. 


e Managing with fewer resources. The Tribunal has been facing the threat of reduced 
resources—this has limited its ability to manage retirements and to start rebuilding the 
workforce. Recently, the Tribunal’s resource levels were reduced by $179,000 as part of 
government-wide re-allocation measures; this represents a significant change for the Tribunal. 
The Tribunal has limited flexibility in its budget—approximately 85 percent of the Tribunal’s 
annual expenditures have been allocated to salaries and benefits, and about 75 percent of 
operating expenditures consist of non-discretionary expenditures that are required in a quasi- 
judicial organization, i.e. technology, telecommunications, translation, court reporting, printing, 
publishing, and mail and courier services. Accordingly, budget reductions have a 
disproportionate impact on training and development, the purchase of information technology 
equipment and related initiatives. With fewer resources available, the risk is that the Tribunal 
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will have less time to address the broad issues and will not be able to make needed 
improvements to procedures and guidelines, as it will be working at or close to capacity. 


Stakeholder Expectations 


The Tribunal must strive to meet the expectations of a wide range of stakeholders, including: 


e Parties—Litigants include domestic producers, exporters, importers and consumer groups. 
They typically want responsive service, timely processing of cases, information about cases and 
access to Tribunal files. 


e Counsel—Lawyers and trade consultants who represent parties want responsive service and 
access to case files, decisions and staff reports. They also expect the information to be provided 
to them by the Tribunal in hard copy and electronic format. 


e Governor in Council/Minister of Finance—As noted above, the Government occasionally 
looks to the Tribunal for reliable economic and trade analysis and advice, and relies on the 
Tribunal for the purpose of meeting Canada’s trade obligations. 


e Public—At the highest level, Canada’s business sector and its trading partners throughout the 
world can expect a fair and open trading system, and Canadians can expect a more competitive 
Canadian industry in the global trade environment, as well as competitive prices. 


e Suppliers to Federal Government and Government Institutions—Suppliers expect fair and 
impartial decisions relating to procurement complaints and recommendations to improve 
procurement practices.

- Process Cases Within Legislative Deadlines/Quality Standards 


The Tribunal’s overall priority continues to be hearing cases and making sound decisions 
expeditiously on matters that fall within its jurisdiction pursuant to acts of Parliament. This implies giving 
first priority to cases that have legislated deadlines. In doing so, the Tribunal will strive to maintain the 
quality of its findings, determinations and recommendations. This means a continuing strong focus on the 
following aspects of the Tribunal’s business: 


e Ensuring adequate staffing levels; 


e Bringing staff expertise together around each case through multi-disciplinary and cross- 
functional teams to ensure the highest level of expertise appropriate to each case; 


e Optimal scheduling and use of staff resources between investigations; 


e Implementing ongoing process improvements, and updates to practice rules, notes and 
guidelines; 

e Implementing ngorous quality control mechanisms through internal peer review approvals, 
editing of research reports and evaluations at the end of cases; and 


e Exercising a strong discipline of case management and tracking to ensure compliance with 
deadlines. 


The level of satisfaction of stakeholders with the Tribunal’s procedures and guidelines entails a 
number of considerations, for example, the response time with regard to requests for information, the 
effectiveness of the Tribunal’s procedures, and the overall efficiency of the adjudication process. Some 
years ago, at the request of the Commodity Tax Committee of the Canadian Bar Association (CBA), the 
Tribunal established a Bench and Bar Committee (the Committee). The Committee serves as a forum to 
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discuss procedural issues of common interest. It is composed of lawyers nominated by the CBA and lawyers 
of the Department of Justice, and trade consultants invited by the Tribunal. Meetings of the Committee 
provide an opportunity for participants to present their views and concerns about the Tribunal’s processes 
and procedures and any proposed changes. The Committee typically holds one meeting during the fiscal 
year. 


The Tribunal also seeks the views of stakeholders on new procedures prior to their implementation 
as guidelines or practice notices. The process is typically to issue the guideline in draft form, to solicit and 
receive comments from interested parties, and then to discuss the matter with the Committee. These 
consultative mechanisms allow the Tribunal to remain accessible to various groups of litigants and to take 
advantage of their points of view on procedures and processes. 


- Improve Service Through Technology 


The Tribunal will continue to dedicate significant efforts to improve the delivery of services to 
parties and their counsel by leveraging information technology for better, faster and more efficient service. 
For a number of years, the Tribunal has undertaken initiatives to improve electronic access to information. 
This focus will continue over the next fiscal year, through a number of projects: 


e Continue ongoing technology improvements. The Tribunal has maintained a focus on - 
automating and integrating all the information around a case, with the objective of providing 
full electronic filing once confidentiality and legal issues have been resolved. The Tribunal has 
implemented an application that allows for the electronic compilation of the administrative 
record in dumping and subsidizing inquiries. The Tribunal has extended the use of the 
application to the hearing portion of its proceedings, in order to better manage the hearing time 
available to the Tribunal, proceed more rapidly and efficiently throughout the hearing and allow 
the parties to participate more efficiently in a proceeding. The focus over the next fiscal year 
will be on providing improved access to case management information by remote parties and 
leveraging technology to facilitate the collection of information (e.g. increased use of electronic 
questionnaires to collect and compile industry information). 


e Implement electronic life cycle management of case files. The Tribunal has obtained 
Government On-Line funds of $136,000 ($68,000 in 2004-2005 and $68,000 in 2005-2006) to 
apply the Policy on the Management of Government Information to SIMA case files in 
partnership with the CBSA and the Library and Archives of Canada. A project is under way to 
develop the requirements and plan for the electronic life cycle management of SIMA case files 
(as a single file), using electronic document management systems to provide the parties with 
information sharing, controlled and secure electronic access, protection of confidential 
information, tracking and document search capabilities. Tasks will include identifying 
requirements for the electronic life cycle management of SIMA case files, developing a plan for 
the implementation of a document management system, identifying improvement 
opportunities, and developing a methodology for managing case files from a business and 
archival perspective. The methodology and lessons learned will be shared with other 
departments. 


e Improve scope of information available to the public. The Tribunal will continue to provide 
public accessibility to information, including services to the public in both official languages, 
information regarding the Tribunal’s mandate and procedures, over-the-counter services, 
written and oral communications with the public and the efficient processing of documents 
relevant to eventual proceedings before the Tribunal. 
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Continue to improve communications through its Web site. The Tribunal will continue to 
investigate initiatives relating to the strategic use of its Web site to communicate with various 
groups of stakeholders and the public and to ensure that stakeholders have a clear understanding 
of its jurisdiction. For example, the Web site is used to communicate and distribute documents, 
thus significantly enhancing the quality of services to those participating or interested in the 
Tribunal’s cases. The Web site allows its users to register, free of charge, for a subscriber alert 
service that informs them when new documents are posted; potential suppliers to download a 
procurement complaint form or interested parties to download and complete electronic versions 
of Tribunal questionnaires. A repository of all documents produced by the Tribunal allows for 
research into past decisions. 


Improve Management Practices 


The Tribunal is continuing to improve its management practices, building on the results of the 
capacity assessment of the Tribunal’s management practices completed in 2003-2004 and the subsequent 
action plan developed in 2004-2005, while recognizing that the improvements will be made over a number 
of years and are at the mercy of Tribunal resource levels. Specific priorities for the upcoming fiscal year 


include: 


Implement human resources (HR) continuity plans. Maintaining continuity in the 
Tribunal’s corporate knowledge amongst staff will require a sustained focus on training, 
recruitment, and HR and succession planning. Documentation on procedures, practice notes 
and guidelines must be kept up to date. Continuity plans need to be developed for key positions. 
The Tribunal will continue to assess its recruitment approaches and strategies (e.g. developing a 
pool of commercial officer development positions) and consider the best approach for 
transferring Tribunal values and corporate knowledge to new staff. 


Implement a learning strategy. The Tribunal will maintain a strong focus on learning, for 
both new and existing staff. The Tribunal will continue to develop in-house training programs, 
building on strong in-house traditions to foster in-house training seminars and guides, create 
position papers on special topics and share lessons learned by staff and Members. 


Implement the PSMA. The PSMA is bringing about changes in the way the federal public 
service hires and manages its employees. As is the case for other agencies, the Tnbunal will 
need to align its HR practices to the requirements of the PSMA. More specifically, this will 
include: assessing readiness; training managers and HR staff in the provisions of the PSMA; 
conducting awareness sessions for employees; implementing mandatory labour relations 
mechanisms, such as labour management consultation committees and conflict management 
systems; and implementing new processes and policies for staffing. Given its size, the Tribunal 
has limited capacity in HR; accordingly, the implementation of the PSMA will pose significant 
challenges to the Tribunal. 


Implement an internal audit program. In accordance with Treasury Board Secretariat’s 
policy on internal audit, the Tribunal finalized, in 2003-2004, its policy on internal audit and its 
risk-based internal audit plan. It will carry out, in 2005-2006, the internal audit of the financial 
function. 


Integration of corporate systems. The Tribunal has initiated a project whose objective is to 
integrate the Tribunal’s financial systems. Financial data were being captured in three separate 
systems. Procurement and salary information has now been integrated into the GX financial 
system. The focus during 2005-2006 will be on the integration of asset information into the GX 
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financial system, thereby reducing the requirement for duplicate entries, ensuring better data 
integrity and providing timely information to managers. 
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SECTION II—RESULTS AND PERFORMANCE TARGETS (BY ACTIVITY) 
Overall Logic Model and Performance Indicators 


The Tribunal has a single strategic outcome: 


Fair, timely and effective disposition of international trade cases and government-mandated 
inquiries in various areas of the Tribunal’s jurisdiction. 


The result to be achieved in support of this strategic outcome is that the Tribunal’s decisions and 
recommendations are fair and impartial (and are viewed so by stakeholders) and published in a timely way 
(in terms of quality and meeting statutory and internal deadlines). 


The Tribunal has two activities that contribute to the above result. These are: adjudication of trade 
cases (quasi-judicial role); and general economic inquiries and references (advisory role). The relationship 
between the activities, result and strategic outcome, as well as the performance indicators associated with 
this result, is summarized in the chart below.

Described below, for both program activities, are the performance objectives that the Tribunal is 
striving to achieve and the manner in which the Tribunal’s plans and priorities discussed earlier support 
these performance objectives. The performance objectives vary somewhat in application depending on the 
nature of the activity, i.e. whether it is the adjudication of trade cases, or general economic inquiries and 
references. 


Activity #1—Adjudication of Trade Cases 


The adjudication of trade cases is a quasi-judicial activity that includes unfair trade cases, appeals 
from decisions of the CBSA and the CRA and bid challenges relating to federal government procurement. 
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Financial Resources ($ thousands) 


Result: Tribunal decisions are fair and impartial and published in a timely way. 


This result is the ongoing primary concern of the Tribunal. Key performance objectives include: 


e Decisions are published within statutory and internal deadlines. The Tribunal’s decisions 
regarding dumping and/or subsidizing and procurement complaints are subject to statutory 
deadlines. The Tribunal’s first priority is therefore to ensure that these decisions are fair and 
impartial and issued within these deadlines. The Tribunal has implemented strong case 
management controls to ensure that it is able to meet these deadlines and does extensive 
tracking of the status of cases to ensure close adherence to prescribed deadlines. Detailed 
reports exist on the status of cases. 


There is no statutory deadline imposed for the decisions on appeals of the CBSA and the CRA 
decisions. However, the Tribunal has adopted an informal, voluntary standard of publishing 
such decisions within 120 days of the hearing of an appeal. Tribunal management closely 
monitors these files to ensure that, to the greatest extent possible, the Tribunal adheres to this 
standard. 


e A high proportion of Tribunal decisions are upheld by national and international appeal 
bodies. An indicator of the soundness of Tribunal decisions is the number of decisions that are 
upheld. The Tribunal’s decisions on dumping and subsidizing matters may be reviewed by the 
Federal Court of Appeal or a binational panel under NAFTA in the case of a decision affecting 
U.S. and/or Mexican goods. WTO member states whose goods are affected by a Tribunal 
decision may also initiate dispute settlement proceedings under the WTO Understanding on 
Rules and Procedures Governing the Settlement of Disputes, if they believe that the Tribunal’s 
procedures violated the WTO Agreement on Implementation of Article VI of the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 1994. The Tribunal’s decisions on appeals may be appealed to 
the Federal Court of Appeal or, in the case of the Excise Tax Act, the Federal Court. The 
Tribunal monitors whether its decisions have been the subject of applications for judicial review 
or appeals before these bodies. It determines, based on the issues raised in these applications, 
whether it will seek intervener status before the Federal Court of Appeal. It is automatically a 
party in any binational panel review under NAFTA. 


e Feedback on whether the Tribunal’s processes are transparent and accessible and meet 
international obligations. The WTO publishes comments every two years, through its Trade 
Policy Review Mechanism, on whether Canada and the Tribunal have fostered a fair and open 
trading system that is transparent and accessible and meets international obligations. 
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Activity #2—General Economic Inquiries and References 


General economic inquiries and references are advisory activities of the Tribunal. These include 
safeguard inquiries, general economic inquiries referred by the Government and tariff references referred by 
the Minister of Finance. 


Financial Resources ($ thousands) 


Result: Recommendations are fair and impartial and published in a timely way. 


Key performance objectives are similar to those outlined above and include: 


Decisions are published within statutory or government-mandated deadlines. The 
Tribunal’s decisions regarding tariff references and economic and safeguard inquiries are 
subject to government-mandated deadlines. The Tribunal has implemented strong case 
management controls to ensure that it is able to meet these deadlines and does extensive 
tracking of the status of cases. 


There is no statutory or government-mandated deadline imposed for tariff recommendations 
pursuant to the standing textile tariff reference. However, the Tribunal has established voluntary 
internal deadlines for the disposition of cases under the Minister of Finance’s standing reference 
on textiles. 


Tribunal determinations and recommendations are upheld by national and international 
appeal bodies. An indicator of the soundness of Tribunal determinations and recommendations 
is the number of determinations that were appealed and upheld, i.e. whether applications are 
dismissed or discontinued by appeal bodies. 


Tribunal recommendations meet the business requirements of the Government. That is, 
the extent to which the Government implements the recommendations of the inquiries and 
references. Recommendations are typically implemented through changes to tariffs. For 
example, the Tribunal monitors the extent to which the Government decides to implement the 
Tribunal’s recommendations in the case of the standing reference on textiles.

The Tribunal is an independent, investigative and quasi-judicial decision-making body that reports 
to Parliament through the Minister of Finance. 


Under the CITT Act, the Tribunal may be composed of up to nine full-time members, including a 
chairperson and two vice-chairpersons, who are appointed by the Governor in Council for a term of up to 
five years. The Chairperson is the Chief Executive Officer responsible for the assignment of cases to the 
Members and for the management of the Tribunal’s workload and resources. 


Its principal officers 
are: 


e the Secretary, responsible for relations with the public, the court registry functions of the 
Tribunal and relations with other government departments and other governments;

potential suppliers concerning any aspect of the procurement process and other fact finding 
required for Tribunal inquiries;

management, financial management, information technology, materiel management, 
accommodation and administrative services, and for relationships with the central agencies on 
all matters relating to administrative policy and procedure.

Part Ill - Report on Plans and Priorities 


The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. 
This request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in 
the House of Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of: 


Part I - The Government Expense Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes the key elements of 
the Main Estimates. 


Part II — The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve 
these votes to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled 
concurrently on or before March 1. 


Part II] — Departmental Expenditure Plans, which is divided into two components: 


1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency 
(excluding Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail over a three-year period on an 
organisation’s main priorities by strategic outcome(s), program activity(s) and planned/expected results, including 
links to related resource requirements. The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major 
capital projects, grants and contributions, and net program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of 
the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in 
Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents are usually tabled on or before 
March 31 and referred to committees, which may then report to the House of Commons pursuant to 
Standing Order 81(4). 


2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of results achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover 
the most recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board 
on behalf of the ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of 
the Financial Administration Act. 


Supplementary Estimates directly support an Appropriation Act. The Supplementary Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in the subsequent appropriation bill. Parliamentary approval is required to 
enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Supplementary Estimates are normally tabled twice a year, 
the first document in early November and a final document in early March. Each Supplementary Estimates document is 
identified alphabetically A, B, C, etc. Under special circumstances, more than two Supplementary Estimates documents 
can be published in any given year. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments 
achieved in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for 

the allocation and management of public funds.

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Message from the President and Chief Executive Officer 


It is my pleasure to submit to Parliament, the Canadian Nuclear Safety 
Commission’s Report on the Plans and Priorities for the years 2005- 
2008. This report represents a milestone for the Canadian Nuclear 
Safety Commission (CNSC) as it incorporates an integrated planning 
framework to guide our programs and activities in future years. In fact, 
the three year planning horizon in this report is actually significantly 
shorter than the horizon required by the CNSC to respond to the 
demands of regulatory oversight of the changing nuclear industry in 
Canada. 


The mission of the CNSC is to regulate the use of nuclear energy and 
materials to protect health, safety, security and the environment and to 
respect Canada's international commitments on the peaceful use of 
nuclear energy. The importance of this mission has become even more 
important as the nuclear industry in Canada stands on the verge of 
rapid expansion. From the nuclear power reactors that produce electricity, to the mining and refining 
industry that produces uranium products, through to waste management facilities that handle all levels 
of radioactive waste, and to the health uses of radioactive sources, including cancer clinics, there is 
unprecedented demand across virtually all sectors of the Canadian nuclear industry for regulatory 
decision and oversight. At the same time, the CNSC is reinforcing its regulatory activities to respond to 
growing international concerns about nuclear proliferation and to assist in the implementation of 
Canada’s steadfast commitment to the peaceful uses of nuclear energy and materials. 


The first priority of the CNSC is to deliver an effective regulatory regime. This report reflects our 
plans, through an associated logic model, to address this priority. In each of the activity areas, this 
document outlines specific areas where we intend to allocate resources to achieve an effective and 
efficient approach to regulation. Among current federal government priorities is Smart Regulation. 
The CNSC has assessed itself against the recommendations of the External Advisory Committee on 
Smart Regulation and we believe that we demonstrate good practices against this priority. The CNSC 
has also subscribed to the National Quality Institute Model for Public Service Excellence which will 
provide us with the framework to work towards excellence in regulatory oversight. 


As a federal agency, the CNSC wishes to demonstrate its commitment to transparent accountability in 
its management of resources. We have been working under the requirements for reporting on our 
Management Accountability Framework (MAF), including commitments to good governance and 
principles of modern management. Our plans in this report also include a renewed commitment to 
internal audit and a new values and ethics strategy. 


As I enter the fifth year of my presidency, I foresee a vigorous and challenging agenda for the CNSC. 
In undertaking to become one of the best nuclear regulators in the world, the CNSC made a 
commitment that our country, with respect to nuclear energy, will be healthy, safe and secure. To this 
end, I can assure Parliament and Canadians of the presence of a strong independent and effective 
regulator of nuclear safety.

Raison d’Etre 


Mandate 


Under legislation enacted by Parliament, policies and international commitments of the federal 
government, the CNSC: 


e regulates the development, production and use of nuclear energy in Canada; 


e regulates the production, possession, use and transport of nuclear substances, and the 
production, possession and use of prescribed equipment and prescribed information; 


e implements measures respecting international control of the development, production, 
transport and use of nuclear energy and nuclear substances, including measures respecting 
the non-proliferation of nuclear weapons and nuclear explosive devices; and 


e disseminates scientific, technical and regulatory information concerning the activities of 
the CNSC and the effects on the environment and on the health and safety of persons, of 
the development, production, possession, transport and use of nuclear substances. 


Mission 


The CNSC’s mission is to regulate the use of nuclear energy and materials to protect health, 
safety, security, and the environment and to respect Canada’s international commitments on the 
eaceful use of nuclear energy. 


Vision 


To realize its vision, the CNSC is committed to: 


the effectiveness of its regulatory regime; 
operating with a high level of transparency; 
attracting and retaining excellent staff; and 
efficiency. 


Participation in domestic and international regulatory fora, benchmarking our activities against 
other regulators and sharing best practices, provides the organization with a global context in 
which to assess the achievement of this vision. 


Regulatory Policy 


The CNSC’s Regulatory Policy states that those persons and organizations that are subject to the 
Nuclear Safety and Control Act (NSCA) and regulations are directly responsible for managing 
regulated activities in a manner that protects health, safety, security, and the environment, while 
respecting Canada’s international obligations. The CNSC is responsible to the public, through 
Parliament, for assuring that these responsibilities are properly discharged. 


Program Delivery 


The CNSC is a departmental corporation under Schedule II of the Financial Administration Act 
and a separate employer under the authority of the Public Service Staff Relations Act. It is both an 
independent quasi-judicial administrative tribunal and a national regulatory agency responsible for 
establishing policies on matters relating to the health, safety, security and the environment; making 
licensing decisions based on laws and regulations; conducting compliance and enforcement 
activities; as well as meeting international obligations. The CNSC reports to Parliament through 
the Minister of Natural Resources. This independence is critical in order to ensure that the CNSC 
is able to maintain an arm’s length relationship with government when making legally binding 
regulatory decisions. The CNSC is not an advocate of nuclear science or technology. Rather, its 
mandate and responsibility is to regulate users of nuclear energy or materials to ensure their 
operations will not pose unreasonable risks to Canadians. Canadians are the sole clients of the 
CNSC. 


Smart Regulation principles, highlighted in the October 2004 Speech from the Throne, are 
fundamental to the way the CNSC manages its business. The CNSC’s regulatory effectiveness is 
dependent upon extensive consultation and collaboration with stakeholders, including licensees, to 
ensure that the desired results are clearly understood and accepted to the degree possible by those 
concerned. 


The CNSC’s operations are funded through an annual appropriation from Parliament. Most costs 
incurred for the CNSC’s regulatory activities are recovered from licensees under the Canadian 
Nuclear Safety Commission Cost Recovery Program as per the Treasury Board Cost Recovery and 
Charging Policy (1997), which states that fees are charged for CNSC activities that provide 
tangible benefits to licensees. Some licensees are exempt from paying fees, such as hospitals and 
universities which represent approximately 10 percent of total CNSC operational costs. The CNSC 
recovers approximately 70 percent of its total cost of operations. The revenue collected is 
deposited to the Consolidated Revenue Fund and is not available directly for use by the CNSC. 


Fees are not chargeable for activities that result from CNSC obligations that do not provide a direct 
benefit to identifiable licensees. This includes activities with respect to Canada’s international 
obligations, including the non-proliferation of nuclear weapons, public responsibilities such as 
emergency preparedness and public information programs, and maintenance of the NSCA and its 
supporting regulations. This work amounts to approximately 20 percent of the CNSC’s program 
costs. 


The CNSC also administers the Nuclear Liability Act, including designating nuclear installations 
and prescribing basic insurance to be carried by the operations of such nuclear installations, as well 
as the administration of supplementary insurance coverage premiums for these installations. The 


CNSC receives premiums paid by the operators of nuclear installations for the supplementary 
insurance coverage and credits these to the Nuclear Liability Reinsurance Account in the 
Consolidated Revenue Fund. 


The CNSC’s workload is largely driven by the level of demand for licensing and oversight and by 
the nature of Canada’s international commitments. When its workload increases, the CNSC applies 
to Treasury Board for either permission to increase its cost recoverable expenditures and related 
fee revenues accordingly or receive new program funding. The CNSC expects its workload to 
increase substantially in most areas of its responsibility during the 2005 to 2008 time period and 
will be seeking the funds required to fulfil its mandate. 


In 2005-2006, the CNSC’s planned expenditures will be approximately $71 million and expected 
fees will be approximately $52.4 million. 


The CNSC and Results for Canadians 


The CNSC is a key contributor to the Government of Canada’s Performance. The Treasury Board 
of Canada’s annual report, Canada’s Performance 2004, provides a government-wide view of 
results in key areas of federal responsibility as follows: 


e Health of Canadians . e Society, culture and democracy 
e Canadian environment e Aboriginal people 
e Canada’s place in the world e Canada’s economy 


The CNSC contributes directly to assuring the Health of Canadians, the Protection of the 
Environment and the Protection of Canadian society from potentially harmful effects of nuclear 
materials, substances and processes. 


The CNSC also plays a significant role in bringing Canada’s expertise and perspective to the 
world. This includes safeguards related activities with the International Atomic Energy Agency 
(IAEA) to verify that nuclear energy and nuclear material are used solely for peaceful purposes. 
The CNSC works closely with multilateral nuclear export control organizations and bilateral 
partners to assure that Canada’s nuclear exports are not misused. This international role also 
includes the development and advancement of international standards on nuclear safety, radiation 
protection, waste management, transportation and security. As a well-established, independent, 
world-class regulator covering the full nuclear cycle, the CNSC’s expertise is sought regularly by 
countries throughout the world. 


The CNSC is the Canadian lead on many international Conventions and serves as the focal point to 
prepare, deliver and monitor Canadian compliance with these undertakings. Important conventions 
such as the Convention on Nuclear Safety, the Joint Convention on the Safety of Spent Fuel 
Management and on the Safety of Radioactive Waste Management and the Convention on the 
Physical Protection of Nuclear Material will require review reports in this planning period. 


CNSC Priorities 


The CNSC’s ultimate or strategic outcome is the long-term difference it makes to Canadians. 


Safe and secure nuclear installations and processes solely for peaceful purposes; and 
public confidence in the nuclear regulatory regime’s effectiveness. 


The CNSC uses an established strategic framework, based on a logic model (Section III, Figure 2) 
for developing its plans and priorities. The model includes intermediate as well as immediate 
outcomes. The strategic outcome is not entirely within the CNSC’s control nor is it the CNSC’s 
sole responsibility. The level of direct impact resulting from the CNSC’s activities is greatest on 
the immediate outcomes. 


The five immediate outcomes which represent the CNSC’s five strategic priorities are: 


1. Aclear and pragmatic regulatory framework 

2. Individuals and organizations that operate safely and conform to safeguards and non- 
proliferation requirements 

3. High levels of compliance with the regulatory framework 

4. CNSC cooperates and integrates its activities in national/international nuclear fora 

5. Stakeholders’ understanding of the regulatory program 


Underlying the CNSC’s strategic framework is its management and enabling infrastructure. This 
infrastructure consists of management, human resources, finance, information services and 
infrastructure processes and programs that enable the CNSC to perform the activities required and 
to meet the requirements of good governance with a high level of accountability. 


This CNSC strategic framework is consistent with the CNSC Program Activity Architecture that 
complies with the Treasury Board’s common reporting approach.

Strategic Challenges and Risks 


In 2004, the CNSC conducted a comprehensive environmental scan to identify pressures and risks 
that the CNSC will have to address over the course of the next 10 years. Licensees contributed to 
this scan. The scan revealed that the future will involve substantial initiatives and changes in the 
Canadian nuclear industry (particularly concerning nuclear power plants), changes in requirements 
for our safeguards program as well as changing expectations of government oversight and 
Canadians. 


Looking broadly, governments and industry are faced with a number of decisions across the 
nuclear cycle: whether to invest in nuclear power to meet projected electricity demands; choices 
regarding reactor technology; the exploitation of domestic uranium resources; the management of 
nuclear waste; the use of nuclear technologies to promote the health of Canadians; and 
international and national concerns regarding the security of nuclear materials and nuclear 
substances. 


The size and complexity of the anticipated changes will have a significant impact on the level and 
types of activity that the CNSC will need to undertake in order to continue to provide assurance 
that Canada has safe and secure nuclear installations and processes. 


The following are the CNSC’s key strategic risk areas and some of the associated risks. This work 
is evolving into a corporate level integrated risk management framework and process. 


| 1. Aging of Nuclear Facilities 


| The most pressing decision facing the nuclear power industry is the refurbishment of Canada’s 
existing fleet of 22 nuclear reactors. Operators are currently considering the technical feasibility 
and economic viability of refurbishment, and the CNSC expects decisions to be made on these 
facilities starting in 2005. The alternatives would be to extend their operating lives through 
aging-management programs, or to move to shutdown and decommissioning. 
2. New Reactors 

There are prospects for new reactors in Ontario arising from increased electricity demands 
associated with economic growth and from plans on the part of the Ontario government to shut 
down coal-fired power plants. Any new nuclear power plants would be the first to be built in 
Canada in over 20 years, and significant effort on the part of the CNSC would be needed to 

| regulate the construction and operation of these new facilities. 
| New reactor designs would pose additional challenges to the CNSC. The introduction of 
Generation III reactor designs, whether they be Atomic Energy of Canada Limited’s Advanced 
CANDU Reactor (ACR), Advanced Pressurized Water Reactor (PWR) or Boiling Water 
Reactor (BWR) designs, will require extensive technical review before the Commission can hear 
any application to license the construction and operation of such a reactor. 
4. Expansion at Uranium Mines, Refineries and Processing Facilities 
Production at existing uranium mines and mills is expected to be accelerated and new mines 
could be developed to meet world-wide uranium demands. Uranium conversion facilities, 
refineries and fuel fabrication facilities could also expand to accommodate the increases in fuel 
supply needed to support a larger fleet of reactors. New processing facilities may be needed to 
handle alternative fuel fabrications for new reactor designs.

| Within the next few years, the CNSC may be asked to license the first permanent radioactive 

| waste disposal site in Canada, near Kincardine, Ontario. This facility will provide a permanent 
| deep geologic repository for low- and medium-level radioactive waste currently stored above 

| ground at Ontario Power Generation’s Western Waste Management Facility. In addition, the 

| Port Hope Area Initiative to move contaminated soil from the communities of Port Hope, 

| Welcome and Port Granby into storage in engineered mounds, is currently undergoing an 
environmental assessment, to be followed by a licensing review. The design, construction and 
| operation of these facilities will require significant CNSC oversight. 
| 6. Long-Term Nuclear Waste Management 
| The long-term management of nuclear fuel waste will need to be addressed by all stakeholders. 
| The Nuclear Waste Management Organization (NWMO) will file its report and 

| recommendations on the long-term management of spent fuel with the Minister of Natural 
Resources by mid-November 2005. The CNSC may be requested to comment on the regulatory 
| implications of any proposals, and will be responsible for regulating any facilities designed and 
| constructed for spent fuel storage or disposal. Other waste management projects, such as the 

| of historic sites, will also require regulatory oversight by the CNSC. 


| 7. Research Facilities 


| Atomic Energy of Canada Limited’s National Research Universal (NRU) reactor will either 
require refurbishment or replacement and decommissioning. Outstanding issues with regards to_ | 
| the NRU’s replacement — the MAPLE reactors, designed to produce radioisotopes for industrial | 
| and medical applications — will need to be addressed. | 
| 8. Significant Growth in Nuclear Medicine 
| There will be significant growth in the use of nuclear medicine, from cancer treatments to | 
| diagnostic procedures, partly in response to an aging population, but also in response to 
| governments’ commitments to reduce wait times for these procedures. Specifically, therapy | 
| treatment centres (Class II facilities) are forecasted to increase an average of 15 percent per year | 
in each year of this plan. In addition to licensing and compliance activities associated with the | 
| construction and operation of new cancer treatment facilities, the CNSC needs to license the 
| refurbishment of existing cancer treatment facilities. Increased effort on compliance will be 
| needed to ensure that the growing number of licensees authorized to use nuclear substances and 
| devices are meeting their regulatory requirements. | 
| 9. Increased Scrutiny of International Trade and IAEA Safeguards Requirements | 
[ On the international scene, recent activities on the part of some States to acquire or develop | 
nuclear weapons, and revelations of sophisticated covert illegal procurement networks have 
highlighted the need for: 

e strengthened international safeguards resulting in expanded safeguards activities and 

nuclear export controls in Canada; and 
e increased scrutiny of international trade in nuclear-related dual-use materials equipment 
and technology. 

The CNSC expects the IAEA to draw a broader safeguards conclusion for Canada. This will 
require the CNSC to move towards significantly enhancing its role in implementing safeguards 
at Canadian nuclear facilities. 


| It is expected that national security and emergency preparedness will remain government 
| priorities. The CNSC will need to continuously verify, through its regulatory compliance 
program, that licensees maintain the enhanced physical security measures that have been 

implemented since September 2001. These measures reduce the risk of theft and sabotage at 

| nuclear facilities and ensure the security of high-risk sealed sources. The CNSC is working 

| closely with officials in other agencies in Canada, the United States and internationally to be an 
effective partner in the world-wide nuclear security network. The CNSC will also need to work 

| closely with other federal, provincial and municipal government departments and agencies, as 


| well as industry, to strengthen the nuclear emergency management network. 


The CNSC expects heightened public interest in nuclear matters as governments and licensees 
make decisions related to nuclear power plant refurbishment, investments in new nuclear plants, 
and waste management. The CNSC will need to ensure that adequate information is available to 
the public and that transparency in decision making is evident. 


The CNSC’s regulatory capacities and framework must remain up-to-date and consistent with 


international best practices, through advanced training of the CNSC’s regulatory staff, including 
international training; regular and substantive participation in international fora; and staff 


Ao. 


exchanges. The CNSC must also invest in on-line regulatory processes to ensure communications 
with stakeholders is as effective and efficient as possible. 


One of the CNSC’s critical challenges will be to ensure it has an adequate number of staff, with 
the appropriate mix of scientific, technical and other professional knowledge and skills, to meet 
these challenges while continuing to ensure that existing licensing and compliance activities are 
carried out. With the expected increase in industry demand for these skilled resources, the CNSC 
will be increasingly challenged to attract and retain the requisite expertise to achieve its mandate 
in a timely manner. 


The CNSC has identified a number of significant potential risks that will require additional 
resources in order to ensure the health and safety of Canadians, the protection of the 
environment, the peaceful use of nuclear substances, material and technology and overall public 
_ confidence in the nuclear regulatory system. 


Planning Assumptions 


The strategic plan for 2005-2006 to 2007-2008 is based on a number of planning assumptions. 
As changes in the CNSC’s operating environment occur, these assumptions are reviewed and the 
plans are adjusted accordingly. The planning assumptions are as follows: 


1. Although resource levels are currently fixed at the 2005-2006 level, additional resources 
will be requested for increased cost recoverable regulatory work. Additional resources 
will also be requested for increased non-cost recoverable regulatory work related to fee 
exempt licensees e.g. health clinics; and for increased efforts required to fulfil 
international commitments made by the Government of Canada. 

2. No changes in the structure of the cost recovery program with respect to exemptions from 
fees and with respect to activities related to international obligations. 

3. The Commission Tribunal structure and functions remain as currently established, and 
the number of hearings is at current levels. 

4. Resources allocated to infrastructure activities related to human resource management, 
information technology, finance and administration, and communications remain at 
2004-2005 levels. 

5. The delivery of changes to align the CNSC with Smart Regulation continues at the 
current level of 10 percent of total spending. 

6. The CNSC is able to attract and retain knowledgeable and skilled staff and is able to 
absorb the impact of losing knowledge through retirement. This assumes that the existing 
compensation levels are adequate to meet this requirement. 

7. Security policy and requirements internationally and nationally remain the same. 


A detailed and comprehensive review of operational plans for the 2005-2006 fiscal year based on 
the previously-mentioned environmental scan indicates that the current resource levels are 
insufficient to meet the demands on the CNSC. In light of this analysis, the CNSC will be 
requesting additional resources to address increased demands. Any approved increases in 
appropriation will be significantly offset by increased revenues from fees, as provided by the 
cost recovery regime. 
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The CNSC’s Strategic Plan 2005-2008 


During the planning process, the CNSC assesses its operating environment and the issues and 
risks affecting the achievement of its outcomes. The following plan reflects the strategic 
priorities that need to be addressed, the range of activities to be undertaken and the respective 
resource implications for each of CNSC’s immediate outcomes discussed in the CNSC Logic 
Model (Section II, Figure 2). 


1. Aclear and pragmatic regulatory framework 


The CNSC has budgeted approximately $7.8 million and 45 FTEs of its 2005-2006 budget to 
fund activities related to this outcome. 


The CNSC’s regulatory framework is composed of: 


1. The Nuclear Safety and Control Act (NSCA), regulations and regulatory 
documents 

2. The Safeguards Agreement and Additional Protocol between Canada and the 
International Atomic Energy Agency (IAEA); and Canada’s bilateral Nuclear 
Cooperation Agreements 

3. The Canadian Environmental Assessment Act (CEAA) 


The cornerstone of the CNSC’s regulatory framework is the NSCA, which was passed into law 
in 2000. This legislation is comprehensive and world class. 


The Government of Canada has entered into bilateral agreements with the [AEA on nuclear 
safeguards verification and with numerous countries on nuclear non-proliferation frameworks for 
nuclear trade. The CNSC is the national authority on these matters. The Government of Canada 
has also made multilateral commitments through treaties, conventions and arrangements on 
transportation, nuclear export controls, physical protection, power reactor safety as well as spent 
fuel and radioactive waste management safety. The CNSC, as the competent technical authority, 
collaborates with Foreign Affairs Canada (FAC) in the negotiation and implementation of 
multilateral nuclear treaties, conventions and arrangements as well as bilateral nuclear 
cooperation agreements with nuclear trading partners. Under the NSCA, the CNSC is mandated 
to implement Canada’s bilateral and multilateral commitments on the peaceful use of nuclear 
energy in each of these areas. 


The CEAA requires all federal departments and agencies to ensure that an environmental 
assessment is conducted for projects for which they have a specified decision-making authority. 
In the CNSC context, environmental assessments are required when the CNSC, pursuant to 
certain subsections of the NSCA, issues or amends a licence or grants an approval under a 
licence for the purpose of enabling a project to proceed. 


With respect to protecting the environment, both the CNSC (under NSCA) and Environment 
Canada (under the Canadian Environmental Protection Act) have the mandate to prevent or 
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control the amount of uranium and uranium compounds released to the environment from 
uranium mines and mills. Under an agreement between these parties, the CNSC has been 
designated primary responsibility to ensure that preventive or control measures are developed 
and implemented in a manner that is consistent with and comparable to the Canadian 
Environmental Protection Act. 


The CNSC has the following five priorities to achieve a clear and pragmatic regulatory 
framework over the planning period: 


1. A Nuclear Safety and Control Act (NSCA) which incorporates adequate powers to 
protect health and safety, security, the environment and to respect Canada’s 
international commitments on the peaceful use of nuclear energy 

2. Regulatory strategies and regulations that are effective, aligned with national 
regulatory policies, consistent with Smart Regulation principles, and incorporate 
international recommendations where appropriate 

3. An integrated and consistent set of regulatory documents (Policies, Standards, and 
Guides) that clarify regulatory requirements and expectations 

4. A modernized safeguards framework for Canada, including safeguards regulations, 
standards and guides as well as an enhanced CNSC role in safeguards implementation 

5. Contribute to any changes to the Canadian Environmental Assessment Act (CEAA) 


Each priority has plans that are either to be completed in a specific timeframe (indicated by a 
line) or are in the nature of ongoing work (indicated as an arrow). These plans are detailed in 
the following tables:

There is no statutory review period for the NSCA and the Commission has no plans to request 
such a review by the government in the period of this plan. However, in line with good 
governance, the CNSC continuously monitors the NSCA to ensure that it provides a sufficiently 
vigorous mandate, regulation-making powers and the administrative tools required to achieve the 
CNSC’s outcomes. If it becomes clear that the NSCA fails to meet these expectations, the CNSC 
will recommend to the Minister of Natural Resources, that changes to the NSCA be 
implemented.

The CNSC has completed a risk-informed review of existing and potential new regulations and 
will focus on amendments to those regulations of greatest benefit to protecting health and safety, 
security and the environment and to respecting Canada’s international commitments on the non- 
proliferation of nuclear weapons. Consistent with the Government of Canada’s Regulatory 
Policy, the development and amendment of regulations will be performance-based and, where 
practical, in line with international recommendations on nuclear regulations. This approach, 
which is consistent with the principles of Smart Regulation, is risk-informed and includes broad 
consultation. 


Heightened concerns on the part of the international community, including the IAEA, regarding 
the scope and possible intent of nuclear programs in a number of other countries, has lead to 
further strengthening of the international nuclear non-proliferation regime. This will have 
implications for the CNSC’s regulatory framework. 


In addition, recommendations from international bodies such as the International Commission on 
Radiological Protection (ICRP) and the IAEA can be expected to exert pressure on the CNSC to 
remain in conformity with the international community on regulations affecting the nuclear 
industry and the public. The CNSC regularly contributes to and reviews international standards 
and recommendations for their applicability to our regulatory framework.

In the last two years there has been and will continue to be sustained effort in the 
development of regulatory documents that elaborate on requirements in the NSCA and the 
supporting regulations. The CNSC Regulatory Document Framework and High Priority 
Regulatory Documents, available at 
http://www.nuclearsafety.gc.ca/eng/regulatory_information/pdf/FrameworkRev8_e.pdf 
identifies thirty-five priority documents to be developed. In addition to the priority 
documents, the CNSC will develop a new standard for reporting requirements to satisfy 
IAEA safeguards and Canadian non-proliferation commitments. This will be added to a 


revised framework.

Develop regulatory policies, standards and guides 


CNSC staff are involved in contributing to and evaluating international and national standards 

and guides that are relevant to the regulation of the Canadian nuclear industry. CNSC staff will 
participate where appropriate in the development of external standards and guides to influence 

emerging safety practices. 


The CNSC, in collaboration with Foreign Affairs Canada, will work to promote a more effective 
and comprehensive international nuclear non-proliferation regime. This will include 
strengthening the multilateral nuclear supply guidelines and control lists.

The CNSC will continue to cooperate with the IAEA to fulfil all of Canada’s international 
safeguards commitments. This cooperation will lead to a modernized safeguards approach for 
Canada as a whole. This will require the CNSC to grow even further as the federal safeguards 
authority with increased safeguards implementation responsibilities. At the same time, the IAEA 


will be able to reduce its level of verification effort in Canada and shift its resources to areas of 
greater proliferation risk. 
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1.5 Contribute to any changes to the Canadian Environmental Assessment Act (CEAA) 
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The CNSC, in consultation with various stakeholders, is leading a detailed review of how it 
fulfils its responsibilities under the CEAA. The CNSC is working with the Canadian 
Environmental Assessment Agency to ensure that the overall program objectives continue to be 
achieved as effectively and efficiently as appropriate. An environmental assessment under the 
CEAA is often required before the CNSC’s licensing process on a proposal can proceed. 
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Work with the Canadian Environmental Assessment Avene 7 
on any changes which impact either the CNSC’s role as a 
regulatory authority or its environmental planning oversight 
responsibilities under the NSCA 


2. Individuals and organizations that operate safely and conform to safeguards and 
non-proliferation requirements 


The CNSC has budgeted approximately $17.2 million and 133 FTEs of its 2005-2006 budget to 
fund activities related to this outcome. 


The NSCA gives authority to the CNSC to issue licences or certify persons to conduct nuclear- 
related activities in Canada. In order to issue a licence or certification, the CNSC must obtain 
evidence of the licensees’ ability to operate safely and conform to safeguards and non- 
proliferation obligations. 


The CNSC has the following three priorities to ensure that licensing and certification is only 
granted for individuals and organizations that operate safely and conform to safeguards and non- 
proliferation requirements over the planning period: 


1. Improve the licensing and certification processes 

2. Improve the effectiveness and efficiency of the Commission Tribunal licensing process 

3. Implement the licensing and certification processes in accordance with the CNSC’s 
regulatory regime

Clarify licensing and certification expectations through 
improved documentation of processes and clear 
communication with licensees 


The CNSC will continue to improve the consistency, clarity and balance of the licensing and 
certification process in order to be as effective and efficient as possible in its licensing and 
certification activities. The methodology will take a risk-informed approach across a licensee 
base that represents a very broad risk spectrum from power reactors to uranium mines to 
radiography. Risk-informed regulatory programs have been successfully implemented in nuclear 
substance regulation. 


The introduction of risk-informed regulatory programs into the licensing and compliance of 
complex power reactors will be a challenge and is an important element of the CNSC’s Power 
Reactor Regulation Improvement Program (PRRIP) launched in May 2004. The Program will be 
the vehicle to establish systematic approaches to delivering the core functions of licensing and 
compliance. 


There will be continued effort in developing an updated licensing basis for new power reactors. 
This licensing basis will be applied to any proposed nuclear reactor designs. Initial regulatory 
oversight will follow the established process for the licensing of new facilities. This will 
commence with an environmental assessment followed by staged licensing for successive phases 
of the project. In addition, a strategy will be developed for regulatory oversight of activities 
leading up to the eventual construction and operation of long-term waste management and 
disposal facilities, whether they are low-, medium- or high-level waste management and disposal 
facilities. The strategy will include a review of the scope of the CNSC’s regulatory requirements 
in this area. Any gaps or inconsistencies will be addressed as part of the continuing effort on 
regulatory documents. 


Canadian nuclear power plants are aging and some are coming close to the end of their “useful” 
life. Aging affects nuclear plants in many ways, by changing material properties and equipment 
characteristics. It is essential to have in place an approach that provides for systematic regulatory 
oversight of aging facilities, as aging affects various aspects of plant performance. 


Finally, the CNSC is clarifying licensing and certification steps by mapping key processes, and 
resolving inconsistencies or unclear steps. Communication of these expectations will improve 
licensing efficiency. 


With the expectation that there will be increased demands put on the CNSC due to new and 
expanded uses of nuclear substances, materials, equipment and devices in virtually all areas of 
licensing, the CNSC will leverage the use of information technology to strategically improve 
licensing and certification. This will require investment in costly new systems that will be 
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coordinated with licensee systems and be appropriately secure. To date, the CNSC has only been 
able to implement less than 2 percent of its on-line licensing of radioactive substances, resulting 
in inefficiencies and delays. 


2.2 Improve the effectiveness and efficiency of the Commission Tribunal licensing process 
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Undertake an evaluation of and implement continuous 


improvements to the tribunal process gl 


During the 2003-2004 reporting period, the Commission Secretariat began an analysis 
benchmarking the Commission’s hearing and meeting processes against those of 13 other 
Canadian federal and provincial administrative tribunals. The results of this analysis will inform 
the identification and implementation of innovative improvements. The Secretariat is also 
conducting a review of the CNSC Rules of Procedure and CNSC By-laws. The findings will be 
evaluated by the Commission and the Secretariat. An example of an improvement initiative is the 
review of the role of the tribunal component in the CEAA process (discussed previously in 
Priority 1.5). The Commission will be considering recommendations for improving the CNSC’s 
CEAA process in early 2005. 


2.3 Implement the licensing and certification processes in accordance with the CNSC’s 
regulatory regime

In the context of the anticipated challenges and risks previously discussed in this document, the 
level of work in licensing and certification will likely expand substantially. Most of the growth 
will be in activities for which fees are charged. 


3. High levels of compliance with the regulatory framework 


The CNSC has budgeted approximately $30.4 million and 231 FTEs of its 2005-2006 budget to 
fund activities related to this outcome. 


Achieving this outcome is fundamental to the CNSC and therefore has the largest allocation of 

resources. Effective oversight of compliance with the regulatory framework is critical to 

providing assurance to Parliament and Canadians of the safety and security of nuclear 
installations and processes. 
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The CNSC’s regulatory framework also includes international commitments made by the 
Government of Canada. An important aspect of the CNSC’s compliance work involves ensuring 
that Canada meets these commitments. 


The ongoing achievement of this outcome represents a significant challenge for the CNSC given 
the evolution of the industry sectors it regulates. As described in the section on Challenges and 
Risks, the aging of nuclear facilities, the potential refurbishments of some facilities, the 
expansion of uranium mines to meet world-wide demand, the significant growth in nuclear 
medicine and heightened international concerns regarding the proliferation of nuclear weapons 
are only some of the significant pressures already facing the CNSC. This rapid evolution of the 
CNSC’s regulated sectors already has, and will continue to have, a significant impact on the 
level and type of compliance activity that the CNSC must conduct. The growth will require an 
increase in the level of resources that the CNSC will need in order to continue to provide an 
appropriate level of assurance to Canadians. Most of the incremental resources will be 
recoverable from licensees. 


The CNSC has the following three priorities to ensure high levels of compliance with the 
regulatory framework over the planning period: 


1. Complete the implementation of risk-informed compliance strategies to guide compliance 
activities in all regulated sectors 

2. Provide regulatory assurance to Canadians of the continuing compliance and safety 
performance of licensees 

3. Provide regulatory assurance to international agencies that the use of nuclear material, 
substances and technologies in Canada complies with the Government of Canada’s 
international commitments

Risk-informed approaches are systematically applied by the CNSC in the planning and conduct 
of compliance activities in most regulated sectors. A focus for the CNSC for the planning period 
is to expand its systematic risk-informed approach to the area of power reactor regulation. This 
will help ensure that resources for the CNSC’s compliance activities are allocated to activities 
that will result in the greatest benefit to Canadians. 
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3.2 Provide regulatory assurance to Canadians of the continuing compliance and safety 
performance of licensees

The CNSC rigorously enforces its regulatory framework through a range of compliance 
strategies such as compliance promotion, audits, inspections and timely enforcement actions. 
Regulatory activity work plans are developed and are shared with the licensees before each fiscal 
year. These plans include the level and mix of verification methodologies that the CNSC will 
apply to obtain the required level of assurance. Regular reviews are undertaken i.e. at least 
quarterly, so that the plan is in constant evolution to address issues as they arise. 


With the increase in workload, the complexity and volume of information maintained about 
licensees is increasing. The CNSC must invest in an effective licensee information management 
system across the various regulated sectors to consistently capture compliance information and 
inspection results and to integrate information from licensees. This will improve the CNSC’s 
ability to identify emerging issues and sectoral trends, increase its responsiveness and enable 
proactive resolution of potential hazards to the health and safety of Canadians. 


CNSC staff reviews and reports on results from the CNSC compliance program. The safety 
performance and compliance of major licensees are reported in public meetings before the 
Commission Tribunal, are published in report cards and annual reports in paper format and on 
the CNSC Web site, and detailed information is made available upon request. This transparency 
provides the public assurance concerning the state of the safety and security of nuclear facilities, 
devices and materials as well as builds confidence in the CNSC’s nuclear regulatory regime. An 
example is the power reactor report card published on the CNSC Web site 


(http://www.nuclearsafety.gc.ca/eng/safety/RC_NPPP.cfm). 


The baseline compliance program represents the minimum regulatory effort required to maintain 
and confirm performance levels for a “reference” facility/licensee deemed to consistently meet 
safety performance expectations. The baseline program is risk-informed where decreasing safety 
performance by a facility/licensee would typically result in additional compliance activities 
above the baseline. 
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3.3. Provide regulatory assurance to international agencies that the use of nuclear material, 
substances and technologies in Canada complies with the Government of Canada’s 
international commitments

The CNSC applies the requirements of multilateral conventions related to the physical protection 
of nuclear material, nuclear power reactor safety, spent fuel and radioactive waste management 
safety, and the safe transportation of radioactive material. Reports on compliance with the 
obligations in these multilateral conventions such as the Convention on Nuclear Safety and the 
Joint Convention on Spent Fuel and Radioactive Waste Management will be submitted by the 
CNSC for peer review at regular meetings of Contracting Parties. The CNSC is an active and 
transparent participant in these review meetings, usually as the head of a Canada-wide 
delegation. 


Annual inventory reports are prescribed in bilateral arrangements and agreements. Exchanges of 
these reports are not an option unless these arrangements/agreements are re-negotiated. It is only 
through reconciliation of these inventories that CNSC is able to provide assurance to the 
Canadian public of compliance. As it stands, the number of reports is limited to those 
countries/partners where bilateral trade occurs and not the full spectrum of countries for which 
there are agreements. 


The CNSC will continue to fulfill its role as the State System of Accounting and Control for 
nuclear material in Canada and meet requirements for reporting on nuclear activities and nuclear 
material; facilitating and managing IAEA safeguards inspector access; and ensuring that 
safeguards inspections and inspector access are consistent with agreed approaches. The CNSC 
will also continue to assure compliance by the nuclear industry with CNSC safeguards 
requirements established in facility licences. 


4. CNSC cooperates and integrates its activities in national/international nuclear 
fora 


The CNSC has budgeted approximately $11.3 million and 86 FTEs of its 2005-2006 budget to 
fund activities related to this outcome. 


The CNSC has the following three priorities to ensure cooperation and integration of its activities 
in national/international nuclear fora over the planning period. 
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1. Effective, efficient and cooperative CNSC Emergency Preparedness framework and 
infrastructure 

2. Strengthen the effectiveness and improve the efficiency of the IAEA safeguards system 

3. Effective cooperation with international, federal and provincial organizations, 
departments and agencies 


The CNSC works cooperatively, on an ongoing basis, with a number of other national and 
international organizations. 


At the national level, the CNSC’s mandate is clearly outlined in the NSCA, which specifies that 
nuclear regulatory activities are a federal responsibility. However, there are areas where other 
federal and provincial departments have legislated parallel or complementary responsibilities. 
These include security, emergency preparedness and mining. 


At the international level, the CNSC’s cooperation and involvement in international nuclear 
organizations includes the IAEA and the Nuclear Energy Agency of the Organization for 
Economic Co-Operation and Development (OECD). The CNSC’s role is to promote Canadian 
interests and evaluate international recommendations, standards and guides for adoption in the 
CNSC’s regulatory framework. 


Each priority has plans that are either to be completed in a specific timeframe (indicated by a 
line) or are in the nature of ongoing work (indicated as an arrow). These plans are detailed in 
the following tables: (The CNSC’s resources for developing, implementing and maintaining 
national and international engagement are very limited.) 


4.1. Effective, efficient and cooperative CNSC Emergency Preparedness framework and 
infrastructure 
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Maintain and continuously improve the CNSC’s emergency 
response capacity and influence on other federal, provincial 
and municipal participants 


There are a number of federal departments and agencies with defined responsibilities under the 
Federal Nuclear Emergency Plan. There are also provincial and municipal departments with 
legislated responsibilities for emergency preparedness and response. Jurisdictional issues need to 
be carefully considered and respected when establishing formal cooperative emergency 
preparedness arrangements in Canada. 


The CNSC has evaluated its current program and will implement improvements to the CNSC 
Nuclear Emergency Management Program by April 2007. The central element of this program is 
the Nuclear Emergency Management Policy. This regulatory policy will provide guiding 
principles and direction for CNSC activities relating to nuclear emergencies. In 2004, a first draft 
of the Nuclear Emergency Management Policy was prepared. The CNSC is seeking stakeholder 
comments, feedback and suggestions. Once the policy is in place, the details, including a 


eye 


response plan, detailed response procedures and program-related documents will be developed. 
Until a revised Emergency Preparedness Plan has been completed and implemented, the CNSC’s 
current Emergency Preparedness Plan will remain in effect. 


4.2 Strengthen the effectiveness and improve the efficiency of the IAEA safeguards system 
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Provide technical support and other resources necessary to 
the IAEA for its safeguards program 


Through the Canadian Safeguards Support Program, the CNSC will support Canada’s domestic 
and IAEA safeguards system requirements by funding the development of advanced safeguards 
equipment, technical support, safeguards systems studies and inspector training. The funding of 
these developments is designed to improve the effectiveness and efficiency of safeguards 
measures, thereby enhancing international confidence in the assurance provided by the IAEA. 


4.3 Effective cooperation with international, federal and provincial organizations, 
departments and agencies

Cooperation by the CNSC with appropriate federal, provincial and private sector organizations 
contributes to more effective and efficient nuclear regulation. Such cooperation makes the best 
use of relevant expertise on specific regulatory issues, while at the same time minimizes the 
potential for duplication of regulatory effort. At a national level, these organizations include 
Environment Canada, the Labour Program at Human Resources and Skills Development Canada, 
Health Canada, Public Safety and Emergency Preparedness Canada, Foreign Affairs Canada, 
International Trade Canada and the Canadian Standards Association, among others. 


Internationally, the CNSC has cooperative relationships with a number of foreign nuclear 
regulators for the sharing of regulatory information and best practices and to conduct training in 
other countries on the CNSC’s regulatory approach to the use of nuclear technology and 
materials. These activities require coordination of a number of CNSC staff with technical 
expertise across the fields of nuclear science. 


In addition, as part of the Government of Canada’s broader priority to strengthen Canada-U:S. 
relations, the CNSC continues to work closely with its counterpart, the United States Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission, on a range of issues of mutual interest. These include cooperation on 
physical security and emergency preparedness, regulatory assessment, licensing and compliance 
approaches for existing and new designs of nuclear power reactors and on controlling the use, 
export and import of radioactive sources. There are several initiatives where the CNSC’s 
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programs in security, especially of sources and materials, will require modification to meet 
international expectations, including those of the United States. 


5. Stakeholders’ understanding of the regulatory program 


The CNSC has budgeted approximately $4.4 million and 31 FTEs of its 2005-2006 budget to 
fund activities related to this outcome. 


The CNSC is committed to operating with a high level of transparency. This involves engaging 
stakeholders through a variety of appropriate consultation processes, effective information 
sharing and communications. The CNSC has the following two priorities to ensure stakeholders’ 
understanding of the regulatory program over the planning period. 


1. Awareness by stakeholders of the process to become an active intervenor in the licensing 
process (e.g., participation in Commission Hearings) 

2. Improvement in communication and consultation to build sustained, consistent 
relationships with key stakeholders directly affected by the CNSC’s regulatory regime

line) or are in the nature of ongoing work (indicated as an arrow). These plans are detailed in 
the following tables: 


5.1 Awareness by stakeholders of the process to become an active intervenor in the

Through the public hearing process, citizens are encouraged to participate in licensing hearings 
for major nuclear facilities to ensure the CNSC’s regulatory system reflects the diverse concerns 
of Canadians. Notices of upcoming public hearings are posted on the CNSC Web site and are 
publicized in the area surrounding the facility. The notice announces the hearing’s purpose, date, 
time, location and any deadlines for filing documents prior to hearings. Members of the public 
are welcome to observe hearings, and are encouraged to participate orally or in writing in the 
official language of their choice. 


All hearing documentation such as notices, agendas, transcripts of the proceedings, news 
releases, Records of Decisions, the hearing process and the CNSC Rules of Procedure can be 
found on the CNSC Web site at www.nuclearsafety.gc.ca. However, at the request of 
stakeholders, we will explore other methods including web-casting. Adoption of these other 
methods will be determined based on financial implications. 
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5.2 Improvement in communication and consultation to build sustained, consistent

Implement a strategic communications plan 


In considering stakeholder relations, the CNSC must address two groups of stakeholders: 

(i) the Canadian public, the CNSC’s client in whose interest the CNSC regulates the Canadian 
nuclear industry, and (ii) stakeholders, including licensees, who have a direct interest in, or 
are directly affected by the Canadian nuclear industry and its regulation. The first group is 
largely unaware of the CNSC’s ongoing activities, whereas the second group has knowledge 
of the CNSC’s role. 


A formalized Outreach Program was implemented in 2004 to ensure that the CNSC’s outreach 
activities are focused, effective and make the best use of limited resources. Outreach activities 
include meetings with town councils, public hearings of experts at the tribunal, consultations 
with licensees and other stakeholders, presentations by the CNSC and participation in 
international conferences. The CNSC will continue these activities during this planning period. 
In addition, an active communications program uses various tools such as an up-to-date Web site 
and general, plain-language brochures about the CNSC to increase Canadians’ level of 
awareness of the CNSC and its role as Canada’s nuclear regulator and to enhance public 
confidence. 


In parallel with the Outreach Program, the CNSC will continue to monitor the public 
environment and issues. Implementation, over the planning period, of a strategic 
communications plan for external stakeholders will proactively inform Canadians. The CNSC 
also maintains the capacity to provide information in reaction to media or other inquiries. 


The most significant challenge facing the CNSC with respect to meeting this outcome is how to 


communicate effectively with the Canadian public. Previous focus group and survey work has 
shown that public awareness of the CNSC and its role as Canada’s nuclear regulator is low. 


6. Management and Enabling Infrastructure 
The CNSC’s management and enabling infrastructure ensures that the Commission Tribunal and 


CNSC staff have the necessary leadership, resources, information, processes and infrastructure to 
perform the activities required to achieve the CNSC’s strategic outcomes.

In 2003, the CNSC adopted a Management Model (Section III, Figure 1). This model is based 
primarily on the National Quality Institute’s Canadian Quality Criteria for Public Sector 
Excellence. This model and the underlying CNSC management improvement agenda address the 
elements of Treasury Board’s Management Accountability Framework, a framework that 
translates the vision of modern public service management, as established in Results for 
Canadians, into a set of management expectations. Over the planning period, the CNSC will 
implement management improvements within the context of strengthening its management 
system under this model.

In 2004, the CNSC assessed its governance framework. It will continue to actively pursue better 
practices to meet central agency requirements for accountability and stewardship. In 2004-2005, 
the CNSC proactively undertook a self-assessment against the ten elements of Treasury Board’s 
Management Accountability Framework (MAF) using indicators provided by the Secretary of 
Treasury Board. Consistent with findings in a 2002 Modern Comptrollership Capacity Assessment, 
governance, accountability and stewardship are strong at the CNSC. Over the planning period, the 
CNSC will be following a structured approach to implement continuous improvement in all 
elements of management. 


The CNSC issued a Management System Manual in 2004 which describes the CNSC’s core and 
enabling processes and situates them in relation to both the CNSC’s Management Model and 
Logic Model. In this planning period, the CNSC will continue to implement process management 
practices, starting with the mapping and documenting of key underlying processes. An integral part 
of this will be the determination of in-process measures to assess performance and upon which to 
base further improvements.

A Values and Ethics Strategy was launched in November 2004 and will be implemented 
throughout the CNSC in 2005-2006 and 2006-2007. Under the theme “Helping good people do 
the right things”, the Values and Ethics Strategy fits well into the CNSC’s culture of 
professionalism, integrity and service to Canadians. The Values and Ethics Strategy will 
advocate personal commitment and engagement on the part of all leaders and their employees 
and will include practical tools and techniques for building ethical actions, habits and bias.

Through an Information Management Capacity Assessment, the CNSC has taken a strategic look 
at its information management capabilities and has developed an action plan to integrate this 
function with the overall management system. In order to continuously improve effectiveness 
and efficiency, information technology solutions will be integrated into this improvement 
initiative. This initiative has critical linkages to a number of operational improvements for all of 
the CNSC’s outcomes. 


Following its 2003 modern management agenda, the CNSC has been implementing significant 
improvements to its planning and performance information. Financial and non-financial 
information are integrated in an activity-based planning and costing system. This is continuously 
being improved as information needs change or new requirements are identified. The changes are 
driven by the need for better informed decisions as well as the need to provide Canadians and the 
public with transparent and clear information. 


The CNSC is committed to strengthening its performance measurement framework to 
demonstrate the effectiveness and efficiency of its programs. This plan includes both 
performance standards for outputs to stakeholders and outcome measures for CNSC regulatory 
performance measurement. Implementation of these standards and measures is described in 
greater detail in the Measures of Performance section of this document.

The CNSC is deploying a formal risk management methodology throughout its operational and 
corporate areas. The Risk Management Framework for the Corporate Services Branch was 
initiated in 2004 and will be implemented in 2005-2006. 


The CNSC’s environmental scanning framework is continuously improving. As noted in the 
previous discussion of challenges and risks, a new approach was instituted in 2004 and will be 
augmented in future years. Linked to risk management, the CNSC will develop a process to 
maintain evergreen documentation of the potential changes, risks and opportunities that may 
affect the CNSC and will measure the potential impacts and drive changes to plans as required.

It is important that the organization has excellent managers and leaders to design and implement 
the policies and programs for the staff. In order to strengthen leadership and management 
capacities, a Leadership Development Program is in place. The program consists of courses in 
both leadership skills and management subjects such as resourcing, financial management, 
contracting, privacy, staff relations, health and safety. Other aspects of the program include 
armchair discussions, access to coaching, 360 degree evaluation and a robust reference library. 
In addition, the leadership team assembles 2-3 times per year to address timely issues of 
leadership importance; for example - management improvement; values and ethics; and 
communications. 


Staff, with their specialized knowledge, is the main resource of the CNSC. Many knowledgeable 
individuals with specific scientific expertise are expected to retire over the next ten years. 
Forecasts indicate continuing industry growth which will intensify the competition for the same 
diminishing workforce. The CNSC is addressing this issue through an increased focus on 
knowledge management, training and recruitment of skilled people and the recruitment of 


ie 


interns, as part of the workforce sustainability strategy. In addition, an Internal Communications 
and Consultation Working group that reports to the Corporate Committee on Communications is 
advising the Executive Committee and managers about ways to best consult and communicate 
with staff on a wide range of initiatives. 


A human resource planning tool is under development. The tool will assist managers in 
anticipating staff requirements related to short and long term environmental factors. It will also 
help in the assessment of risk and the development of plans related to knowledge management 
and attrition. 


In 2004, the Professional Institute of the Public Service of Canada (PIPSC) was certified to 
represent part of the CNSC workforce. The rest of the employees remain non-unionized. CNSC’s 
management is in negotiations with the PIPSC for the first collective agreement with employees 
in the bargaining unit. In addition, an Interim Committee of Non-Unionized Employees has been 
created to explore governance and communications for non-unionized employees. 


Measures of Performance 


The CNSC recognizes the importance of being able to measure both the effectiveness and the 
efficiency of its programs and has initiated the development of an integrated performance 
management framework. Effectiveness will be measured by way of selected outcome measures 
relating to the collective impact of the activities on meeting the mandate of the CNSC. 
Efficiency, on the other hand, will be measured through ongoing monitoring of the CNSC’s 
performance against external and internal performance standards relating to individual 
activities undertaken and their associated outputs. 


Performance Standards 


Performance standards have been developed for both external and internal stakeholders. It is very 
important to note that as an independent regulator, it is inappropriate for the relationship between 
licensees and the CNSC to be considered a service; hence there are no service standards. A list of 
performance standards focusing on the needs and expectations of external stakeholders has been 
developed and work is progressing on implementing such standards. Internal performance 
standards have been put in place to monitor and report on the ability of corporate service 
functions to meet the needs and expectations of internal clients in supporting the delivery of the 
overall regulatory program. Performance against all standards will be monitored on a regular 
basis to ensure continual progress is made and that all performance standards accurately reflect 
the operational reality.

Outcome Measures 


The CNSC is committed to providing an appropriate balance of financial and non-financial 
performance indicators at the outcome level. The development of the CNSC Logic Model 
(Section III, Figure 2) was a major step in clarifying the CNSC’s desired outcomes. In addition, a 
Performance Measurement Framework Project team, which commenced work in 2003-2004, 
identified potential indicators for each outcome identified in the logic model. The objective is to 
provide the tools necessary for the CNSC to better demonstrate the achievement of its desired 
outcomes through program delivery. The development of outcome measures is a modern 
management improvement initiative. 


In 2005-2006, the CNSC will implement an initial set of seven non-financial indicators based on 
feasibility, relevance and availability of data. The measures will be clearly defined, base level 
data will be collected and potential target levels will be explored. The framework will be 
expanded over this three-year planning period to include additional information for other 
outcomes contained in the logic model. The initial set of indicators to be implemented is as 
follows:

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Organizational Information 


The CNSC operates as two separate organizations as follows: 


(i) a Commission of up to seven members; and 
(ii) | astaff of approximately 530 employees. 


(i) Commission 


The Commission, supported by the Secretariat, functions as a quasi-judicial administrative 
tribunal, setting regulatory policy direction on matters relating to health, safety, security and 
environmental issues affecting the Canadian nuclear industry; making independent decisions on 
the licensing of nuclear-related activities in Canada; and establishing legally-binding regulations. 
The Commission takes into account the views, concerns and opinions of interested parties and 
intervenors. The Commission delegates to Designated Officers the authority to render licensing 
decisions for certain categories of nuclear facilities and activities in accordance with the 
requirements of the Nuclear Safety and Control Act (NSCA) and its associated regulations while 
holding public hearings on major facility licensing matters. 


The NSCA provides for the appointment of up to seven Commission members by the Governor in 
Council (GIC). Part-time members serve as permanent members for a term not exceeding five 
years. One member of the Commission is designated as the President of the Commission. This 
position is currently held by Linda J. Keen. 


(ii) CNSC Staff 


The staff organization consists of a headquarters in Ottawa, site offices located at each of the five 
nuclear generating stations in Canada, and five regional offices. CNSC staff is permanently located 
at each nuclear generating station in Canada to assess performance against regulations and specific 
conditions of operating licences. Regional offices conduct compliance activities for nuclear 
substances, transportation, radiation devices and equipment containing nuclear substances as well 
as respond to unusual events involving nuclear substances. 


CNSC staff supports the Commission by developing regulatory frameworks, carrying out 
licensing, certification, compliance inspections and enforcement actions, coordinating the CNSC’s 
international undertakings, developing CNSC-wide programs in support of regulatory 
effectiveness, maintaining relations with stakeholders and providing administrative support to the 
organization. 


In addition, staff prepares recommendations on licensing decisions, presents them to the 


Commission for consideration during public hearings and subsequently administers the 
Commission’s decisions. Where authority has been delegated, staff renders licensing decisions. 
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CNSC Locations 
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Governance at the CNSC 


The separation of the Commission from the CNSC staff is fundamental to their independence and 
therefore good governance of the regulatory regime. Both are transparent and independent. The 
CNSC is known as one of the most open and transparent nuclear regulators in the world. 


The Commission has implemented a number of innovative governance measures for an 
administrative tribunal. Commission members participate in periodic evaluations of the 
performance of the tribunal. They also take part in training sessions on technical content and have 
attended an ethics seminar designed specifically for tribunal members. The Commission is 
conducting a benchmarking study comparing the practices of 13 leading Canadian tribunals in 11 
key areas of performance, including client satisfaction, official languages, performance indicators, 
turnaround times, use of technology and GIC governance-related matters. The President and CEO 
of the CNSC co-chairs the Governance component of the Heads of Federal Agencies and is an 
active member of the Tribunal Heads group and the Conference Board’s Public Enterprise 
Governance Network. 


The CNSC’s governance also includes a clear vision with articulated outcomes, a focused mission 
and mandate, strong leadership as well as strong and professional corporate services providing 
information and internal controls that enable good stewardship of resources. 


Integrated planning and performance management is an important aspect of the CNSC’s 
governance model. It is about vigorous and responsible management of resources with an 
emphasis on results. The CNSC defines the desired results, delivers regulatory programs and 
activities, evaluates performance and makes the necessary adjustments. The CNSC conducts mid- 
year and year-end corporate reviews of results achieved against plans and reallocates resources to 
the highest priorities. In addition, regulatory activities are reviewed and monitored quarterly. 


Performance management contracts that are specific, results-based, and clearly identify 
accountability are in place for the top two levels of management. The next level of management 
will prepare 2005-2006 performance management contracts. Performance management contracts 
include Modern Management, Workforce Sustainability as well as commitments under the 
business planning and budgeting process. In 2005-2006, Values and Ethics Accountability will be 
added to the Performance management contracts. 


Finally, a strong independent internal audit program, complemented by regular audits by the Office 
of the Auditor General (financial and performance) and other officers of Parliament including the 
Canadian Human Rights Commission (employer obligations under the Employment Equity Act) 
and the Privacy Commissioner of Canada (Privacy Act), provide a high level of oversight and 
scrutiny. The CNSC also abides by a “Conflict of Interest and Post-Employment Code for the 
CNSC” modelled on the Values and Ethics Code for the Public Service. 
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The ACR-700 Special Project 


Atomic Energy of Canada Limited (AECL) is developing a 700 Megawatt-electric Advanced 
CANDU® Reactor (ACR-700™). The ACR-700 is an evolutionary adaptation of current 
CANDU® reactors; the design is based on the technology of current operating CANDU reactors, 
but introduces a number of design innovations to enhance reactor safety and economics. 


AECL requested that the CNSC undertake licensability reviews of the proposed design. A 
contractual agreement between the organizations was reached in May 2003 when a Memorandum 
of Understanding for the pre-licensing review of the ACR-700 design was signed. It was agreed 
that the review will be conducted according to a three-year project plan that defines goals and 
milestones, activities, schedules and resource requirements. 


In January 2005, the AECL announced it will accelerate the development of a 1200-Megawatt- 
electric Advanced CANDU Reactor (ACR-1200™). The ACR-1200 will meet the preferences of 
customers for a larger reactor size in markets such as Canada, the United States, China and the 
United Kingdom. The CNSC will be evaluating AECL’s plans for the ACR-700 and 1200 and will 
revise this project as required. 


CNSC Review 


The CNSC has begun performing a pre-licensing review of the ACR-700 to determine whether 
there are fundamental barriers that would prevent licensing of the ACR-700 in Canada under the 
Nuclear Safety and Control Act. The CNSC’s review has been divided into two phases: Early 
Identification of Issues for Resolution and Assessment of Licensability. 


In the first phase, the CNSC will identify the key licensing issues by assessing AECL’s plans in 
the areas of safety methodology, design requirements, and research and development. It will then 
prioritize these issues in order of importance, and subsequently produce an Interim Screening 
Report which identifies issues and (where possible) agreed success paths. 


During the second phase of the review, a detailed review of the ACR-700 design from the 
perspective of potential licensing issues identified in the Interim Screening Report will be carried 
out, and a Final Design Assessment Report will be produced. The Report is not a licence nor does 
it legally obligate the CNSC to issue a licence. It is only intended to give AECL reasonable 
assurance, if supported by the review findings, that the design is licensable in Canada or under 
what condition it would be licensable.

The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. 
This request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in 
the House of Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of: 


Part I - The Government Expense Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes the key elements of 
the Main Estimates. 


Part II — The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve 
these votes to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled 
concurrently on or before March 1. 


Part IJ — Departmental Expenditure Plans, which is divided into two components: 


1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency 
(excluding Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail over a three-year period on an 
organisation’s main priorities by strategic outcome(s), program activity(s) and planned/expected results, including 
links to related resource requirements. The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major 
capital projects, grants and contributions, and net program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of 
the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in ~ 
Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents are usually tabled on or before 
March 31 and referred to committees, which may then report to the House of Commons pursuant to 
Standing Order 81(4). 


2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of results achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover 
the most recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board 
on behalf of the ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and I of 
the Financial Administration Act. 


Supplementary Estimates directly support an Appropriation Act. The Supplementary Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in the subsequent appropriation bill. Parliamentary approval is required to 
enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Supplementary Estimates are normally tabled twice a year, 
the first document in early November and a final document in early March. Each Supplementary Estimates document is 
identified alphabetically A, B, C, etc. Under special circumstances, more than two Supplementary Estimates documents 
can be published in any given year. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments 
achieved in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for 

the allocation and management of public funds.

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Chairperson’s Message 


At the CRTC our role is to regulate in the public interest. This means that 
we balance the needs and interests of business and industry and the 
consumers of broadcasting and telecommunications products and services, 
as we work to advance the policies in our governing legislation, the 
Telecommunications Act and the Broadcasting Act. It is our duty to regulate 
in the present, by building on the past, and with an eye to the future needs of 
Canadians. 


The OECD* has stated that the best practice performance of Canada’s 

telecommunications sector is largely due to its regulatory processes, frameworks and policy 
structures. The OECD stands behind the requirement for good regulatory governance in the 
context of effective telecommunications policy. In Canada, as in other OECD countries, it is 
competition that produces the greatest gains in efficiency, innovation and consumer welfare. 


Continuing to foster facilities-based competition in telephony is very much in keeping with this 
thrust and is a major factor in our work. This year, the CRTC will be among the first regulatory 
agencies in the Western world to deliver a definitive position on the regulation of Voice over 
Internet Protocol (VoIP). 


With the advent of new competitive services and technologies for local services like VoIP, a 
move to market pricing in the local telephone market becomes a possibility in the not-too-distant 
future. That is why in 2005-06 we will be establishing criteria for the forbearance of regulation 
of the local telephone services market. 


Canadians have strong views about unwanted telephone solicitation. In 2004, the CRTC 
released a decision in which we stated that a National Do Not Call list has merit as an approach 
to telemarketing regulation. At this writing, we are awaiting the outcome of a debate in 
Parliament on a bill to amend the Telecommunications Act that would facilitate the creation of a 
National Do Not Call List. 


In broadcasting, the Commission’s main focus remains ensuring that Canadians have access to 
high-quality Canadian programming that reflects Canada’s diversity. To this end, the 
Commission announced incentives for English and French language television to ensure that the 
maximum amount of attractive Canadian drama is offered to viewers. These incentives are now 
being implemented and we will closely monitor them to evaluate their effectiveness. 


Another continuing priority is to finalize our policies to guide the transition from analog to 
digital TV broadcasting, including high definition TV. 


We will also make a determination on the introduction of subscription radio in Canada, including 


satellite radio. Subsequently, the Commission will launch a review of its commercial radio 
policy and of the industry’s plans to make the transition from analog to digital radio. 
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Streamlining our processes to make them as efficient as possible is a continuing priority. While 
external forces will always, and to a great extent, determine our workload, we have put a special 
emphasis on finding ways to streamline our internal procedures in order to accelerate our 
decision-making. That effort has already begun to pay off, but more is still required, and we will 
continue to pick-up the pace. 


We anticipate another busy year of service to Canadians.

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Overview 


The CRTC was established to sustain and promote Canadian culture and achieve key social and 
economic objectives. The Commission does this by regulating and supervising Canadian 
broadcasting and telecommunications in the public interest. In doing this, the CRTC is governed 
by the Broadcasting Act of 1991 and the Zelecommunications Act of 1993. 


The Broadcasting Act seeks to ensure that all Canadians have access to a wide variety of high 
quality Canadian programming. 


The Telecommunications Act seeks to ensure that Canadians have access to reliable telephone 
and other telecommunications services at reasonable prices. 


Since 1928, when the Government of Canada created the first Royal Commission on 
Broadcasting, the government has sought to develop policies to keep pace with changing 
technology. This has been the government’s central goal from the early days of radio and 
television, to our current information highway era characterized by rapid technological change. 


Today, we are an independent public authority. The CRTC reports to Parliament through the 
Minister of Canadian Heritage. 


Our challenge is to serve the public interest by maintaining a balance between the cultural, social 
and economic goals of the legislation on broadcasting and telecommunications, taking into 
account the wants and needs of Canadian citizens, industries and various interest groups. 


Strategic Outcome: 


Broadcasting and Telecommunications industries that contribute to Canada’s cultural, economic 
and social prosperity. 


The Commission seeks to achieve, through a number of activities, the above strategic outcome 
which is defined as follows: 


1. Cultural prosperity: increased availability of Canadian content and programming that 
reflects Canadian creative talent and Canada’s linguistic duality, cultural diversity and 
social values, as well as its national, regional and community characteristics; 

2. Economic prosperity: a sustainable, competitive Canadian communications industry ; 
and 

3. Social prosperity: increased access to a variety of innovative, high-quality 
communications services, at reasonable prices, that meet consumers’ needs and reflect 
their values. 
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Activities to Achieve the Outcome: 


The Commission fulfils its regulatory responsibilities by means of a number of inter-related 
activities, including: 


issuing, renewing and amending licences for broadcasting undertakings; 

making determinations on mergers, acquisitions and changes of ownership in the 
broadcasting industry; 

approving tariffs for the telecommunications industry; 


fostering increased reliance on market forces for the provision of telecommunications 
services and ensuring that regulation, where required, is efficient and effective; 
monitoring competition and removing obstacles to competition; 

collaborating with industry to resolve competitive disputes; 

developing and implementing regulatory policies with a view to meeting the objectives of 
the Broadcasting Act and the Telecommunications Act; 

monitoring, assessing and reviewing, where appropriate, regulatory frameworks to meet 
its policy objectives; and 

monitoring the programming and financial obligations of broadcasting undertakings to 
ensure compliance with regulations and conditions of licence.

For each task the CRTC undertakes, a primary concern is to balance the needs and desires of 
Canadians with those of the communications industry. Through its regulatory function, the 
Commission addresses, among other matters, social and cultural issues that might otherwise not 
receive the attention they deserve. For instance, the Commission fosters the reflection of 
Canada’s linguistic duality and cultural diversity, the provision of closed captioning for persons 
who are hearing impaired and descriptive video for persons who are visually impaired, and the 
development of mechanisms to address concerns such as violence or abusive comment in the 
broadcast media. The CRTC seeks to ensure that its policy directions for the Canadian industry 
keep pace with emerging technology and support such directions as increased competition in 
local telephone markets.

Environmental Context 


CRTC is fully funded by the fees it collects from the telecommunications and broadcasting 
industries. The CRTC collects fees under the authority of the Telecommunications Act, the 
Broadcasting Act and the regulations made pursuant to these acts, namely the CRTC 
Telecommunications Fee Regulations, 1995 and the CRTC Broadcasting Licence Fee 
Regulations, 1997. 


Industry consolidation and the resulting media convergence, or common ownership of television, 
radio, newspaper and Internet properties, will continue to influence the CRTC’s operating 
environment. Our ongoing challenge will be to ensure that Canadians have access to a diversity 
of voices and choices within a dynamic and competitive industry, while also enabling strong 
Canadian firms capable of competing globally. 


Looking forward, the economy as a whole is expected to continue to grow. The communications 
sector is expected to contribute to this growth through innovation in the form of new products 
and services, and improved business processes. Competition will continue to expand in certain 
markets. Overall, the outlook for the communications sector is positive. 


The Commission’s public policy, whether taken under the auspices of the Telecommunications 
Act or the Broadcasting Act, increasingly has profound ramifications for industry players, 
whether their respective businesses historically originated in telephony or broadcasting. The 
Commission remains dedicated, pursuant to its legislative mandate, to sustainable competition 
and the emergence of new services. 

The following paragraphs describe the priorities that the CRTC will pursue over the next three 
years to move its strategic outcome forward. These priorities reflect the current and anticipated 
social, cultural and economic environments.

Television is the most popular source of information and entertainment for Canadians. 
Of all viewing to television, viewing to drama and comedy far exceeds viewing to other 
genres such as news, information or sports. However, for English Canadians, almost 90% 
of viewing to drama on English-language television is to foreign-produced programs. 
Since it is through television drama that most Canadians participate in their national 
culture, the fact that English Canadians are largely exposed to the cultural values of 
another country is a matter of concern. 


Canadian-produced drama in the French language has long been popular with viewers of 
French-language television. While recognizing the substantial contribution of French- 
language broadcasters to the production and broadcasting of dramas, the Commission’s 
aim in introducing incentives is to neutralize the downward trend of hours of original 
French-language Canadian drama programming, noted especially in the private sector. 


In Support for Canadian Television Drama — Call for comments, Broadcasting Public 
Notice CRTC 2003-54, 26 September 2003, the Commission sought comments on 
actions it might take to support the production and broadcast of more high quality, 
original, English-language Canadian drama and to attract larger audiences to such 
programming. The Commission also sought comments on actions it might take to ensure 
that high quality, original French-language Canadian drama remain a key component of 
prime time viewing. 


Following the analysis of the comments received, the Commission issued Proposed 
Incentives for English-language Canadian television drama — Call for comments 
Broadcasting Public Notice CRTC 2004-32, 6 May 2004 and Proposed measures to 
ensure that French-language Canadian drama remains a key component of peak time 
viewing — Call for comments Broadcasting Public Notice CRTC 2004-38, 8 June 2004. 
Following comments on these proposals, the Commission published its incentive 
packages for Canadian drama in /ncentives for English-language Canadian television 
drama, Broadcasting Public Notice CRTC 2004-93, 29 November 2004 and Jncentives 
for original French-language Canadian television drama, Broadcasting Public Notice 
CRTC 2005-8, 27 January 2005. 


The incentive package for English-language drama consists of: 
a) Incentives to broadcast original hours of Canadian drama: these incentives have, 


as their objective, an increase in the production and broadcast of original hours of 
English-language, Canadian drama; 
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b) Incentive to increase viewing to Canadian drama: The objective of this incentive 
is to increase the viewing to English-language Canadian drama on Canadian English- 
language services, as a percent of all drama viewing on Canadian English-language 
services; 


c) Incentive to increase expenditures on Canadian drama: the objective of this 
incentive is to increase expenditures on English-language Canadian drama by the 
English-language conventional television industry, as a percent of total revenues from 
4% to 6% over a five-year period. 


The incentive program for French-language drama consists of: 


e Credits in additional minutes of advertising for each hour of original French-language 
Canadian drama programming that they broadcast during the peak viewing hours. The 
number of additional commercial minutes allowed depends on production budgets. 
Furthermore, dramas that have not received funding from the Canadian Television 
Fund are eligible for a bonus of additional advertising time. 


Licensees who meet the criteria of the drama incentive program and the eligibility 
threshold will be permitted to broadcast, at their convenience in the broadcast schedule, 
additional minutes of advertising, beyond the limits set out in applicable regulations or 
conditions of licence. In order to avail itself of the incentive program, a licensee must 
apply for a condition of licence. 


Each licensee participating in the drama incentive program must file an annual report 
setting out details of the Canadian drama programs that earned extra minutes and when 
those minutes were broadcast. 


The annual drama incentive reports will be made public subject to the Commission’s 
confidentiality guidelines. 


«= Cultural Diversity 


To ensure that the multicultural objectives of the Broadcasting Act are met, the 
Commission has adopted a multifaceted approach to ensure that the Canadian 
broadcasting system reflects Canada’s multicultural and multiracial nature. The 
Commission has licensed many services that specifically target ethnic and Aboriginal 
communities to ensure that the broadcasting system provides programming by and for 
Canadians of all origin. The Commission also requires all broadcasters to improve the 
reflection of Canada's diverse reality on Canadian television screens. 


Changing ethnocultural demographics (in particular the 2001 Census) has provided 
support for growing demand for equitable, inclusive portrayal of ethnocultural and 
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Aboriginal diversity on television. In response to this demand, the Commission now 
requires “mainstream” broadcasters to file corporate plans containing specific initiatives 
to increase corporate accountability for diversity, to improve reflection in all types of 
programming (by increasing the different faces seen and the variety of stories told), and 
to enhance relationships with diverse communities. Broadcasters are required to report 
annually on the progress made in implementing their corporate plans. To date, 

15 broadcasters are required to file corporate plans and annual reports. They are: CTV, 
Global, TVA, Corus, Vision, Pelmorex, Astral, MusiquePlus, Rogers, CHUM, CPAC, 
TV5, LTA, Alliance Atlantis, and The Score. These annual reports are available on the 
CRTC's web site. 


In addition, in Public Notice CRTC 2001-88, Representation of cultural diversity on 
television — Creation of an industry/community task force, the Commission asked the 
Canadian Association of Broadcasters (the CAB) to create an industry/community task 
force on behalf of private television broadcasters. This task force was to conduct 
qualitative and quantitative research on the status of diversity on Canadian television, 
identify "best practices", and develop industry-wide solutions towards improving the 
presence and portrayal of Canada’s diverse reality. The task force submitted its final 
report to the Commission in the summer of 2004. The Commission will be issuing its 
response to the report in early 2005. 


Finally, in Public Notice CRTC 2004-2, as part of its renewal of 22 specialty services, the 
Commission announced that it expects broadcasters to include persons with disabilities in 
their cultural diversity corporate plans. To assist the broadcasting industry in developing 
strategies for enhancing the inclusion of persons with disabilities in television, the 
Commission also called upon the CAB to develop and file an action plan to examine 
issues surrounding the presence, portrayal and participation of persons with disabilities in 
broadcasting. The CAB filed its action plan in August 2004. In response to that filing, 
the Commission now expects the CAB to report, in July 2005, on the research and 
consultation processes proposed in its action plan, along with an implementation plan, 
setting out which initiatives or deliverables will be undertaken. 


2) Economic Prosperity: 
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Local Telephone Service Criteria for Forbearance from Regulation 


On 7 April 2004, Aliant Telecom Inc. filed an application, requesting that the 
Commission refrain from regulating residential local services in specified local exchange 
areas where local service competition exists. The company also requested that the 
Commission remove marketing restrictions currently applied to these services. 


The Commission plans to launch a proceeding in 2005 in order to define criteria for local 
service forbearance. The Commission may consider Aliant Telecom’s application within 
this proceeding, or it may deal with it in a separate decision, either before or after the 
local service forbearance proceeding. 
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« Voice Services using Internet Protocol (VoIP) Implementation 


In Regulatory framework for voice communication services using Internet Protocol, 
Telecom Public Notice CRTC 2004-2, 7 April 2004, the Commission initiated a public 
proceeding for determining the appropriate regulatory framework for voice 
communication services using Internet Protocol. In the public notice, the Commission 
noted two principal categories of voice communications services using Internet Protocol: 
(1) peer to peer services that do not connect to the public switched telephone network 
(PSTN) and (2) voice communication services using Internet Protocol that provide access 
to or from the PSTN and use numbers that conform with the North American Numbering 
Plan (NANP). The Commission further stated its preliminary view that VoIP services 
should be subject to the existing regulatory framework. 


Following receipt of comments, the Commission held a public consultation on 
21 September 2004 in Gatineau. Thirty-one (31) parties participated in the three-day 

. consultation. While some parties supported the Commission’s preliminary view, other 
parties have suggested alternative approaches to categorizing VoIP services and, 
correspondingly, to regulating (or not regulating, as the case may be) VoIP service 
providers. Many issues, including whether VoIP services that allow subscribers to make 
or receive calls that terminate within an exchange or local calling area should be treated 
for regulatory purposes as local exchange services and whether it should become 
mandatory for VoIP service providers to provide 911 and E911 services, consumer 
safeguards and message relay service (MRS) were discussed. 


The Commission is currently in the process of considering all the information resulting 
from the consultation and will issue its conclusions at a later date. 


" Streamlining Procedures 
- Tariff Applications 


Bell Canada filed a Part VII application, dated 8 November 2004, in which the 
company requested that the Commission approve a streamlined automatic approval 
process for incumbent local exchange carrier (ILEC) retail tariff filings (applications 
regarding competitor services and service withdrawals would be excluded). Under 
the proposed process, retail tariffs would automatically come into effect on an interim 
basis after 10 days in some cases, and after 40 days in others, unless the Commission 
took explicit action earlier to defer or deny a filing. Bell proposed that retail tariff 
filings would be classified into two groups (Groups A and B) that would be subject to 
different timelines. Final approval would take place 60 days after filing unless the 
Commission took explicit action earlier to deny or approve the filing. For filings that 
are deferred, automatic final approval would take place after 75 days. 


The Commission is considering Bell Canada’s proposal and approaches which will 
expedite the processing of tariff notice applications. 
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- Expedited Process 


Early in 2004, the Commission launched an accelerated process aimed at increasing 
the speed with which competitive issues arising under the Telecommunications Act 
are resolved. Under the banner of this new Expedited Process, the Commission 
established a series of Commission panels to conduct brief public hearings to address 
competitive disputes generally involving two parties, where the issues are largely 
factual. 


The Expedited Process is logistically set up to hear, if required, three applications on 
the same day. Decisions are published within a short period of time following the 
public hearing. Plans are underway to expand the Expedited Process to include 
competitive issues arising under the Broadcasting Act. 


- Alternate Dispute Resolution 


The Commission plans to use various alternate dispute resolution and traditional 
dispute resolution techniques to resolve disputes involving such matters as terms of 
access to programming, allegations of undue preference or disadvantage, and requests 
for orders pursuant to section 9(1)(h) or section 12(2) of the Broadcasting Act. It is 
anticipated that 20% or more of disputes may be amenable to the expedited hearing 
approach described above. Consultation with interested parties will be held to 
establish standards of performance with regard to various kinds of dispute resolution 
files. 


- Processing Broadcasting Applications 


The Commission launched an internal review to identify ways to accelerate the 
process of delivering its broadcasting decisions. Industry associations are being 
consulted to find ways of enhancing the efficiency of the Commission’s proceedings. 
A number of changes have already been identified and are being implemented to 
improve the timeliness of the Commission’s decisions. 


«= Telemarketing Rules (National do not call list) 


The Commission issued CRTC seeks public input on telemarketing rules, Telecom Public 
Notice CRTC 2001-34, in March 2001, announcing its intention to review its rules, 
including enforcement procedures, regarding unsolicited telecommunications for the 
purpose of solicitation from persons who represented for-profit and not-for-profit 
organizations, generally called “telemarketers.” 


In Review of the telemarketing rules, Telecom Decision CRTC 2004-35, 21 May 2004, 
the Commission announced changes to its telemarketing rules. In that Decision, the 
Commission stated that it believed there was considerable merit in the establishment of a 
national do not call list. However, the Commission indicated that implementing such a 
national list would be counter-productive without appropriate start-up funding and 
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without an effective fining power for enforcement, such as the power to impose 
administrative monetary penalties, which is not available to the Commission under 
current legislation. 


On 13 December 2004, the Honourable David L. Emerson, Minister of Industry, 
announced that the Government of Canada was introducing legislation that would amend 
the Telecommunications Act in order to provide the Commission with the ability to 
establish a national do not call list. It would also give the Commission the power to levy 
substantial penalties against telemarketers who do not follow the rules, and the power to 
contract with a private sector third-party to operate the service. The Commission will 
closely monitor the progress of this legislation. If the new legislation is enacted by 
Parliament, the Commission will seek additional resources in order to effectively 
implement these new statutory responsibilities. 


« Commercial Radio Policy Review 


The Commission’s current policy for commercial radio is set out in Commercial Radio 
Policy 1998, Public Notice CRTC 1998-41, 30 April 1998 (the 1998 Policy). Since that 
time, the Canadian radio industry and the music sector have faced a rapidly changing 
environment. The widespread availability of music through the internet and personal 
MP3 devices have resulted in a decline in young listeners to radio. At the same time, the 
radio industry has experienced significant ownership consolidation as a result of more 
flexible rules introduced in the 1998 policy. The 1998 policy also raised the requirement 
for Canadian popular music from 30% to 35% and indicated that a level of 40% may be 
appropriate when the policy was reviewed. Finally, many radio licensees have begun 
broadcasting in digital as well as analog although the availability of digital receivers in 
Canada remains minimal. 


The Commission intends to conduct a review of its commercial radio policy during 2005- 
2006. This review will explore issues such as: 


The future of digital audio broadcasting in Canada; 

The impact of the internet and other audio delivery systems on commercial radio; 
The appropriate minimum Canadian content levels for Canadian music; 

Support for new Canadian musical talent; 

The appropriate contribution by the radio industry to Canadian talent 
development; and 

Local programming — especially local news and information.

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3) Social Prosperity: 
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New Technologies 
Subscription Radio Services 


At the 1 November 2004 Gatineau Public Hearing, the Commission examined three 
applications for licences to carry on multi-channel subscription radio services, distributed 
by satellite and/or terrestrial transmitters for direct reception by subscribers. Two of the 
applicants are in partnership with existing US satellite-delivered subscription radio 
services. The third application proposes a Canadian-based terrestrial subscription radio 
service. 


Since no such services are currently licensed for operation in Canada, these applications 
give rise to a number of policy issues that need to be addressed, in order to ensure that the 
objectives of the Broadcasting Act are met. 


Therefore, in addition to comments on the proposals put forward by the respective 
applicants, the Commission also sought public comment on issues such as: Canadian 
content levels, Canadian talent development contributions, accountability, 
competitiveness, impact on other audio services and the appropriate class of licence. 


The Commission is now considering all the information received at the hearing and 
will issue its decision at a later date. 


High Definition Regulatory Framework 


In Call for comments on a proposed framework for the licensing and distribution of 
high definition pay and specialty services, Broadcasting Public Notice CRTC 
2004-58, 6 August 2004, the Commission requested comment on a comprehensive 
proposed framework for the transition of pay and specialty services to high definition 
(HD). The framework adopted as a result of this proceeding will govern the licensing 
and distribution of HD versions of existing Canadian and non-Canadian pay and 
specialty services, as well as new Canadian and non-Canadian HD services. The 
proceeding will address the regimes for the licensing of Canadian HD pay and 
specialty services and for their carriage by the country’s various classes of 
broadcasting distribution undertakings, including the establishment of minimum HD 
content levels that Canadian pay and specialty services must offer in order to obtain 
mandatory carriage by distribution undertakings and possible requirements as to the 
packaging of Canadian and non-Canadian HD services. A ruling with be issued 
during the 2005-2006 fiscal year. 


This proceeding is the most recent in a series of proceedings establishing a 
framework for the transition of the Canadian broadcasting industry from analog to 
digital, and ultimately to HD, technology. The Commission has already conducted 
proceedings, and issued rulings, with respect to over-the-air digital television stations 
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and the distribution of those signals. A subsequent proceeding will be required to 
address issues related specifically to the distribution of HD services by direct-to- 
home (satellite) distribution undertakings. 


- Digital Migration 


A component of the transition to fully digital distribution in Canada is the migration 
of the existing analog pay and specialty services to a digital distribution environment, 
and more specifically the migration from an analog to a digital regulatory framework. 
In Determination with respect to the establishment of rules to govern the distribution 
of specialty service on the basic service of fully digital cable undertakings; and call 
for proposals for a framework to guide the migration of pay and specialty services 
from analog to digital distribution environment, Broadcasting Public Notice 

CRTC 2005-1, 7 January 2005, the Commission has called for comments on a 
framework to guide the transition in a manner that will contribute to the attainment of 
the objectives of the Broadcasting Act and advance, rather than compromise, the 
transition to high definition digital technology. 


The Commission considers that digital technology can contribute to the attainment of 
the objectives of the Act in a number of ways. Among other things, digital technology 
will permit more efficient delivery of programming services, provide increased 
flexibility for distributors, facilitate the development of new types of services and 
related revenue sources for both programmers and distributors, and expand the choice 
of services for subscribers. The Commission therefore wishes to encourage the rollout 
of digital distribution technology, and seeks to maximize its contribution to the 
attainment of the objectives set out in section 3(1) of the Act. 


= Consumer Bill of Rights 


Many of the basic consumer rights pertaining to tariffed telephone services are currently 
found in the incumbent local exchange carriers’ (ILECs’) Terms of Service, which are 
published in the introductory pages of their telephone directories (the white pages). 


The Commission has found that the Terms of Service and the white pages are difficult to 
understand in some places, and that there might be cases in which an ILEC’s Terms of 
Service and white pages do not contain all the rights of consumers, or all the information 
necessary for an accurate understanding of consumer rights. 


In Consumer bill of rights, Telecom Public Notice CRTC 2003-6, 13 June 2003, the 
Commission initiated a proceeding to develop a consumer bill of rights (CBOR). This 
CBOR will apply to regulated retail telecommunication services offered by the ILECs. 
The Commission expects that the CBOR will comprise a list of clear and concise 
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statements of existing consumer rights written in plain language. The Commission invited 
parties to propose consumer rights to be included in the CBOR. The Commission intends 
to dispose of the CBOR proceeding in the 2005-2006 fiscal year. 


= Community Notification System 


Community notification service would enable a local government authority with 
responsibility for the provision of critical emergency services to notify citizens within its 
jurisdiction of imminent danger to an individual’s life, health, or property. 


An application has been filed, seeking a Commission decision setting out the terms and 
conditions under which an ILEC would allow access to its emergency 9-1-1 database, in 
order to enable a municipality, regional district, or other government authority, to provide 
a community notification service in order to further enhance the safety of its citizens. 


The Commission intends to dispose of this application in the 2005-2006 fiscal year. 


» Price Cap Review 


In Price cap regulation and related issues, Telecom Decision CRTC 97-9, 1 May 1997, 
the Commission established and implemented an initial four-year price cap regime for the 
large ILECs, effective 1 January 1998. After a full review was conducted during the last 
year of the initial price cap regime, the Commission decided, in Regulatory framework 
for second price cap, Telecom Decision CRTC 2002-34, 30 May 2002, to extend price 
regulation for the large ILECs, with a number of modifications, for another four years. 
The main objectives of this regime were: 


\ To render reliable and affordable services of high quality, accessible to both urban 
and rural area customers; 

To balance the interests of the three main stakeholders in the telecommunications 
markets (i.e., customers, competitors, and incumbent telephone companies); 

To foster facilities-based competition in the Canadian telecommunications 
markets; 

To provide incumbents with incentives to increase efficiencies and to be more 
innovative; and 

To adopt regulatory approaches that impose the minimum regulatory burden 
compatible with the achievement of the previous four objectives.

The Commission also approved a similar price cap regime for Société en commandite 
Télébec and TELUS Communications (Québec) Inc. in Implementation of price 
regulation for Télébec and TELUS Québec, Telecom Decision CRTC 2002-43, 31 July 
2002. 
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During the course of the upcoming year, the Commission, after consulting with the main 
stakeholders, will consider whether the current form of price cap regulation for these 
ILECs continues to represent an appropriate basis of regulation to balance the interests of 
the three main stakeholders.

Explanation of Revenue 


The CRTC collects fees under the authority of the Broadcasting Act and Telecommunications 
Act and the regulations made pursuant to these acts, namely the Broadcasting Licence Fee 
Regulations, 1997 and the Telecommunications Fee Regulations, 1995. For fiscal year 2005- 
2006: 


VY CRTC Part I broadcasting licence fees are estimated at $25.4 million? ($19.8 million 
respendable* and $5.6 million in non-respendable” revenue). The broadcasting non- 
respendable revenue also includes a "true-up" adjustment? (credit) of $0.3 million; and 


Y CRTC telecommunications fees are estimated at $23.9 million’ ($17.8 million 
respendable and $6.1 million in non-respendable revenue). The telecommunications non- 
respendable revenue also includes an estimated "true-up" adjustment of $0.5 million. The 
actual amount of the "true-up" will be calculated at the completion of the fiscal year 
2004-2005. 


Broadcasting Licence Fees 


Section 11 of the Broadcasting Act empowers the Commission to make regulations respecting 
licence fees. The Broadcasting Licence Fee Regulations, 1997 apply to all licensees other than 
those classes of undertakings specifically exempted under section 2 of the regulations. Every 
licensee subject to the regulations is required to pay a Part I and a Part II licence fee to the 
Commission annually. For 2004-2005, the CRTC estimates a total of $133.3 million in revenue 
from broadcasting undertakings ($25.8 million in Part I fees — including "true-up" and 
adjustments - and $107.2 million in Part II fees). 


The Part I fee is based on the broadcasting regulatory costs incurred each year by the 
Commission and other federal departments or agencies, excluding spectrum management costs, 
and is equal to the aggregate of: 


Y the costs of the Commission’s broadcasting activity; 

v the share of the costs of the Commission’s administrative activities that is attributable to 
its broadcasting activity; and 

v the other costs included in the net cost of the Commission’s program attributable to its 
broadcasting activities, excluding the costs of regulating the broadcasting spectrum. 


The estimated total broadcasting regulatory costs of the Commission are set out in the 
Commission’s Expenditure Plan published in Part III of the Estimates of the Government of 


>Subject to adjustments for collective agreements that have been ratified but not included in this total. 

* The CRTC retains respendable revenue to fund its operating budget. 

* Non-respendable revenue for Part I broadcasting licence fees and CRTC telecommunications fees recovers the costs incurred by other federal 
government departments for services (excluding Industry Canada spectrum management) rendered without charge to the CRTC (see table 4 entitled “Net 
Cost of the CRTC for the Estimates Year) as well as the statutory costs of employee benefit plans. Part II broadcasting licence fees are also considered to 
be non-respendable revenue. These revenues are credited to the Consolidated Revenue Fund (CRF). 

° The ‘true-up’ adjustment represents the difference between the estimated costs initially billed in a previous fiscal year and the 
actual costs incurred.

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Canada (i.e., Part II] Report on Plans and Priorities). There is an annual adjustment ("true-up") 
amount to the Part I fee to adjust estimated costs to actual expenditures. Any excess fees or 
shortfalls are credited or charged to the licensee in a following year’s invoice. 


The Part II fee is calculated at 1.365% of a licensee’s gross revenue derived from broadcasting 
activities in excess of an applicable exemption limit. The CRTC collects the Part II fees on 
behalf of the government, with all revenues collected being deposited to the Government of 
Canada’s Consolidated Revenue Fund. The rationale for assessing this fee is three-fold: 


Y to earn a fair return for the Canadian public for access to, or exploitation of, a publicly 
owned or controlled resource (i.e. broadcasters’use of the broadcasting spectrum); 

Y to recover Industry Canada costs associated with the management of the broadcasting 
spectrum; and 

Y to represent the privilege of holding a broadcasting licence for commercial benefit. 


Telecommunications Fees 


Section 68 of the Telecommunications Act sets out the authority for making the 
Telecommunications Fees Regulations. Each company that files tariffs must pay fees based on its 
operating revenue, as a percentage of the revenue of all the carriers that file tariffs. For 2004— 
2005, the CRTC assessed $22.7 million in telecommunications fees including "true-up" and 
adjustments. 


The annual fees the CRTC collects is equal to the aggregate of: 


Y the cost of the Commission’s telecommunications activity; 

v the share of the costs of the administrative activities that is attributable to its 
telecommunications activity; and 

Y the other costs included in the net cost of the Commission’s program attributable to its 
telecommunications activity. 


The estimated total telecommunications regulatory costs of the Commission are set out in the 
Commission’s Expenditure Plan published in Part III of the Estimates of the Government of 
Canada (i.e. Part III - Report on Plans and Priorities). There is an annual adjustment ("true-up") 
amount to the telecommunications fees to adjust estimated costs to actual expenditures. Any 
excess fees or shortfalls are credited or charged to the carriers in a following year’s invoice.

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Implementing Government Initiatives 


The Commission remains fully committed to government-wide initiatives to streamline and 
modernize the federal legal, regulatory and policy environment. 


Modernization of Human Resources 


Modernization of HR will be a key priority over the next three years. The CRTC will implement 
the initiative in two phases: Phase 1 will see the completion of competency profiles for all 
critical positions in 2004-2005; Phase 2, extending over the next three years, will see the 
development of succession and staffing plans, and a strategic learning plan, both based on the 
competencies. 


Modern Comptrollership Initiative-- MAF (Management Accountability 
Framework) 


The CRTC struck a Modern Management Committee in 2003-2004 tasked to begin the 
implementation of the Modern Comptrollership Initiative. 


A Capacity Assessment was completed to provide CRTC Senior Management with a 
comprehensive baseline assessment of the state of management practices within the agency in 
relation to the recommendations made in the Report of the Independent Review Panel on Modern 
Comptrollership in the Government of Canada. 


An action plan was developed to address the suggested areas of improvement and will be 
updated annually. Implementation should take place over the next 3 to 7 years. 


Government on-Line 


The Commission web site complies with the Government of Canada’s common look and feel 
guidelines. 


Our web site is a combined communications and reference tool offering a variety of topics and 
options in both official languages. It is well appreciated by both the industry and the public. Its 
content ranges from new releases to public proceedings, complaints and inquiries, CRTC 
information and other related links. It also provides access to documents associated with public 
processes undertaken by the Commission, namely: applications, public notices, interventions and 
decisions. It is regularly monitored to ensure the high quality of its content. 


The Commission is committed to the Shared Systems Initiatives from Treasury Board and as 


such the CRTC introduced the epass service. By using epass, citizens and industry can be 
assured of a secure electronic service from any Internet terminal, using a user ID and password.

Part Ill - Report on Plans and Priorities 


The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. 
This request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in 
the House of Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of: 


Part I —- The Government Expense Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes the key elements of 
the Main Estimates. 


Part I] —- The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve 
these votes to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled 
concurrently on or before March 1. 


Part III —- Departmental Expenditure Plans, which is divided into two components: 


1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency 
(excluding Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail over a three-year period on an 
organisation’s main priorities by strategic outcome(s), program activity(s) and planned/expected results, including 
links to related resource requirements. The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major 
capital projects, grants and contributions, and net program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of 
the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in 
Schedules I, I.1 and I of the Financial Administration Act. These documents are usually tabled on or before 
March 31 and referred to committees, which may then report to the House of Commons pursuant to 
Standing Order 81(4). 


2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of results achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover 
the most recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board 
on behalf of the ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of 
the Financial Administration Act. 


Supplementary Estimates directly support an Appropriation Act. The Supplementary Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in the subsequent appropriation bill. Parliamentary approval is required to 
enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Supplementary Estimates are normally tabled twice a year, 
the first document in early November and a final document in early March. Each Supplementary Estimates document is 
identified alphabetically A, B, C, etc. Under special circumstances, more than two Supplementary Estimates documents 
can be published in any given year. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments 
achieved in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for 

the allocation and management of public funds.

In 
addition to delivering its own programs, the CSA is responsible for co-ordinating all 
federal and civil, space-related policies and programs pertaining to science and 
technology research, industrial development, and international co-operation.

The CSA contributes to three Strategic Outcomes in line with the Government of 
Canada's top priorities. These Strategic Outcomes are:

1.3.2 Departmental Plans and Priorities 


Strategic Context of the Canadian Space Agency 


International Environment 


Space is now recognised by industrialised nations as an essential and strategic tool to 
meet their social and economic objectives. There is also increased recognition of the 
importance of space capabilities for government objectives and operations. Accordingly, 
many governments around the world are now looking for increased consolidation, 
nurturing, protection, and advancement of their space capabilities. Space activities are 
global in scope and this characteristic- favours co-operation between nations seeking 
common goals. Canada must therefore possess a space infrastructure to not only meet its 
specific national needs, but to also play a tangible and visible role in responding to the 
issues that interest the international community. 


International co-operation is critical to the implementation of the Canadian Space 
Program. Canada co-operates with a number of international partners and has ties to 
various space agencies. Although the United States National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration (NASA) and the European Space Agency (ESA) remain Canada's 
longstanding international partners, we are increasingly developing relationships with 
other foreign space organisations in Japan, India, Sweden, Norway, Germany and Russia.

Canada is regarded as a collaborative and reliable partner that possesses unique technical 
and scientific capabilities, and a nation that can meaningfully contribute to the initiatives 
of foreign space agencies. In particular, emerging space-faring countries in Asia and 
South America offer high potential for future co-operation. These markets, while limited 
in the short-term, are likely to be subject to intense competition in the long-term. 
Consequently, Canada maintains its efforts to establish a foothold in these emerging 
markets. It is of paramount importance for the CSA to continue to work with its 
stakeholders to ensure that both our research community and industry remain active and 
competitive vis-a-vis world standards and markets. 


The perception of Canada's space industry as being internationally competitive was 
confirmed by the results of the 2003 Annual Survey of the Canadian Space Sector. With 
exports representing 40% ($800 million)! of the industry's total output, Canada has a 
higher percentage of exports than any other major space-faring nation. Compared with 
Canada's other exports, it is interesting to note that the destination of Canada's space 
exports is balanced with 45% generally destined to the U.S., 21% to Europe, and 9% to 
Asia. During 2003, there was a significant 35% growth in Asian- derived revenues’.

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National Environment 


The Canadian Space Agency recognises that the best means of turning scientific and 
technological advancements into innovative products and services is mainly through 
partnerships with Canadian universities and industry. The CSA firmly believes that 
industry is the best vehicle for providing a broad range of services to diverse groups of 
users — from individuals to public and private organisations. With its highly skilled 
workforce, the space industry in Canada not only generates wealth in our economy, but 
also provides Canadians with competitive products and services that would otherwise 
have to be obtained from foreign sources. 


In 2003, Canada's space industry generated $2 billion in revenues’. Telecommunications 
continued to generate the lion's share of the Canadian space sector's revenues with a total 
of $1.45 billion. A breakdown of the revenues by sectors of activity is as follows: 
Telecommunications: 72.4% ($1.45 billion); Earth Observation: 9.2% ($184 million); 
Navigation: 8.2% ($164 million); Robotics 5.8% ($116 million); Space Science 3.1% 
($62 million); and, all space-related activities in areas other than those mentioned above 
1.3% ($26 million)’. 


Given that the national market is relatively small, it is critical that Canadian industry be 
able to leverage foreign investments and generate export sales. Capitalising on export 
revenue depends on industry's ability to commercialise highly competitive products and 
services, and establish local partnerships, as well as the Government of Canada's ability 
to establish open trade regulations with its closest international partners. 


While small in number of firms, the Canadian space sector is knowledge-intensive and at 
the forefront of research and innovation. Building on the strengths of 6,100 highly skilled 
workers’, Canadian firms have acquired world-leading capabilities in niche areas such as 
Earth observation, space robotics and satellite communications. 


Government Environment 


The Canadian Space Strategy (CSS) replaces the Long-Term Space Plan as the 
framework that guides the Canadian Space Agency in leading Canada's national Space 
Program. 


The Canadian Space Strategy is a concise overview that will serve as a tool for planning 
purposes, and provide our stakeholders and partners with insight on Canada's strategic 
directions regarding space. In keeping with its objective of being an open and transparent 
organisation, the CSA strategic planning was done in full consultation with Government 
of Canada organisations and with its Canadian stakeholders, particularly through the use 
of the CSA Advisory Council and several Program Advisory Groups. The Canadian

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Space Strategy will be reviewed regularly, and will evolve with the environment that 
characterises and influences Canada's space activities. 


The CSA also carries out ongoing consultations with Government of Canada 
organisations to identify where and how space technologies could be used to enhance the 
delivery of their mandates and provide new or more efficient services to Canadians. More 
specifically, the CSA is constantly seeking ways to contribute significantly to the 
effective and efficient delivery of government programs and services in the fields of: 
communications, environment and sustainable development, security, intelligence, 
emergency preparedness, industry development and space science. 


The list of partnerships between the CSA and other federal organisations includes: the 
Canada Centre for Remote Sensing (CCRS) of Natural Resources Canada, which 
operates satellite data ground receiving stations, and the Communications Research 
Centre (CRC) of Industry Canada, which manages satellite communications programs on 
behalf of the Agency. The CSA also has close co-operation links with the National 
Research Council, and the Departments of National Defence, Foreign Affairs, 
International Trade, Industry Canada, Environment Canada, Fisheries and Oceans, the 
Natural Sciences and Engineering Research Council (NSERC) and others. 


The CSA works very closely with the Canadian space industry and scientists in over 20 
Canadian universities in the planning and implementation of the Canadian Space 
Program.

The strategic context outlined above puts some perspective on the four priorities of the 
Canadian Space Agency. Over the planning horizon of this RPP, the Canadian Space 
Agency will begin managing the Canadian Space Program in accordance with the 
Management, Resources, and Results Structure Policy and will target Management 
Accountability Framework expectations developed by Treasury Board Secretariat. 


Priorities of the Canadian Space Agency 


Starting on April 1, 2005, the CSA will manage the Canadian Space Program according 
to its recently approved Canadian Space Strategy (CSS). The CSS will greatly influence 
decision-making at the CSA as it streamlines its Strategic Outcomes and sets the long- 
term priorities for all activities under the new Program Activity Architecture (PAA). By 
elaborating a logic chain of results, the PAA illustrates how each program activity 
produces expected effects, ultimately contributing to the Strategic Outcomes, and how 
the performance measurement regime supports the CSA's accountability and reporting 
activities. A priority was set for each of the four program activities that collectively 
contributes to the success of the Canadian Space Program. 
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Priority for the Program Activity — Space Based Earth Observation (EO) 


The priority in Space Based Earth Observation is to develop and operationalise the use of 
space for the benefits of Canadians by tapping into the unique vantage point it offers to 
observe the Earth and its environment. 


Given Canada’s geo-political situation, our immense territory, our rich natural resources, 
the changes now occurring in our climate, and our international stature as peacekeepers 
and champions of democracy, innovative Earth Observation technologies will become 
increasingly important for our country. 


Space Based EO enables environmental understanding, monitoring and prediction with 
unparalleled coverage and scope. Space Based EO enables sustainable management and 
development of natural resources, land use, fisheries and agriculture. Productivity and 
efficiency gains create jobs, maintain competitiveness of the resource sector and generate 
wealth for Canadians. Space Based EO also offers cost-effective wide area surveillance 
of land, ice and sea. Satellites are critical to Canada’s security and foreign policy. By 
doing all of the above, this priority contributes in many ways to all CSA Strategic 
Outcomes: Knowledge, Innovation and Economy, Sovereignty and Security, and 
Environment and Sustainable Development. 


At the forefront of EO data use since the early 1970s, Canada has became a world leader 
in Synthetic Aperture Radar (SAR) data collection, operations and services with the 
launch of RADARSAT-1 in 1995 and is about to demonstrate its continued leadership 
with RADARSAT-2, to be launched in late 2005 or early 2006. Canada’s RADARSAT-2 
will provide substantially enhanced data products and services, as well as contribute to C- 
band SAR data continuity. Canadian government users are expected to be Environment 
Canada, Fisheries and Oceans Canada, Canadian Ice Services, Natural Resources Canada, 
the Department of National Defence and the provinces. 


For the coming years, RADARSAT-2 and the design of the next generation of radar 
satellites will be the CSA's main focuses. The Agency will also continue its involvement 
in the ESA's Envisat Environmental Satellite mission and pursue its mission 
development effort related to eet (Stratospheric Wind Interferometer for Transport 
studies). 


Priority for the Program Activity — Space Science and Exploration (SSE) 


In Space Science and Exploration, the priority is to better understand the Solar System 
and the Universe, to seek extraterrestrial habitats for life, and to prepare for a permanent 
human presence on other planets. 


This priority consists of using research and space exploration activities to answer a series 
of fundamental questions posed by the international scientific community. The Canadian 
scientific community relies on the CSA to contribute the means to answer these 
fundamental questions and ensure a dynamic environment for scientific research in 
Canada. The challenges to meet the long-term goals for Space Science and Exploration 
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are immense but essential. Every modern nation invests in science and technology. This 
fundamental research attracts the bright minds of a nation and challenges them to surpass 
themselves with visionary endeavors. This priority directly contributes to the following 
CSA Strategic Outcomes: Knowledge, Innovation and Economy, and Sovereignty and 
Security. 


The Space Science and Exploration activities have been regrouped under two pillars: 
Space Astronomy and the Solar System, and Physical Sciences and Life Sciences. 


Over the next three years, Space Astronomy missions, such as the space-borne telescopes 
Far Ultra Violet Spectroscopic Explorer (FUSE), Balloon-Borne Large Aperture Sub- 
millimetre Telescope (BLAST) and Microvariability and Oscillations of Stars (MOST), 
will contribute toward a better understanding of the early Universe and the internal 
structure of Sun-like stars. In parallel, the CSA will be developing a key element of the 
James Webb Space Telescope, the successor to the highly successful Hubble Space 
Telescope that is planned for launch in 2011, as well as contributions to two European 
Space Agency space astronomy missions — Herschel and Planck. Collaboration in these 
three cornerstone missions will place the internationally competitive Canadian 
astronomical community in an enviable position over the next decade. As for planetary 
exploration, leading a robotic mission to Mars within the next decade remains the focus. 
In order to reach that goal, the Canadian space science and exploration community will 
continue working on the development of a meteorological station for the NASA 
PHOENIX Scout mission, a key opportunity in the international collaborative missions to 
explore Mars and the Moon. 


Life and Physical sciences will resume their progress once access to the International 
Space Station (ISS) is regained. Over the next three years, it is planned that Canadian 
scientists will use Canada's allocation on the ISS to carry out microgravity experiments in 
fluid physics, human physiology, materials processing and similar related fundamental 
and applied research in this unique laboratory. 


Canadian Astronauts will continue to participate to the assembly and maintenance of the 
ISS through three upcoming missions (STS-115/12A, STS-118/13A.1 and SPDM) and 
will perform sciences experiments on behalf of the Canadian and international research 
communities. 


To offset access to the unique science laboratory that the ISS provides, Canada's SSE 
priority is the continued fulfilment of its responsibilities for the ISS Mobile Servicing 
System (MSS) operations: maintaining MSS hardware and software, performing repair 
and overhaul work on the MSS, operating MSS training facilities in Canada, planning 
and supporting operations of MSS missions, and conducting robotics operations in 
conjunction with the NASA Houston flight control room from the Remote-Multi-Purpose 
Support Room, an operational facility directly supporting robotics operations from St. 
Hubert, Quebec, which is supported by a reliable Ground Segment capability. 
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The highly anticipated accomplishment related to the International Space Station (ISS) 
and the MSS over the next three years is the implementation of a ground control 
capability for Canadarm2, which will enable movement of the robotic arm by personnel 
on the ground without the involvement of the on-orbit crew. This new capability will 
eventually allow for more efficient utilisation of the Dextre robot when it is launched in 
2007, and it is a key stepping stone for the development of the next generation of space 
robotic manipulators, which will enable the achievement of CSA's planetary exploration 
goals. 


Priority for the Program Activity — Satellite Communications (SATCOM) 


In Satellite Communications, the priority is to provide all Canadians with the means to 
participate and fully benefit from the global information age. 


Satellite technology has dramatically changed the world of communications. By offering 
instantaneous global access and global broadcasting, SATCOM technologies have begun 
to erase the notion of distance, bringing remote regions into a global village and enabling 
new business models based on broadband services, enhanced personal communications, 
global navigation, and positioning and localization services. 


For this priority, the CSA intends more specifically to increase the connectivity of 
Canadian communities, support federal government departments in the delivery of 
programs and services and support Canadian sovereignty and foreign policy objectives. 
By doing so, this priority contributes to the following CSA Strategic Outcomes: 
Knowledge, Innovation and Economy, and Sovereignty and Security. 


With the launch of Anik-F2 in 2004, the rural and remote areas of Canada are closer than 
ever to benefiting from tele-services using broadband (Ka-band) capabilities. A range of 
non-commercial services will be supported including: e-government, e-learning, tele- 
justice, tele-education, and tele-medicine disciplines such as tele-psychiatry, tele- 
radiology, tele-surgery, and tele-consultations. This satellite technology will permit 
specialists located in main centres to use high definition real time links, thereby reducing 
the cost of travel, and improving the quality of care for every Canadian. 


Over the next three years, the operation and use of the Ka-band payload will be one of the 
main focuses for this priority. Another focus will be the development of a high-speed, 
high capacity space messaging experimental payload called CASCADE of interest to 
petrochemical, resource exploration, and other industrial clients. 


Among other activities contributing to this priority will be the continued efforts deployed 
through Canada's participation in Europe's navigation satellite program, Galileosat, a 
major undertaking by the European Space Agency and the European Union, and to 
support Canadian industry's participation in the ESA ARTES program to advance and 
demonstrate new telecommunications products and services. Finally, the CSA considers 
the implementation of a Ground Segment Technologies and Applications Development 
program to develop, in co-operation with Canadian industry, a selection of products and 
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services using advanced communications, navigation and information technology which 
have the capacity to improve the efficiency and safety of marine operations, therefore 
increasing the security of Canadians. 


Priority for the Program Activity — Space Awareness and Learning 


Under Space Awareness and Learning, the priority is to further public understanding of 
and engagement in space-related issues, thus contributing to the increase of science 
literacy among Canadians. 


The Government of Canada is committed to building a 21° century economy through a 
new focus on science and technology. If Canada is to meet the challenge posed by a truly 
global economy, Canadians must be encouraged to pursue careers in science and 
technology, as a skilled pool of human capital is at the heart of an innovative economy. 
We must encourage science and technology literacy, particularly among our youth, today. 
We must also engage Canadians' interest in science and technology by sharing our 
discoveries and breakthroughs in meaningful ways that relate to their daily lives. Space 
has always inspired individuals, communities and entire nations to reach for their highest 
aspirations, and challenge the best of their abilities. 


Under this priority, the CSA intends to enhance public understanding and engagement, 
especially among youth and their families, through its national Learning Program 
(formerly known as Space Awareness and Learning Program) and a range of awareness 
initiatives. By doing so, this priority contributes to the Strategic Outcome: Knowledge, 
Innovation and Economy. 


The Learning Program is reaching out to a greater number of partners and has forged 
solid relationships with other government departments, science centers and museums, 
youth and science associations, the private sector and the education community across 
Canada. 


To ensure Canada's capacity to conduct breakthrough science and maintain its leadership 
in technological innovation, we must be able to attract, develop and retain highly 
qualified personnel in science and engineering, including those fields related to space. 


Other activities supporting this fourth priority include Media Relations and Information 
services, Exhibitions and Creative services group, and awareness and learning events 
with astronauts, scientists and engineers. 


Plans of the Canadian Space Agency 
The CSA will achieve its priorities by focusing on the following six elements: 
1) a strong science capacity; 


2) a proficient technology base; 
3) qualified test and operations infrastructures; 
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4) dynamic space industry and expanded markets; 
5) national and international partnerships; and, 
6) a comprehensive approach to program management. 


Strong science capacity 


Canada must possess the critical mass of intellectual capital to create and use knowledge. 
The increasing importance of space in our day-to-day lives makes it imperative for our 
country to have a strong space science community capable of generating knowledge 
within our own borders, and able to share and exchange knowledge with our international 
partners. 


In concrete actions, the plan for the CSA to contribute to a strong science capacity, in co- 
operation with national granting councils and other funding partners, consists of: 


- encouraging the entry and emergence of new space science researchers in Canada, 
particularly through small, short-term projects; 

- providing greater support to researchers with the proven potential to become 
world leaders in their field; 

- stabilising long-term support to a critical mass of the best research teams, 
particularly those in fields identified as Canadian priorities; and, 

- promoting and stimulating co-operation and complementary research between 
academic institutions, industry and government organisations, particularly when it 
supports government policy decisions or the development of new technologies 
and products in Canadian industry. 


Proficient Technology Base 


Canada must have its own core technology base to meet our unique requirements, as well 
as the skills and capabilities that will make us an appealing partner for other countries. 
Hence, Canada must remain discerning in the technologies we decide to pursue. Our 
technology base must take into consideration the niche sectors where Canada has 
established and intends to retain world leadership, but must also be dynamic to evolve 
with the changing nature of our national needs and objectives in space, as influenced by 
national and international environments. 


The plan for the CSA and its partners to maintain a leading edge and proficient 
technology base consists of pursuing the following: 


- payload technologies; 

- platform and infrastructure technologies; 
- generic technologies; and, 

- applications technologies. 
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Qualified test and operations infrastructures 


In order to maintain an appropriate level of space infrastructure, the CSA will encourage 
private-public partnerships to maximise the efficient utilisation of the current David 
Florida Laboratories (DFL) facilities and equipment based in Canada, as well as increase 
their access to our international partners (provided Canadian interests and requirements 
are protected). 


Dynamic space industry and expanded markets 


The CSA recognises that Canada’s space industry must be sufficiently large and diverse 
enough to meet our needs and goals in space. Canada's space industry must also sustain 
the high calibre of products and services it has demonstrated to date. However, given that 
the Canadian market is relatively small, it is critical that industry be able to leverage 
foreign investments and generate export sales. Capitalising on export revenue depends on 
industry’s ability to commercialise highly competitive products and services, as well as 
the Government of Canada’s ability to establish open trade regulations with its closest 
international partners. In order to help industry meet and succeed in these challenges, the 
Canadian Space Agency's plan consists of aligning its programs and actions to build 
synergies that will bolster Canadian industry's competitiveness and market development 
efforts. One of the essential elements of this plan is to continue supporting technology 
R&D and innovation in industry. 


National and international partnerships 


Co-operation between scientists in government and academia; co-ordination between 
industry and the Canadian Space Agency to establish the most relevant technology base; 
and, the alignment between research and development, hardware manufacturers and 
service providers, are among the many partnerships that must exist in Canada to ensure 
that we continue to have a dynamic national space program. Given the potential of space 
to provide applications directly related to the public good, one of the Canadian Space 
Agency’s most important objectives is to accelerate the pace and depth at which 
Government of Canada departments and agencies use space to help fulfil their mandates. 


To this end, the CSA's plan consists of: 


- seeking new and existing government department requirements in which space 
can make a positive contribution; 

- developing the means to satisfy these needs in co-operation with Canadian 
industry; and, 

- harmonising its investments and activities with those of client departments as part 
of an integrated and user-oriented approach. 


International co-operation channels are also important to complement our domestic 


capabilities, and strengthen relationships between Canada and foreign governments, 
scientists and private sector organisations. The CSA plans to continue making a 
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concerted effort to strengthen strategic international partnerships of interest to Canada, 
while ensuring that our national expertise, products and services make Canada a partner 
of choice for other nations and private entities. 


Comprehensive Approach to Program Management 


The CSA manages its Program Activities by organising its scientific and engineering 
programs into three large clusters: Enabling Research, Space Mission Development, and 
Space Mission Operations. Each cluster carries out a specific objective in line with CSA 
priorities and stakeholder expectations: 


e Through Enabling Research, the CSA provides leadership, co-ordination or support to 
applied research and experimental development in order to increase the knowledge 
base, devise new applications through space missions, and allow the transfer of 
intellectual property and proven technologies to Canadian industry, academia, and 
government organisations. 


e Through Space Mission Development, the CSA provides co-ordination or support to 
the development of space missions through the definition, critical design, 
manufacturing, integration, testing and delivery phases leading to launch and early 
operations of space systems. 


e Through Space Mission Operations, the CSA operates space missions through on- 
orbit ground control operations, system maintenance and logistic support, as well as 
data handling and delivery. 


The synergy between the clusters described above can also be referred to as Matrix 
Management. The CSA is committed to Matrix Management in order to optimise the 
effectiveness and expertise of employees coming from different core functions and 
promote an integrated team and multi-functional approach to projects and services. The 
long term objective of Matrix Management is to constitute a heritage within the core 
functions by acquiring and accumulating knowledge and experience within identified 
skill sets through the various and varied matrix assignments. 


The CSA co-ordinates its activities from initial research phases to the final operational 
phases with this comprehensive end-to-end approach in order to strengthen and deepened 
its specialized human resources, while delivering social and economic benefits to all 
Canadians.

Through its Earth Observation Program Activity, the Canadian Space Agency recognises 
how space offers a unique vantage point to observe the Earth and its environment, and 
how to improve the quality of life of Canadians. 


Canada's vast geography and low population density make spaced-based EO a cost- 
effective means to ensure understanding, management and protection of our environment, 
resources and territory. Sustainable development requires considerable quantities of 
scientific information. Operational spaced-based EO makes it possible to regularly 
acquire synoptic views of large areas and frequent, detailed information related to remote 
areas. Scientific EO advances knowledge of the Earth and its systems. Satellite data is 
crucial to helping scientist policy and decision makers to better understand weather, 
climate, oceans, land, geology, natural resources, ecosystems and hazards. It is also 
crucial to enhancing human safety and welfare, alleviating human suffering and 
protecting global environment.

Highlights of Expected Accomplishments — Enabling Research (EO) 


e Enhance Canada's capabilities in supporting national and international space 
missions or activities of Canadian interest by awarding new technology 
development projects to mainly small and medium-size companies (SMEs) 
through an annual Request for Proposal process. Priority technologies are defined 
in consultation with the mission initiator and with industry. In 2005-2006, a new 
program element will be proposed in the Space Technology Development 
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Program to support universities in the development of new space technologies 
responding to Canadian needs. 


e The development of long-term high-risk space technologies and the maintenance 
of in-house technical capabilities by conducting advanced R&D projects that meet 
the criteria of excellence and relevance in support of the implementation of the 
CSP:

e CSA is partnering with the Jet Propulsion Laboratory (JPL), the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology and NASA's Goddard Space Flight Center on the Hydros 
mission for the remote sensing to detect soil moisture on a global scale. 


e The CSA is also partnering with JPL and Colorado State University in the 
Cloudsat mission, which will, for the first trme, measure the global properties of 
clouds in order to improve climate change forecasts. As part of our agreement 
with NASA relating to Cloudsat, the CSA is collaborating with the 
Meteorological Service of Canada (MSC) to run a comprehensive validation 
campaign in the Great Lakes region during the winter season. 


e The development of advanced space-borne instruments and_ user-oriented 


applications by Canadian companies through the participation of Canada in ESA 
Programs.

Highlights of Expected Accomplishments — Space Mission Development (EO) 


e With the completion of the RADARSAT-2 hardware deliveries to the David 
Florida Laboratory (DFL) in 2004-2005, the main activities will be to finalise the 
Ground Segment installation and to complete the spacecraft Assembly Integration 
and Test, with the launch scheduled for late 2005 or early 2006. Equipped with 
advanced technologies, RADARSAT-2 will be the first commercial radar satellite 
to offer multi-polarisation (an important aid in identifying a wide variety of 
surface features and targets), produce images with a resolution of down to three 
meters, and access an area of 800 kilometres to either side of the sub-satellite 
track. 


e The continued development of an instrument called SWIFT (Stratospheric Wind 
Interferometer for Transport studies) design to help scientists better understand 
the global atmospheric circulation and thereby provide the means to validate 
complex climate and weather models. The CSA will continue its mission 
development activities related to this instrument. In addition, the mission will use 
a Canadian designed small satellite bus and will contain a complementary 
payload. The three year mission is currently planned for 2009-2010. 


e DFL provides world-class and cost effective environmental space qualification 
services for the assembly, integration and testing of spacecraft systems and sub- 
systems to all of CSA's programs. Many priority projects will benefit from DFL 
support: RADARSAT-2 and the Stratospheric Wind Interferometer For Transport 
studies (SWIFT) for EO program activity, CASCADE, Smallsat Bus, Enhanced 
Polar Outflow Probe (e-POP), Quicksat, eOSTEO, James Webb Space Telescope 
space telescope (JWST) and Ultraviolet Imaging Telescope (UVIT) for SSE and 
SATCOM program activities; as well commercial programs including Skynet V, 
the Orbiter Boom Sensor System, and the Hubble Space Telescope repair mission.

Highlights of Expected Accomplishments — Space Mission Operations (EO) 


RADARSAT-1 operations will continue with the same level of high performance 
for satellite reliability and image production, ensuring the supply of data until full 
commissioning of RADARSAT-2 in early 2006. A contingency plan is in place to 
prescribe the use of foreign sensors as backup to RADARSAT-1 in order to 
continue to meet the needs of operational users until RADARSAT-2 data 
becomes available. Ongoing operation of RADARSAT-1 provides useful 
information to both commercial and scientific users in such fields as disaster 
management, interferometry, agriculture, cartography, hydrology, forestry, 
oceanography, ice studies and coastal monitoring. 


Canada is an official member of the International Charter on Space and Major 
Disasters through which all members agree to use their EO satellites when 
required to respond to disasters. The CSA regularly contributes RADARSAT data 
and plans to remain a key player in this field while gradually increasing its 
participation. 


Canada’s SCISAT-1 Atmospheric Chemistry Experiment, launched in August 
2003 and operated by the CSA, has started to yield an excellent data set and 
articles will soon be published in peer-review scientific journals. There are 
expectations of significant scientific results that will ultimately enhance Canada’s 
understanding and recognized leadership in stratospheric ozone studies. The 
satellite, which measures numerous trace gases, thin clouds and aerosols in the 
stratosphere, will continue to operate for at least the next two years. 


Two major Canadian science instruments are currently orbiting Earth and 
collecting new environmental data: MOPITT (Measurements of Pollution in the 
Troposphere) and OSIRIS (Optical Spectrograph and Infrared Imaging System). 
MOPITT, which is aboard the NASA Terra satellite, contributes to our 
understanding of the sources and pathways of atmospheric pollutants. OSIRIS, 
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which is on board the Swedish Odin satellite, measures the concentration of 
various gases in the stratosphere, thereby allowing our scientists to make a 
significant contribution to the global understanding of stratospheric ozone 
depletion processes. 


e The launch of high-altitude balloon experiments in August 2005 will help 
scientists study the stratospheric composition and ozone depletion processes at 
mid-latitudes. This launch is part of a campaign to validate Canada’s OSIRIS and 
SCISAT-1 data.

and Arthritis (IMHA) have created opportunities for Canadian researchers to take 
part in a study that is designed to shed light on the physiological changes 
occurring during long-term bed rest. This major initiative conducted in co- 
operation with ESA, CNES, and NASA, and promises to provide information that 
may contribute to more effective treatment of a broad array of medical conditions 
affecting bone, joint and muscle conditions such as osteoporosis and 
osteoarthritis. 


e Canada has joined a team of scientists from France, Japan and the United States to 
study reproduction and growth patterns of living organisms during space flight. 
The objective of this: research is to determine how such processes in space differ 
from those on Earth. A scientific payload of live worms was placed on board a 
Soyouz spacecraft that was launched on April 19, 2004. The worms returned to 
Earth and analysis began in May 2004. 


e Efforts are underway to include a study of cardiovascular adaptation to the space 
environment in the STS-118/13A mission with Canadian Astronaut Dave 
Williams. This mission will likely happen after July 2006. 


e The Insect Habitat facility project will undergo rigorous scientific testing in its 
final phase of development as an ISS facility. When operational, this facility will 
provide researchers with the opportunity to study insects as model organisms in 
space. 
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e The development of the Canadian Biotechnology Facility to enable protein 
crystals to replace those grown on the ISS is expected to begin in 2006. The 
original experiment was lost with Space Shuttle Columbia. A precise knowledge 
of protein structure is important in the design of more efficient medication for 
better treatments with fewer side effects. 


e A Space Science study is currently underway, to evaluate how to best adapt the 
development strategies of the Microgravity Isolation Mount Base Unit (MIMBU), 
to meet its objectives within the new ISS context. A similar study is planned for 
the ISS Furnace (ATEN). 


e Canada and Russia are collaborating on two ISS studies; one to study 
astronaut/cosmonaut performance reliability and skill dynamics during long-term 
space flights, and the other to study astronaut radiation exposure. 


e Canada has undertaken a study, in collaboration with international partners, to 
evaluate cross-cultural training requirements for the ISS environment. 


e Maintain a trained and versatile Astronaut Corps to continue develop and 
maintain human space flight expertise to meet the requirements of CSA's space 
sciences and human exploration programs. 


SPACE MISSION DEVELOPMENT — SPACE SCIENCE AND EXPLORATION

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Highlights of Expected Accomplishments — Space Mission Development (SSE) 


e The design and production of a Canadian meteorological (MET) station for the 
NASA PHOENIX Scout mission, a Mars lander to be launched in 2007, will 
continue. To have this instrument launched on this U.S. mission will position 
‘Canada as a respected and reliable provider of planetary science instrumentation 
and will provide basic scientific knowledge of the Martian atmosphere. This 
program will also include benefits for Canada in science and industrial 
competitiveness. The CSA MET will be developed, delivered and flown on the 
Phoenix mission in 2007. 


e The Enhanced Polar Outflow Probe (e-POP) mission, now integrated with the 
CASSIOPE Mission Contribution Program, is scheduled for launch in early 2008. 
It will probe the upper atmosphere and ionosphere region where solar variability 
exerts influence on global change in various time scales. The scientific data 
collected by e-POP will help scientists understand particle exchange and energy 
coupling processes between the Earth’s atmosphere and space environment. 


e The CSA has agreed to provide the Indian Space Research Organisation (ISRO) 
with: the Flight Detector Subsystem, the Ground Test Subsystem, the Calibration 
Subsystem, and required flight spares for the Ultra Violet Imaging Telescope 
(UVIT) on board the ISRO ASTROSAT satellite. The ASTROSAT mission is 
scheduled for launch in 2007. 


e Canada will be participating the James Webb Space Telescope (JWST), a major 
facility-class space observatory that will be launched in 2010. The JWST is a 
successor to the highly successful Hubble Space Telescope (HST). Canada is 
responsible for the design and construction of the Fine Guidance Sensor (FGS), a 
critical element of the mission, which ensures the very precise pointing of the 
telescope. The FGS will also contain a near-infrared camera that will be used to 
provide the international astronomical community with simultaneous images 
taken with a tuneable filter. These images will be complementary to images 
coming from other instruments. By virtue of the CSA's contribution, Canadian 
astronomers will have guaranteed access to 5% of the observing time of this 
approximately $1.8 billion (USD) project. 


e The HIFI LSU project is Canada's contribution to the Herschel Space 


Observatory, a European Space Agency (ESA) satellite with an on board 
telescope that will be launched in 2007. The Herschel satellite will carry an 
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infrared telescope and three scientific instruments, one of which is a high- 
resolution spectrometer, the Heterodyne Instrument for the Far Infrared (HIFI). 
Herschel will allow scientists to address key science questions such as how 
galaxies were formed in the early universe and how stars have been forming 
throughout the history of the universe. 


e The NEOSSAT mission is a combination of the Near Earth Space Surveillance 
(NESS) and the High Earth Orbit Surveillance (HEOS) projects. It is expected 
that 50% of NEOSSAT time will be used to observe the inner portion of the solar 
system to discover, track and study asteroids (and comets). The other 50% of the 
operating time will be used to track satellites in high Earth orbit to update the 
orbit parameters of known satellites. 


e Continued use of space-analog facilities (e.g. Aquarius underwater 
habitat/Haughton-Mars) to further scientific knowledge, develop scientific and 
medical technologies, develop mission operation concepts and train crew and 
support personnel. 


e CSA will conduct a feasibility study on the development of the infrastructures and 
hardware necessary to medically support crewmembers on exploration-class 
missions and, while doing so, improve terrestrial health care delivery through the 
transfer of space technology. 


e Canada will develop a human space flight emergency response plan to better 
respond to the unlikely event of a manned space flight over Canadian Territory.

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Highlights of Expected Accomplishments — Space Mission Operations (SSE) 


The implementation of a ground control capability for Canadarm2, which will 
enable movement of the robotic arm by personnel on the ground without 
involvement of the on-orbit crew. This new capability will be progressively 
fielded for the Mobile Servicing System to allow for more efficient utilisation of 
the Dextre robot when it is launched in 2007. 


The completion of the end-to-end testing of Dextre (Special Purpose Dexterous 
Manipulator), the third element of the MSS, for its launch now expected in mid- 
2007, and the continuation of the design and development of training material and 
operational procedures for Dextre. 


The completion of the MSS-4 and the initiation of MSS-5 software loads destined 
for the integration of the Dextre software onto the MSS integrated flight load to 
support the planned testing of the element, its launch, commissioning and early 
on-orbit operations. 


The fulfilment of responsibilities for MSS operations: maintaining MSS hardware 
and software, performing repair and overhaul work on the MSS _ hardware, 
operating MSS training facilities in Canada, planning and supporting operations 
of MSS missions, and conducting operations in conjunction with the NASA 
Houston flight control room from the Remote-Multi-Purpose Support Room, an 
operational facility directly supporting robotics operations from St. Hubert, 
Quebec, which is supported by a reliable Ground Segment capability. 


The implementation of a ground control capability for Canadarm2, which will 
enable movement of the robotic arm by personnel on the ground without the 
involvement of the on-orbit crew. This new capability will be progressively 
placed in the Mobile Servicing System to allow for more efficient utilisation of 
the Dextre robot when it is launched in 2007. 


The launch of Perceptual-Motor Deficits in Space/Test of Reaction and 
Adaptation Capabilities (PMDIS/TRAC), the first experiment to use the Canadian 
ISS allocation rights is currently placed during Mission STS-121/12A.1, with a 
return planned for Mission STS 115/13A with Canadian Astronaut, Steve 
MacLean. Both Missions are scheduled for the early part of 2006. 


Maintain a trained and versatile Astronaut Corps to continue develop and 
maintain human space flight expertise to ensure Canada's contribution to the ISS. 


Operations for the Microvariability and Oscillations of Stars (MOST) micro- 
satellite space telescope, launched in June 2003, will continue and there are 
expectations of additional significant science results from this innovative mission. 
Scientists operating the MOST space telescope have made a major astronomical 
discovery contradicting previous observations made from Earth-based telescopes. 
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The discovery suggests that long-held theories on the formation and aging of the 
Sun and other stars need to be reconsidered. Barely a year since its launch, this 
small Canadian telescope has already expanded the boundaries of our knowledge 
of space. 


e Canadian scientists continue to obtain data from our participation in NASA's Far 
UltraViolet Space Explorer (FUSE) mission (launched in 1999) and from the 
CANOPUS ground-based array of geophysical instruments that complement 
international solar-terrestrial space probes. Since the initiation of the CANOPUS 
array in the late 1980's, over 1000 peer-review scientific papers have been 
published utilising data from the array. 


e Inthe absence of the NASA Space Shuttle program, continuation of Osteoporosis 
Experiments in Orbit (OSTEO) science will be accommodated with an enhanced 
system (eOSTEO) in co-operation with ESA, using an unmanned mission 
scheduled for October 2006. 


e The continued support of the Microgravity Vibration Isolation System (MVIS) 
delivered to ESA for integration into its Fluid Science Laboratory, which will be 
flown on their Columbus module. MVIS has successfully passed the Preliminary 
Acceptance Review at Alenia, a critical milestone on its path to integration onto 
the Columbus module. This integration and testing is expected to continue into 
2005. ESA plans to launch this module in late 2006 on Space Shuttle mission 1E.

Enhance Canada's capabilities in supporting national and international space 
missions or activities of Canadian interest by awarding new technology 
development projects to mainly small and medium-size companies (SMEs) 
through an annual Request for Proposal process. Priority technologies are defined 
in consultation with the mission initiator and with industry. 


The transfer and commercialisation of space technologies and their applications to 
other sectors of the economy will enhance Canada's industrial competitiveness. 
This is being achieved by managing the CSA portfolio of patents and intellectual 
property licenses, by conducting commercialisation assessments and marketing 
plans for technologies developed in-house and through contracts to Canadian 
industry. 


The Anik-F2 satellite, containing an advanced Ka-band multi-media 
demonstration payload, was launched in June 2004 and has been operational since 
October 2004. By demonstrating the capability of this multi-media service 
throughout North America, this private/public sector partnership program will 
position Canadian industry on the international market both as a supplier of 
advanced components and, as a service provider for the new generation of 
satellite communications systems. 


Canada’s participation in European Space Agency (ESA) programs allows our 
industry to access forward-looking studies on new telecommunications services; 
to develop new technologies, equipment and applications in multi-media, optical 
inter-satellite and mobile communications; and, to demonstrate satellite-based 
communications services such as interactive communications services for remote 
communities and disaster management.

CASCADE is the precursor of a communication satellite 
constellations that will help position Canadian industry on the international 
market both as a supplier of advanced components and as a service provider of 
high volume, high data rate telecommunications anywhere in the world.

Corporate Services, Strategic Development and Infrastructure 


Corporate services supporting the CSA's activities are regrouped under one Program 
Activity, which includes: Administration, Audit, Evaluation and Review, Finances, 
Human Resources, Legal Services, Strategic Development, External Relations, 
Government Liaison, President's Office, Communications and the John H. Chapman 
Space Center. All of these services have a common overarching objective: to implement 
the government's commitment to modern public service management in support of the 
implementation of the Canadian Space Program. 


Modern Management Initiatives 


During the planning horizon of this RPP, the Canadian Space Agency will begin 
managing the Canadian Space Program under its new Program Activity Architecture 
(PAA) in accordance with the Management, Resources, and Results Structure Policy. 


Since 2002, the CSA has been implementing a Management Modernization Action Plan 
(MMAP). As a result of the MMAP, the CSA developed the Canadian Space Strategy 
(November 2003), a Human Resources Strategic Plan (January 2004), and a Program 
Activity Architecture (June 2004); three essential components to sound strategic 
management. 


The next steps for the CSA are to finalise and adopt a strategy with a road map for each 
one of the four Program Activities; to develop results-based management practices across 
the organisation; and to pursue the implementation of the Management Accountability 
Framework (MAF) developed by Treasury Board Secretariat. 


The Program Activity strategies and road maps will provide a clear view of the CSA 
plans and priorities for the next 10 years to Canadian stakeholders, particularly through 
Advisory Groups and Council. 
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Results-based management practices will facilitate the integration of performance 
measurement processes and reporting across the CSA within available resources. 


The CSA's management team is using the CSA MAF capacity assessment report 
submitted to TBS in Spring 2004 to set its priorities on improving management practices. 
Consequently, in 2005-2006, a corporate risk profile will be developed and sustained 
while the competency profile for managers will be completed and implemented. The 
MAF capacity assessment of 2005-2006 will be used to identify the next priorities with 
the goal of achieving a balanced progress in the long-term integration of all 10 
expectations of MAF for the CSA.

Part Ill - Report on Plans and Priorities 


The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. 
This request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in 
the House of Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of: 


Part I —- The Government Expense Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes the key elements of 
the Main Estimates. 


Part If - The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve 
these votes to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled 
concurrently on or before March 1. 


Part III —- Departmental Expenditure Plans, which is divided into two components: 


1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency 
(excluding Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail over a three-year period on an 
organisation’s main priorities by strategic outcome(s), program activity(s) and planned/expected results, including 
links to related resource requirements. The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major 
capital projects, grants and contributions, and net program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of 
the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in 
Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents are usually tabled on or before 
March 31 and referred to committees, which may then report to the House of Commons pursuant to 
Standing Order 81(4). 


2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of results achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover 
the most recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board 
on behalf of the ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of 
the Financial Administration Act. 


Supplementary Estimates directly support an Appropriation Act. The Supplementary Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in the subsequent appropriation bill. Parliamentary approval is required to 
enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Supplementary Estimates are normally tabled twice a year, 
the first document in early November and a final document in early March. Each Supplementary Estimates document is 
identified alphabetically A, B, C, etc. Under special circumstances, more than two Supplementary Estimates documents 
can be published in any given year. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments 
achieved in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for 

the allocation and management of public funds. 
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1.1 Chairman’s Message 


I am proud to present, for the scrutiny of Canadians and their elected representatives, this Report 
on Plans and Priorities for the Canadian Transportation Agency for the fiscal year 2005-2006. 


The Canadian Transportation Agency is an independent, quasi-judicial tribunal that remains as 
relevant today as it was when founded 101 years ago. Though small (some 260 employees, 
including its regional enforcement staff), its knowledge and experience with transportation 
matters — like dispute resolution, consumer protection, costing, and regulations — are often 
sought out by citizens, the transportation industry, many Government of Canada departments 
and other governments. 


The report you are about to read summarizes the Agency’s plans to serve Canadians in the year 
ahead. It identifies ways the Agency will implement the Government of Canada’s transportation 
policy, which is the strategic direction that Parliament has set out in the Canada Transportation 
Act, while contributing to the government’s overall expenditure management and cost reduction 
goals. 


It describes how the Agency will follow through on work it did last year to review its internal 
processes, improve responsiveness, set priorities and measure its performance so as to meet, or 
exceed, Canadians’ expectations for the achievement of results through improved management 
practices, reporting and cost controls. 


This report presents detailed information about where the Agency will devote its efforts to 
improve its efficiency and program delivery, so that its management can be held accountable for 
the achievement of results. It also spotlights key issues in the operating environment during the 
upcoming period that could affect how the Agency goes about its work, while giving a clear 
picture of the financial and human resources, which taxpayers have entrusted to the Agency.

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1.2 Departmental Overview 


1.2.1. Summary Information 


Reason for Existence 


In its administration of federal transportation legislation and government policies, the Canadian 


Transportation Agency helps create an efficient and accessible federal transportation system for 
the benefit of Canadians. 


The Agency is an independent, quasi-judicial, administrative tribunal that makes decisions on a 


wide range of matters affecting Canadian transportation. It licenses rail and air carriers, and has 
the authority to resolve some transportation rate, service and other complaints in the rail, air and 
marine modes and to make regulations when required. It also has the authority to remove undue 
obstacles to the mobility of persons with disabilities who use the federally regulated 
transportation network. In addition, the Agency implements the transportation policy established 
by Parliament in the Canada Transportation Act and other legislation. It is also the aeronautical 
authority for Canada on matters related to the economic regulation of air carriers.

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1.3 Departmental Plans and Priorities 
1.3.1 Operating Environment and Strategic Context 


The Agency’s program is funded by Parliament through an operating expenditures vote. It 
operates within the context of the very large and complex Canadian transportation system (see 
Transport Canada’s Web site at www.tc.gc.ca for details). 


As an independent, quasi-judicial tribunal, the Agency makes decisions on a wide range of 
matters involving federally-regulated modes of transportation (air, rail and marine). Most of the 
Agency’s activities and workload are generated by demand from users and operators of the 
federal transportation system. The tribunal’s decisions are rendered by Agency members who are 
appointed by the Governor in Council. This includes the Chairman, who also acts as the Chief 
Executive Officer and the Vice-Chairman who are also both members of the Executive 
Committee. The Agency’s tribunal decision-making process is governed by its General Rules, 
entrenching the rules of fairness, which ensure that all parties to a complaint or an application 
are dealt with fairly and equitably. More information about this process can be found at 
www.cta-otc.gc.ca/about-nous/decision_process_e.html. 


A number of factors will influence the delivery of the Agency’s programs during the planning 
period, notably: 


1. Potential legislative changes 


As required under the Canada Transportation Act, a five-member review panel was appointed in 
June 2000 to conduct a review of the operation of the Act and all other legislation concerning the 
economic regulation of any mode of transportation under Parliament's legislative authority. 


Proposed amendments to the Canada Transportation Act and other transportation legislation are 
expected to be tabled in Parliament during 2005-2006. One of the Agency’s key management 
priorities for the planning period will be to participate in the process to change the legislation 
and take the necessary measures to implement new or modified requirements that fall under its 
jurisdiction. 


Furthermore, the Minister has requested the Standing Committee on Transport to conduct a 
review of whether Canada should further liberalize its approach to the economic regulation of 
Canada's air industry. The review will look at both domestic and international air issues and, 
depending on the outcome, could have an impact on how the Agency regulates the air sector. 


2. Complaint backlog due to Court ordered stay on matters affecting Air Canada 


Air Canada operated under court protection from its creditors from April 1, 2003 until 
September 30, 2004. Because of a stay order imposed by the Ontario Superior Court of Justice, 
the Agency could not process accessibility and other complaints against Air Canada during fiscal 
year 2003-2004 and the first half of 2004-2005. Since then, the Agency issued decisions on 
several complaints against Air Canada and recommenced the processing of several others. 
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Late in 2004, Air Canada filed a submission with the Agency stating its position that all 
complaints that pertain to incidents that occurred on or before April 1, 2003, were extinguished 
when the Stay Order was lifted by the Court (the affected complaints) and should no longer be 
addressed by the Agency. At the time of writing, the Agency was waiting for an interpretation 
of this matter from the Ontario Superior Court of Justice and considering a request from Air 
Canada for a further stay of all affected complaints pending the interpretation of the Court. 
Depending on the Court’s interpretation on this matter, numerous outstanding cases may need to 
be processed during 2005-2006, in addition to the Agency’s regular workload. 


3. BC Rail 


In July 2004, CN acquired BC Rail Ltd. and the BC Rail Partnership (collectively BC Rail), and 
the right to operate over BC Rail's roadbed under a long-term lease. This transaction added an 
additional 2,300 kilometres of railway lines to the federal rail network and, in so doing, changed 
the rights and obligations of numerous shippers, municipalities, landowners and others formerly 
affected by a railway under provincial jurisdiction and control. The Agency needs to 
communicate these new rights and obligations to parties affected and, as a first step, the 
Chairman and Agency staff met representatives of the provincial government, municipalities, 
port authorities, shippers, producers, consumers and railways of British Columbia. The Agency 
will also need to absorb a potentially significant increase in workload as these new players adjust 
not only to federal transportation legislation, but to the operations of a major North American 
railway company. Furthermore, the approval of the transaction by the Competition Bureau has 
resulted in a new Agency mandate to monitor and report to ensure that CN's transit times for 
traffic moving from British Columbia through the gateway of Vancouver are comparable to the 
transit times for similar traffic for the former BC Rail. 


4. Government-wide initiatives 


During the planning period, the Agency will need to respond to a number of government-wide 
initiatives. 


Like other government departments, the Agency will need to respond to and implement 
reductions and changes resulting from the expenditure review exercise. Resources will need to 
be reallocated and priorities will need to be revised to ensure that the Agency can continue to 
deliver its parliamentary mandate and maintain the necessary stewardship and controllership 
capacity to meet central agency and legislative requirements. These initiatives will call for 
additional flexibility from Agency managers and employees, who will need to adapt to evolving 
accountability and management demands. This challenge will be addressed as part of the 
Agency’s main key management priority: to address Agency workload and resources issues. 


The Agency will meet the reporting requirements of the new Expenditure Management 
Information System. This includes providing more detailed financial and performance 
information. Although work accomplished to date in establishing a performance measurement 
framework has significantly assisted the Agency in responding to this initiative, the Agency will 
continue to work with the Treasury Board Secretariat to improve and refine this framework. This 
will allow the Agency to better demonstrate its contribution to Canadians in its future 
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Departmental Performance Reports and to better manage results. 


The Agency will participate in key horizontal initiatives including shared services and human 
resource management reform. The Agency's Executive Committee approved a two-year project 
plan for the implementation of changes stemming from the Public Service Modernization Act, 
the Public Service Employment Act, the Public Service Labour Relations Act, as well as the 
Financial Administration Act. Sustained focus and dedicated resources are required in all 
departments and agencies to ensure the success of this ambitious legislative and management 
agenda. Given the already limited capacity of small departments and agencies to manage day-to- 
day operations, success will also be dependent on central agency support, through the provision 
of funding, policies and tools for learning and communication. 


5. Key partners 


The Agency is one of many players involved in transportation and maintains close ties with its 
various co-delivery partners primarily Transport Canada, the Department of International Trade, 
the Canada Border Services Agency and the Canadian Human Rights Commission. Refer to the

1.3.2 Departmental Priorities 
Like other government bodies mandated to administer laws, the Agency’s priorities and the 
actions it can take are dictated to a large degree by its statutes. For the planning period, the 


Agency’s activities will continue to be focused on the attainment of one strategic outcome: 


A fair and transparent economic regulatory regime that helps achieve a viable and accessible 
national transportation system. 


The Agency will continue to be committed to the attainment of this strategic outcome through 
the delivery of its ongoing activities which are focused on: 


* resolving transportation disputes by making sound decisions within the statutory time 
frames or through mediation and other informal processes; 


* improving the accessibility of the federal transportation system for persons with 
disabilities; and 


* performing its other administrative roles and legislative responsibilities that protect the 
economic and other interests of the federal transportation users, carriers and other 
affected parties. 


More information about the expected results of the Agency’s ongoing activities can be found 
under Section II of this report. 


Following a strategic planning session held in the fall of 2004, Agency management agreed that 
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the organization’s top three management priorities during 2005-2006 and 2006-2007 would be: 
1. Addressing Agency workload and resources challenges. 


2. Participating in the process under way to amend key legislation and implementing new or 
modified requirements that fall under the Agency’s jurisdiction. 


3. Succession planning. 
1.3.3. Departmental Plans 


The Agency has developed an implementation plan which describes its 2005-2006 and 2006- 
2007 management priorities in detail. Resources are allocated to specific initiatives as required, 
responsibilities are clearly defined and expected results and time lines are established. 


Implementation plan progress will be monitored and reported to the Agency’s Executive 
Committee on a regular basis and results will be included in the Departmental Performance 
Report. 


Priority 1: | Addressing Agency workload and resources challenges 


Over the past few years, the Agency has taken important steps to ensure that it uses the funds 
allocated from Parliament in a way that allows it to attain better results for Canadians. Internal 
resources are allocated annually following an internal review process where requests for existing 
and new resources are challenged and where risk principles are used as a key basis for resource 
allocation decisions. In addition, a results chain was developed along with a performance 
measurement framework and implementation of a detailed Performance Measurement Plan has 
started in 2004-2005. Progress was also made to improve the Agency’s organizational 
effectiveness following initiatives undertaken in the fall of 2003. 


Despite these significant achievements, Agency management believes that further improvements 
are required over the course of the next two years to ensure that the Agency can improve its 
efficiency and ensure capacity to meet future challenges. To pursue this priority the Agency will: 


¢ implement streamlined and more effective work processes and the use of an operational 
priority setting framework, developed in late 2004-2005, to further improve its 
organizational effectiveness and better use of its resources; 


¢ implement and improve its performance measurement framework and further improve its 
information management systems to gather better performance information (refer to Item 
4.1.1 under Section IV for the Agency’s results chain); 


¢ integrate the improved performance measures, the results of its process review and the 


operational priority setting framework into its existing operational planning and resource 
allocation process; 
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* take measures to ensure the Agency can quickly reallocate human resources to meet 
temporary workload pressures; and 


* respond to and implement reductions and changes resulting from the government’s 
expenditure review exercise. 


Priority 2: _ Participating in the process under way to amend key legislation and 
implementing new or modified requirements that fall under the Agency’s 
jurisdiction 


Proposed changes to the Canada Transportation Act and other transportation legislation are 
expected to be introduced in 2005. To pursue this priority, the Agency will: 


* assist Transport Canada in the development of legislative proposals; and 
* secure resources and capacity to effectively implement the legislative changes. 
Priority 3: Succession planning 


Like the majority of federal government departments and agencies, the Agency competes with 
other public organizations and the private sector for knowledge workers. The vast majority of 
employers foresee a loss of corporate memory and expertise because of the predicted retirements 
and departures of the baby boom generation from today's work force. 


As an employer, the Agency's situation is no different. The percentage of potential departures is 
consistent with other comparable organizations. The Agency must prepare to fill key positions at 
various levels of the organization to ensure the level of competency and capacity needed to 
continue support for its quasi-judicial mandate and role. 


In 2002, the Agency developed and started to implement a Succession Plan. This is an ongoing, 
multi-year management priority to identify vulnerabilities and appropriate solutions involving 
career planning, learning plans and focused recruitment efforts. 


During the planning period, the following measures will be taken to address key succession 
issues identified within the Agency: 


* Internal language training will be provided to ensure that the succession pool possesses 
adequate language skills. 


* Management development assignments will be given to selected Agency employees 
under an Agency established Management Development Assignment Program. This is a 
proactive and essential mechanism intended to provide Agency staff with the opportunity 
to develop the competencies required for executive and management positions. Despite 
national areas of selection for these positions, we are optimistic it will allow Agency staff 
to compete on equal ground for Agency management positions that become vacant and 
optimize corporate retention of our valued human resources. 
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The development of competency profiles for ES, CO and PM positions will be built upon 
and key competencies in the selection criteria for key succession positions will be 
applied. 


A follow-up report to the implementation of the Succession Plan will be prepared to 
identify any gaps in succession planning and the adjustments required to address them.

2.1 Analysis by Program Activity 


The Canadian Transportation Agency’s program activity architecture is simple. The Agency 
pursues one strategic outcome: 


A fair and transparent economic regulatory regime that helps achieve a viable and accessible 
national transportation system. 


The architecture contains one program activity: 
The economic regulation of the federal transportation system.

2.1.2 Program Activity Description 


The Agency manages the economic regulation of air, rail and marine transportation through the 
administration of laws, regulations, voluntary codes of practice, educational and outreach 
programs and through the resolution of disputes. As an independent quasi-judicial administrative 
tribunal reporting to the Parliament of Canada through the Minister of Transport, the Agency 
makes its decisions independently, on a wide range of matters affecting Canadian transportation. 


All decisions on matters before the Agency, whether they relate to air, rail, marine or accessible 
transportation matters, are made by Agency members appointed by the Governor in Council. 


2.1.3 Performance Measurement Strategy 

As part of its action plan on Modern Comptrollership and with funding received from Treasury 
Board Secretariat, the Agency developed its own Performance Measurement Framework. Results 
chains and performance measures were developed for all Agency business operations. Reference 


can be made to Item 4.1.1 under Section IV for the Agency’s overall results chain. 


In 2004-2005, a performance measurement implementation plan was approved. Although the 
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Agency is in its early implementation stage of this plan, a number of important steps have 
already been undertaken: 


¢ Beginning in late 2004-2005, regular reports are made to the Agency’s Executive 
Committee on key performance information considered critical to ongoing, strategic 
decision-making. 


¢ Performance measures, key performance targets and workload indicators are now 
incorporated into the Agency’s operational plan review process, which forms the basis 
for the annual resource allocation exercise. 


¢ The Agency’s application information system, the primary source for actual performance 
data and information, was improved and will continue to be improved during 2005-2006 
and future years, to provide more pertinent performance information including reporting 
by sub-activity, level of complexity, average time to process cases, etc. 


¢ A strategy is being developed, for implementation in 2005-2006, to obtain performance 
information from external sources. As a first step, a survey on the accessibility of the 
federal transportation system is being developed in 2004-2005 and will be implemented 
in 2005-2006. 


Generating and using better performance information is a key element of the Agency’s 
management priority to address workload and resource issues. Over time, we are confident that it 
will allow the Agency to improve its management practices and make better use of its resources 
for improved results. 


2.1.4 Expected Results 
The three results expected from the Agency’s ongoing activities are: 
1. The fair, effective and efficient resolution of federal transportation issues. 


2. The removal of undue obstacles for persons with disabilities from federally-regulated 
transportation. 


3. The protection of the economic and other interests of transportation users, carriers and 
other affected parties. 


All three expected results directly contribute to the Agency’s ongoing business priority to deliver 
its mandate, the key element of which is to make sound decisions within the time frames 
established in the legislation on issues and disputes affecting the transportation system and on 
matters specified in the legislation under the Agency’s responsibility. 


To do so, the Agency applies a decision-making process that is governed by the rules of fairness 


and the legislation, regulations and legal principles applicable to the case. The Agency also 
ensures that Agency members and staff maintain a high level of expertise in the transportation 
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field and keep abreast of the constant evolution of the industry and its players. 


Where possible, the Agency offers mediation as an alternative to its formal process. This allows 
parties to resolve their issues in an informal manner that is simple, rapid, less litigious and less 
costly than the Agency’s traditional hearing process. The mediator and the disputing parties 
work together to develop solutions and produce collaborative outcomes resulting in better 
understanding between the parties and in agreements that inspire high levels of satisfaction and 
commitment. 


The “Accessible Transportation” sub-activity contributes to one expected result. The other key 
program sub-activities (Air, Rail and Marine Transportation) each support more than one 
expected result. The sub-activity “Members and regulatory support” contributes to all three 
expected results. 


Result 1: Fair, effective and efficient resolution of federal transportation issues 


Part of the Agency’s mandate is to resolve transportation issues affecting all modes of 
transportation under the federal transportation network: air, rail and marine transportation. It 
does so either by investigating and making formal tribunal decisions on complaints and ordering 
corrective measures as required, or by assisting parties in resolving their issues through 
mediation or other informal processes. 


Issues addressed by the Agency include: 
Air transportation: 


* complaints related to carriers’ application of their tariff provisions and on prices applied 
by air carriers on non-competitive routes within Canada (to ensure that air carriers 
licenced to operate in Canada meet the legislative requirements in place to protect 
Canadians); and 

* appeals of increases in air navigational charges imposed by Nav Canada (to ensure that 
principles used to establish the charges are in compliance with the legislation). 


Rail transportation: 


¢ disputes between shippers and rail carriers regarding issues such as: interswitching, 
competitive or single line rates; joint rates; running rights; joint track usage; and level of 
service; and 

¢ disputes between railway companies and municipalities, road authorities, landowners and 
others that interact with them. 


Marine transportation: 
* complaints about user fees charged by Canadian port authorities and the St. Lawrence 


Seaway Management Corporation (to determine if they are unjustly discriminatory); and 
* opposition to proposed pilotage charges (to determine whether the pilotage authority has 
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based its fees to continue operations on a self-sustaining financial basis, and if the 
proposed user charges are fair, reasonable and in the public interest). 


Agency performance in attaining this result will be monitored by examining: 


the nature of key decisions on air, rail and marine transportation disputes and complaints; 
the number and trends of air, rail and marine transportation disputes and complaints 
resolved and in process through either formal or informal methods; 

the number and nature of Agency decisions and orders on air, rail and marine disputes 
and complaints that are appealed and the number and percentage that are upheld or 
overturned on appeal; 

the percentage of cases resolved within the relevant statutory deadline; and 

the comments of parties involved in mediation and informal dispute resolution processes 
undertaken by the Agency and the level of resolution of the disputes. 


Result 2: The removal of undue obstacles for persons with disabilities from federally- 
regulated transportation 


The Canada Transportation Act gives the Agency the power to eliminate undue obstacles to the 
mobility of Canadians with disabilities. It does so in two ways: 


on a case-by-case basis by resolving individual complaints formally and ordering 
remedial actions as required, or through mediation or other informal processes; and 

on a systemic basis by developing regulations, codes of practice and standards 
concerning the level of accessibility in all modes of transport under federal jurisdiction. 


Agency performance will be monitored by examining: 


the nature of key decisions on accessibility dispute cases; 

the number and trends of accessibility complaints resolved and in process through both 
formal and informal methods; 

the trends and type of undue obstacles found by the Agency; 

feedback from people with disabilities on the accessibility of public air, rail or ferry 
travel; 

the results of monitoring of the transportation industry’s compliance with Agency codes 
of practice (air, rail, ferry and communications); and 

the number and nature of Agency decisions and orders on accessibility complaints that 
are appealed and the number and percentage that are upheld or overturned on appeal. 


Result 3: Protection of the economic and other interests of transportation users, carriers 
and other affected parties 


Although the government’s transportation policy favours competition and market forces, it also 
recognizes that certain measures are required to protect consumers, shippers and Canadian 
carriers and aircraft operators. As such, the Agency’s activities include: 
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Air transportation: 


licensing air operators that provide domestic or international publicly available air 
transportation services (to ensure that carriers hold liability insurance, a valid Canadian 
aviation document and that Canadian carriers are owned and controlled by Canadian 
citizens); 

administering a permit system for international charter operations (to protect 
international passenger charter flight advance payments); and 

participating in bilateral air transport negotiations and implementing agreements and 
arrangements (to ensure that bilateral agreements are implemented fairly, balancing the 
interests of all parties). 


Rail transportation: 


making an independent and fair assessment of the annual revenue caps for Canadian 
National Railway Company (CN) and Canadian Pacific Railway Company (CP) for the 
movement of Western grain and determining if the railway companies have exceeded 
their revenue allowance for the movement of western grain; 

issuing rail certificates of fitness to federally-regulated rail carriers (to ensure that they 
hold adequate liability insurance); and 

assessing the environmental impacts of proposed railway construction projects and 
ordering corrective measures as required. 


Marine transportation: 


determining if Canadian vessels are available to operate commercial services proposed to 
be provided by foreign vessels in Canadian waters (to ensure that no foreign vessels will 
be allowed to operate commercial services in Canadian waters if a suitable Canadian ship 
is available to carry out the services). 


Agency Performance will be monitored by examining: 


the number and trends in licence applications denied, licence suspensions, new licences 
issued and charter permits issued and denied; 

feedback from shippers, producers and carriers who participate in the Agency’s process 
to develop the Western grain transportation revenue cap and the number and nature of 
decisions related to Western grain transportation; 

the volume of rail certificates of fitness issued, monitored, amended, suspended, revoked 
and denied; 

the volume and nature of environmental assessments of rail construction projects; 

the volume of decisions on coasting trade applications and the number of applications 
that result in Canadian vessels, as opposed to foreign vessels, delivering cargo within 
Canada; and 

the number and nature of Agency decisions and orders on air, rail and marine matters that 
are appealed and the number and percentage that are upheld or overturned on appeal.

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3.2 Organizational Information 


The Agency exercises its powers through its seven members, appointed by the Governor in 
Council: a chairman, a vice-chairman and five full-time members. The Minister of Transport can 
also appoint up to three temporary members. 


The Chairman, Marian L. Robson, is accountable for the Agency’s single program activity. All 
appointed Agency members are accountable for making quasi-judicial decisions on individual 
matters before the Agency. 


The Agency’s organizational structure comprises four branches: the Rail and Marine 
Transportation Branch, the Air and Accessible Transportation Branch, the Legal Services and 
Secretariat Branch, and the Corporate Management Branch. The heads of each branch, as well as 
Communications and Internal Audit, report to the Chairman. 


The two program branches, the Rail and Marine Transportation Branch and the Air and 
Accessible Transportation Branch, relate to the Agency’s regulatory functions. The Legal 
Services and Secretariat Branch performs regulatory activities and the Corporate Management 
Branch provides administrative support. 


The Agency’s headquarters are located in the National Capital Region. Agency personnel 
working in field offices in six cities across Canada carry out air and accessibility enforcement 
activities.
